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Executive Minutes 
Tuesday, June 10th 1794. 


The Master Warden of the Port of Philadelphia was in- 
structed to apply to the Dutch Consul, and endeavor to pro- 
cure from him a Copy of the Commission to the Schooner 
Flora, in order to put the nature of her employment beyond 
a doubt. 

A Supplementary report from the Master Warden of the 
Port of Philadelphia, relatively to the Schooner Flora, a Dutch 
privateer, was transmitted to the president of the United 
States for his information. 


A Letter was received from the Governor of the State of 
New York, informing the Governor of this State, that a 
certain Elijah Sabin is now confined in the Jail of Dutchess 
County, and ready to be delivered up to take his trial in 
this State agreeably to a requisition for that purpose; and 
Mr. Frederick Stoever of Lebanon was informed thereof, in 
order that some immediate steps may be taken, for bringing 
him into this State to take his trial. 


Upon a Return being made according to law, by the Brigade 
Inspector of the County of Delaware, of the Election of Four 
Officers,—Commissions were made out and issued to the 
following named persons, Vizt— 


Jacob Forde Captain, William Forde, junior Lieut: and 
Jacob Dereberger, Ensign, of the fourth Company; and George 
McNelly Captain, of the fifth Company in the first Regiment 
of the Delaware County Brigade. 


Wednesday, June 11th 1794. 


The fine of ten pounds, which was imposed on John Cul- 
bertson, by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the 
Peace for the County of Franklin, for keeping a Tippling 
house, was this day remitted by the Governor. A Warrant 
was, this day, issued from the Governor, to the Supervisors 
of the Streets and Highways in the township of Moyamensing, 
in the County of Philadelphia, requiring them to open so 
much and such part of the Road, leading from the district 
of Southwark to State Island ferry, on the river Schuylkill, 
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as lies between Brockdens Gate and the Buck Tavern; which 
Warrant was in the following words, to wit,

Tho Mifflin To the Supervisors of the Streets and High-

Whereas a number of free holders (exceeding the number 
of seven) of the said Township of Moyamensing, whose lands 
lie near or adjoining to a certain Road, leading from the dis- 
trict of Southwark to State Island Ferry on the River 
Schuylkill (being the same Road numbered twenty nine in 
the Report of the Commissioners, that was laid out and 
duly Recorded in pursuance of an Act of the General Assembly 
of this Commonwealth, entitled, “An Act to appoint Commis- 
sioners to regulate the Streets, Lanes and Alleys in the dis- 
trict of Southwark; and lay out new Streets, Lanes and 
Alleys, therein, for the accommodation of the Inhabitants, 
and to lay out the Roads therein mentioned, through the 
said district of Southwark and parts of the Townships of 
Moyamensing and Passyunk passed the twenty ninth day of 
September one thousand seven hundred and eighty seven,”’) 
have by their petition applied and requested, that among 
other things, so much of the said road as lies between Brock- 
den’s Gate and the Buck Tavern shall be opened :—And where- 
as, after due consideration, as well upon hearing the said 
Petitioners in favor of their application, as upon hearing 
sundry other Freeholders, through whose land the said Road 
passes, in opposition thereto, I am of opinion, that the State 
of improvement in the Neighbourhood of the said Road 
renders it most expedient, that the same should at this time | 
be opened, so far as it lies within the limits aforesaid,— 
but no further: Now know Ye, that by virtue of the author- 
ity to me by law given, I do hereby require and enjoin you 
and every of you, to open so much and such part of the said 
Roads as lies between Brochden’s Gate, and the Buck Tavern 
aforesaid (but no more or other part thereof) and the same 
to put in order and keep in repair in the same manner as 
other Roads within the said Township are by law to be opened, 
repaired and maintained. 
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In Witness whereof I have hereunto set my Hand, and 
caused the less Seal of the State to be affixed at Philadel- 
phia, this Eleventh day of June, in the Year of our Lord 
one thousand seven hundred and ninety four, and of the 
Commonwealth the Highteenth.

Friday, June 13th 1794. 


Hight original Letters which the Governor has received from 
the Western Counties of this State representing the hostile 
proceedings of the Indians in that quarter; and the dis- 
satisfaction of the Citizens at the suspension of the Presqu’- 
isle establishment, were now transmitted to the President of 
the United States, who was requested to return them as soon 
as he had perused them; and requesting that those parts of 
the correspondence which are of a private nature may be 
considered as a confidential communication, 


A Letter was written to Captain Ebenezer Denny, Command- 
ing the Presqu’-isle establishment, in which the Governor 
expresses his earnest desire, that he will remain with his 
whole force at LeBeuff, taking every lawful precaution to 
preserve peace and prevent surprize. 


A Letter was written at the same time to General William 
Irvine, on the subject of the suspension of the Presqu’-isle 
establishment, in which the Governor expressed some regret 
on hearing of his resolution to return, and requested that he 
would not abandon the trust committed to him, but remain 
for a short time at Pittsburgh, to afford the Governor an 
opportunity of a direct communication with him, should the 
suspension be removed. 


The Governor acknowledged the receipt of a letter from 
Charles Campbell, esquire, Brigade Inspector of the county 
of Westmoreland, and repeated his assurances that every 
Jawful exertion for protection and defence of the frontiers, 
will receive his approbation. 

The receipt of several communications, relatively to the 
dissatisfaction, which the suspension of the Presqu’-isle es- 
tablishment has created, from Andrew Ellicott, esquire, was 
also acknowledged; and Mr Elliott was also requested to 
remain with General Irwin at Pittsburgh, so that their trust 
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may be executed, before any inconvenience may arise from 


the suspension. 

Letters were also written to Brigadier General John Wil- 
kins, junior,—to General John Gibson, and to Colonel Presley 
Neville, on the subject of the suspension of the Presqu’-isle 


establishment. 





Saturday, June 14th 1794. 


The Governor acknowledged the receipt of a letter from 
the President of United States (communicated in a letter 
from the Secretary at War dated this day, stating that the 
reasons which induced the President’s opinion relatively to 
the suspension of the Presqu’-isle establishment continue to 
operate, and have not been weakened by any information since 
received,)—And the Governor explained to the President the 
principles which regulated his conduct, in executing the law 
for laying out a Town at Presqu’-isle. 

The Governor having received information that a certain 
Francis Hickman who stands charged in the County of Dela- 
ware of having committed fornication, is now resident in 
the State of Delaware, this day, requested the Governor of 
that State to cause the said Francis Hickman to be rendered 
up, to be removed to this State having Jurisdiction of his 
Grime, agreeably to the fourth Article of the Constitution of 
the United States. 





Monday, June 16th 1794. 


The Governor, this day, granted a Pardon to James Noble, 
who was convicted of Highway Robbery in the County of 
Philadelphia, and sentenced to seven years hard labour, and 
fined, with costs of prosecution :—He the said James Noble 
departing the State, agreeably to the condition of his pardon 
and not returning. 

The several documents received, relatively to the murder 
of a friendly Indian by a certain Robinson, having 
been, transmitted to the Attorney General on the twenty third 
ultimo,—his opinion thereon was now received; and a copy 
of the same was this day, transmitted to the President of 
the United States, for his information——The opinion is in 
the following words, to wit: 

Philadelphia June 16th 1794. 
Dear Sir, 
I have instructed the Gentleman, who acts as my Deputy, 
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in prosecuting the Pleas of the Commonwealth, for the County 
of Allegheny, to proceed without delay, to obtain by a regular 
course of Law the most full and impartial investigation of 
the charge against Robinson, for the supposed 
murder of a friendly Indian. 

I am confident no delay will take place, in obtaining a 
Trial on the charge, that the guilt or innocence of the per- 
son accused may be ascertained.

Tuesday, June 17th 1794. 


The Governor of the State of New York having informed, 
that a certain Elijah Sabin a fugitive from the Justice of 
Pennsylvania will now be delivered up to take hig trial in 
this State agreeably to the requisition for that purpose :— 
The Governor, this day, requested that he might be delivered 
to Frederick Stoever of Lebanon, who was furnished with a 
passport and instructed accordingly, 

A Letter was received from the Attorney General, relatively 
to the cause of the Lessee of Brubacker versus Brua, in which 
is involved the title of the Commonwealth to a Tract of 
Land in the County of Lancaster, late the property of John 
Rine an attainted Traitor. 

Upon a Return made according to law, by the Brigade In- 
spector of the County of Northampton,—Samuel Moore was 
commissioned Lieutenant of the third Company, in the third 
Regiment of the Militia of the said Brigade. 





Wednesday, June 18th 1794, 


The Governor, this day, appointed and commissioned Daniel 
Royer a Justice of the Peace, in and for the district of 
Washington, in the County of Franklin. 

Upon request made by the State Treasurer, the Governor 
granted him leave of absence for some days. 

The Governor being anxious to ascertain, with precision, 
the progress in executing the various Contracts, for improv- 
ing our Roads and Rivers, this day, resolved to employ John 
Hall, esquire, as an Agent of Information, in making a special 
survey and examination of the respective works;—and a 
sett of Instructions was given to him accordingly. 
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Thursday, June 19th 1794. 


The Governor, this day, communicated to the President of 
the United States, sundry dispatches received from General 
Gibson, relatively to the hostile disposition of the six nations, 
instigated and supported, as it is alledged, by the British.

Friday, June 20th 1794. 


The Governor, this day, accepted the resignation of Valen- 
tine Eckhart, as Brigade Inspector of the Militia of the 
County of Berks, and at the same time appointed and Com- 
missioned George Eckert his son to succeed him in that office; 
and accepted Nicholas Lutz and Collinson Read his sureties. 

Copies of two letters both dated the thirteenth instant, 
one from General Gibson (inclosing a letter from Lieutenant 
Polhemus), and the other from Mr Neville were this day 
transmitted to the President of the United States. 

Letters were written to Major General Gibson and to 
Colonel Presley Neville at Pittsburgh in answer to their 
letters, received by yesterday’s Post relatively to the sus- 
pensions of the establishment at Presqu-isle and the general 
defence of the frontiers against the Six Nations. 

Copies of the Letters that have passed between the Gov- 
ernor and the General Government, relatively to the Presque- 
isle establishment, and the defence of the frontiers since the 
Communication to General William Irvine were this day 
transmitted to him. 

There being reason to apprehend that a malignant and con- 
tagious fever rages in the Island of Jamaica; the Governor 
this day thought it proper to direct the attention of the con- 
sulting Physician the Resident Physician and the Health 
Officer of the Port of Philadelphia, immediately to the sub- 
ject: That they be vigilant in examining all vessels that arrive 
and use all industry in collecting information of the State of 
Health in every foreign Port, particularly Ports in the West 
Indies. 


Saturday June 21st 1794. 


A Copy of a letter which was written to the Consulting 
Physician, Resident Physician and the Health Officer of the 
Port of Philadelphia yesterday, was this day transmitted to 
the Inspectors of the Health Office in answer to their letter 
relatively to the existence of a malignant fever, in the island 
of Jamaica. 
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Monday June 23rd 1794. 


A letter was written to James Mease Resident Physician of 
the Port, in answer to his letter of the nineteenth instant 
communicating information of the prevailance of a malignant 
fever, in the islands of Martinique, Jamaica. Guadaloupe, 
Dominica and St Lucia, in which the Physician was informed 
of the Governors intention, immediately, to issue a Procla- 
mation, directing all vessels arriving from those places to per- 
form a reasonable quarentine; and he was referred to the 
Inspectors of the Health Office, for regulations, as to the de- 
struction of cloathing or goods landed at the Health Office, 
and requesting him to use every cautionary means, for pre- 
venting, the introduction of any contagious disease. 

John Cadwallader Brigade Inspector of Huntingdon County 
made a Return of Militia Officers, for that County; and the 
following named Gentlemen were Commissioned, vizt 

Thomas Prather, Captain of the Eighth Company, in the 
first Regiment, and Joseph Eaton Lieutenant of the sixth 
Company in the Sixth Regiment. 





Tuesday June 24th 1794. 


The Secretary of the Land Office was authorized to cancel 
two Warrants dated the twenty second day of February last 
the one in favor of William Montgomery, and the other to 
John Mackey, which he hath certified were issued by mistake 
and to issue others in lieu of them upon the terms mentioned 
in his letter. 

A Letter was written by the Governor to the Secretary at 
War, in answer to his letter of the twenty first of June, rela- 
tively to the suspension of the establishment. at Presqu-isle. 





Thursday, June 26th 1794. 


A Variety of original documents, having been delivered out 
of the Secretary’s Office to the Committee of Managers in the 
course of the trial of the impeachment, against Mr Nicholson; 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth, made a request this day 
to Messrs Morgan, Evans and others of that Committee to have 
the same returned the trial of that impeachment being now 
ended. 

Captain Jacob Herbough of Milford Township, Bedford 
County was informed that his offer of himself and Company, 
and forty eight persons to act as Volunteers, in the detach- 
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ment ordered to be held in readiness to march agreeably to 
the Presidents late requisition, must be made through the 
Brigade Inspector, who will enquire whether the Company is 
formed and organized according to law, and if so, is author- 
ized to accept his proposition 





Friday, June 27th 1794. 


The Governor wrote a letter to General Gibson, at Pittsburgh 
in which he expressed a hope that measures will be adopted, 
by the General Government, which co-operating with the po- 
litical and military events in Europe, will change the hostile 
dispositions of our neighbors on the frontiers, and remove 
the obstacles to the Presque-isle Establishment; and the Sec- 
retary inclosed to General William Irvine copies of two letters 
which have passed between the General and State Govern- 
ment, within a few days on that subject. 





Saturday June 28th 1794. 


Upon a return made according to law by the Brigade In- 
spector, of the County of Franklin—Commissions were issued 
in due form to the following Officers of the Militia of that 
Brigade Vizt David McCrea Lieutenant of the first Com- 
pany, in the second Regiment John Ross, Ensign of the eighth 
Company in the same Regiment.—John Caldwell Lieutenant 
of the fifth Company, and Henry Buzzard, Ensign of the 
Eighth Company, in the fourth Regiment. Joseph McCee, 
Lieutenant, and James Barr Ensign of the second Company, 
in the fifth Regiment. 


Monday June 30th 1794. 


Upon the receipt of a letter from the Secretary at War, 
of the twenty fourth instant covering an extract from General 
Israel Chapins letter, dated the twelfth current in which that 
Gentleman states that “the Indians do not acknowledge the 
validity of the Cornplanters sale to Pennsylvania’ the Sec- 
retary of the Commonwealth, by direction of the Governor 
transmitted to the President of the United States Copies of 
the deeds of Cession of the triangular tract on Lake Erie, 
presuming, they must have referred to that Tract A Copy of 
a letter of the twentieth instant and sundry documents re- 
ceived from General Chapin, were at the same time, com- 
municated to the President. 
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Several extracts from letters written from Jamaica in the 
West Indies relative to a contagious disease, existing in that 
Island, were communicated to the Physicians, Health Officer 
and Inspectors of the Health Office. of the Port of Philadel- 
phia, and the Governor repeated his desire that they would 
immediately enquire into the fact of the existence of the dis- 
ease, and whether it prevails in any other island. 

A Leter was written to Robert Ralston informing him of 
the before mentioned communication to the Physicians, Health 
Officer, and Inspectors of the Health Office; and of the Gov- 
ernor’s Intention to conform to their advice, as to the pro- 
priety of issuing a proclamation, prescribing a quarentine to 
be performed by all vessels arriving from that port. 





Tuesday July 1st. 1794. 


The intention of the Governor to issue a Proclamation 
directing that all vessels that arrive from the West Indies, 
perform a reasonable quarentine, was signified to Robert Rals- 
ton who was requested to intimate the same to the Inspec- 
tors of the Health Office at their first meeting, that if they 
should wish either to restrain or enlarge its operation, they 
may have an opportunity of assigning their reasons. 

A Copy of a letter received from General John Patton stat- 
ing the hostile appearance of the Indians in the neighborhood 
of our Northern Settlements, and the want of arms, and am- 
munition, to resist any meditated attack, was this day trans- 
mitted to the Secretary at War. for the information of the 
President of the United States; and at the same time it was 
requested that either at the expence of the General Govern- 
ment, or as a loan to the State a supply of arms and am- 
munition may be furnished for the defense of those Counties, 
which are most likely to be annoyed by the enemy. 





Wednesday July 2nd 1794. 


The Governor having received information that a pestilential 
or contagious disease prevails in the West Indies, and consid- 
ering that there is at this time great danger to be appre- 
hended that the said disease may be introduced into this 
Commonwealth, by vessels arriving from the Port of New 
Orleans, on the: Mississippi or from the Ports situated on the 
Spanish Main this day issued the following Proclamation Vizt. 
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Pennsylvania ss. 

In the name, and by the authority of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania Thomas Mifflin, Governor of the said Common- 
wealth 

A Proclamation 


Whereas, I have received satisfactory information, that a 
pestilential or contagious disease prevails in the West Indies ; 
and also that there is at this time great danger to be appre- 
hended, that the said disease may be introduced into this 
Commonwealth, by vessels arriving from the Port of New 
Orleans, on the Mississippi, or from the Ports situate on the 
Spanish Main; Therefore, and in pursuance of the authority 
to me by law given, I have deemed it proper to issue this 
proclamation, hereby giving public notice of the information 
which I have received as aforesaid, and directing that any 
and every ship or vessel coming from or having touched at 
any port or place in the West India Islands the port of New 
Orleans on the Mississippi or any port or ports siuated on 
the Spanish Main shall be stopped and detained in the 
Stream of the river delaware, opposite the Health office on 
State Island to the intent that the Master or Captain and all 
other persons on board such ship or vessel, shall there do, 
execute, and perform such reasonable quarentine and other 
cautionary measures for preventing the introduction of any 
pestilential or contagious diSease into this Commonwealth 
as the resident Physician, with the advice of the Consulting 
Physician shall devise and prescribe, and the resident Phy- 
sician consulting Physician, Health Officer and Inspectors of 
the Health Office of the Port of Philadelphia, and all other 
persons whatsoever in any wise intrusted with the execution 
of the law for preventing the introduction of pestilential and 
contagious diseases into this Commonwealth, are required and 
enjoined to be attentive and vigilent in discharging the duties 
of their respective Stations and more especially in carrying 
this proclamation into effect.

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Copies of the said Proclamation were then transmitted to the 
Consulting Physician to the Resident Physician to the Health 
Officer, and to the Inspector of the Health Office, whose co- 
operation was requested to give its complete effect. 





Friday July 4th 1794. 


The Secretary informed General John Patton, of the applica- 
tion which was made, in the first instant to the General Gov- 
ernment, for a Supply of arms and ammunition for the de- 
fence of the inhabitants, of the North western Counties 
against the Indians and that in the course of a few days a 
proportion would be forwarded to Mifflin County. 





Saturday July 5th 1794, 


The Secretary of War was this day furnished with an esti- 
mate of the quantity of the arms and ammunition required 
for the defence of the inhabitants of the Counties of North- 
umberland, Luzerne Mifflin and Huntingdon; and was re- 
quested to send an order for delivering the amount as soon 
as it is convenient, 


Monday, July 7th 1794, 

A Copy of a letter received for the Inspectors of the Health 
Office recommending that vessels arriving with passengers 
should be aired and cleansed at the Health Office, before they 
are permitted to proceed to the City was transmitted to 
Doctor Duffield and Mease, Physicians of the Port of Phila- 
delphia and were assured, that every lawful measure which 
they may adopt on the occasion will—receive the sanction of 
the Governor; and of this the Inspectors of the Health Office 
were informed in answer to their letter. The Commissioners 
for Completing the Building intended for the accommodation 
of the President of ‘the United States, having reported to the 
Governor, that no proposals, have been made for finishing 
that house, in consequence, of their advertisement: they were 
instructed to proceed upon the principles of their communica- 
tion, to form the necessary engagements for materials and 
labour, and to complete the Building, provided however that 


the whole expense shall not exceed the rhecreossow sum 
granted by the Legislature. 
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Tuesday, July 8th 1794. 


Lieutenant Jacob Evans of the fifth Company in the first 
Regiment of the Philadelphia City Militia, having complained 
to the Governor, that his Commission has not been delivered 
to him The Brigade Inspector, Colonel Nichola was directed 
to enquire into the fact and requested to assign the cause of 
the omission. 


A Copy of a letter from the Secretary at War, of the first 
instant, stating the circumstances of equipment, in any vessel, 
belonging to the belligerent nations, which may be deemed 
an unlawful encrease or augmentation of force, and also a 
Copy of the rule, as to the Sailing of Vessels of War, of the 
belligerent nations from the United States, and also a Copy 
of a minute of the re-appointment of the Board of Wardens 
were this day transmitted to Nathaniel Falconer, esquire, 
Master Warden of the Port of Philadelphia. 


The Secretary of the Commonwealth, by direction of the 
Governor, acknowledged the receipt of three Copies of the 
Journal of the Senate of the United States at the first Session 
of the third Congress, from Samuel A. Otis, esquire the Sec- 
retary of that body,—to wit:—One Copy for the Executive De- 
partment and one for each House of the Legislature. 


The Original orders drawn by the Secretary at War on 
General Hand, for delivering one Hundred and fifty Rifles 
from the arms of the United States deposited at Lancaster, 
and on Major Hodgson, for delivering twenty quarter casks 
of good rifle powder, fifteen hundred weight of lead, and one 
thousand rifle flints as a loan for the immediate defense of 
the frontier Counties of Pennsylvania were transmitted to 
Clement Biddle esquire, who was requested with all possible 
dispatch to convey this supply of arms and ammunition in 
due proportions to the Brigade Inspectors of Northumberland, 
Luzerne, Mifflin and Huntingdon for the defence of the inhab- 
itants of those Counties.—The Brigade Inspectors to be respon- 
sible for the same. 


James Alexander, esquire, Treasurer of the County of 
Mifflin was informed that the right of the Mortgagors to re- 
ceive their money and their obligation to pay interest for 
the same, must be coeval and consequently that those appli- 
cants, for a loan in whose favor the supplementary law was 
passed cannot be made liable for interest, from a period 
earlier than the time authorized by law, for drawing their 
respective Warrants. 
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The fine of ten pounds which was imposed upon Joseph 
Heller in the City of Philadelphia for keeping a tippling house 
was this day remitted by the Governor. 





Wednesday July 9th 1794. 


A License to follow the Employment of a Pedlar on foot, 
within this Commonwealth was granted to Alexander Weth- 
ered upon being recommended for such license by the Court 
of General Quarter Sessions of the County of Philadelphia. 





Thursday July 10th 1794. 


The Governor this day accepted the resignation of Henry 
Miller Esquire, of the Office of Prothonotary, of the Court 
of Common Pleas, Clerk of the Court of Quarter Sessions, 
and of the Orphans Court, and Clerk of the Courts of Oyer 
and Terminer, and General Jail Delivery, to be holden by 
the Judges of the Common pleas in and for the County of 
York, and thereupon in compliance, with a respectable, rec- 
_ommendation, appointed and commissioned John Edie, Esquire, 
his successor in the said several offices; and accepted Samuel 
Edie, and David McConaughy esqr as his sureties. 





Friday July 11th 1794. 


The Governor having received information, that Thomas 
Nesbitt esquire Brigade Inspector of the County of Mifflin 
has left that County for some time and gone to the Western 
part of the State, this day authorized John Culbertson esquire, 
for the present to perform the duties of that office. and in- 
structed him to proceed to execute the order for drafting the 
quota of Militia from Mifflin County, towards forming a de- 
tachment of Militia, in pursuance of the Presidents requisi- 
tion of the nineteenth day of May last, in order to which he 
was furnished with the necessary documents; and he was 
requested to concert the proper measures, with Major General 
Patton and Brigadier General Bratton, and make an early 
report of his proceedings.—Of this the Brigade Inspector was 
informed, and also of the inconveniencies, that have occurred, 
and are likely to encrease, in consequence of his absence, at 
a period, so critical with respect to the defence of our fron- 
tiers. 

Letters were written to Andrew Gregg, Colonel John 
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Brattan, William Brown and Samuel Edmiston, Esquires of 
Mifflin County, informing them of the intimation to Mr. Nes- 
bitt on the propriety of either an immediate return to his 
station, or the resignation of his Commission; and that until 
an answer is received Mr Culbertson is authorized to act as 
Brigade Inspector conformably to their sentiments. 


Major General John Patton of Mifflin County and the Brigade 
Inspectors of the Militia of the Counties of Huntingdon 
Northumberland, Luzerne, and Mifflin, were severally in- 
formed of a supply of Arms and Ammunition, which will be 
immediateiy forwarded, by Colonel Clement Biddle, in due 
proportions to the said Counties for the defence of the In- 
habitants thereof, and the said Brigade Inspectors, were in 
ease of any actual or menanced invasion authorized to call 
into service a competent force of the Militia of their respec- 
tive Brigades for the protection and defence, first consulting 
the Major General of the division and the Brigadier of the 
Brigade to which they may respectfully belong. 


Several applications having been made, to the Governor 
for the Pardon of Jacob Moode, who, with Daniel Griddle 
was convicted in the County of Washington, of the Murder 
of Daniel Murray—Judge Addison was requested in his re- 
port of the trial to state particularly whether any circum- 
stances of extenuation appeared which can afford a proper 
Ground for the exercise of Mercy. 


A Copy of a letter which was this day received from Gen- 
eral John Wilkins dated the fourth instant, stating more par- 
ticularly than his former communications, the circumstances 
that attended the murder of a friendly Indian at Fort Frank- 
lin by one Robertson—was this day transmitted to the Attor- 
ney General, to proceed in the case, according to law. 


An extract from the same letter of so much as relates to 
the said Murder was immediately communicated to the Secre- 
tary at War. 

In answer to a letter from Josiah Crawford, esquire 
Brigade Inspector of Franklin County he was informed that 
the Drafts of Militia to form the detachment under the Presi- 
dents requisition of the Nineteenth of May last ought to 
commence with the first class in the present arrangement. 

The Officers of the Land Office, having stated in their 
report to the Governor, that tickets of fourteen Sergeants 
and four hundred and twenty six privates, entitled to dona- 
tion Land had not been put into the Wheels. 

A question whether the Governor, can at this time law- 
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fully put the deficient tickets into the Wheels, and direct 
the same to be drawn, in favor of the unsatisfied claims.

The various Measures, which have been pursued to carry into 
effect the Act for laying out a Town, at Presqu~-isle, and the 
Correspondence that has passed between the President and 
the Governor, relatively to a Suspension of the proceedings 
of the Commissioners, for laying out that Town were sub- 
mitted, for the consideration of the Attorney General who 
was requested to give his opinion, on the following questions, 
Vizt, 

Can the Executive of Pennsylvania, under all the circum- 
stances of the case, justify in point of law, a continuance of 
the suspension of the proceedings—of the Commissioners, be- 
yond a period that will admit, of his carrying into effect the 
Act for laying out a Town at Presqu isle, as directed by the 
Legislature, 
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Tuesday July 15th 1794. 


Copies of various documents received by express from Gen- 
eral Gibson stating among other things, the proceedings of 
a Council held at Fort Le Boeuf on the twenty sixth ultimo 
between Captain Denny, and Mr Ellicott and a deputation 
from the Six Nations in the presence of General Chapin, were 
transmitted for the information of the President of the United 
States in a letter from the Governor wherein he stated the 
extravagance of the requisition by the Indians for the aban- 
donment of a great Portion of the territory of the State. and 
that after the information just received he conceives that 
the essential interests of the State the Safety of its Citizens, 
and the preservation of its property are involved in the im- 
mediate prosecution of the Presque-isle establishment 

A Copy of a report on valuing the public Stone landed from 
Fort Mifflin was transmitted to Clement Biddle, Quarter 
Master General who was requested to proceed to sell it ac- 
cording to the terms therein mentioned. 

A Pardon was granted by the Governor to Thomas Ball, who 
was convicted in the City of Philadelphia of Larceny and 
sentenced by the Mayor’s Court on the tenth day of Decem- 
ber, one thousand seven hundred, and ninety three, to eighteen 
months imprisonment at hard labour and fined fourteen 
pounds eighteen shillings with Costs &ca 

A Report of the valuation of public stone by Nicholas Hicks 
John Miller and William Moulder, at the request of Clement 
Biddle esquire, was now received, and approved by the Gov- 
ernor, Vizt, such stone as will measure two feet in length 
and one in length and upwards. two shillings per foot—and 
eighteen inches in length and sixteen inches in breadth, at the 
same price, and three dollars per perch for the Rough Stone. 





Wednesday July 16th 1794. 


General Gibson was informed of the Communication of the 
proceedings of the Indian Council at LeBoeuf, to the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and the Governor expressed to him 
a hope that he would receive such an answer from the Presi- 
dent as would enable him to proceed in the execution of the 
Presqu-isle law without incurring the imputation of making 
a wilful and injurious opposition to the measures and views 
of the General Government and requesting General Gibson 
to continue to act in conformity to the General Authority, 
which he has given for calling into service a competent force 
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of the Militia of his division to repel any actual or threatened 
invasion and attack. 

James Brison, esquire Prothonotary of the County of Alle- 
gheny, was informed that an exemplification of the Record of 
the Case of Moode and Griddle, who were convicted in said 
County, has been received with out any report from the 
Judges. and that as several applications are made in their 
behalf for pardon, it is of so great importance, that the Gov- 
ernor should be possessed of their report the Prothonotary 
was therefore requested to forward it as soon as possible. 





Thursday July 17th 1794. 


A Pardon was granted by the Governor to Francis McHenry 
who was convicted in the City of Philadelphia of Larceny, 
and was sentenced by the Mayors Court to six months im- 
prisonment at hard labour, etc.. 





Friday July 18th 1794. 


The Attorney General’s opinion in answer to the question 
which was stated to him, on the fourteenth instant respect- 
ing the Continuance of the suspension of the Presqu-isle, es- 
tablishment was now received, and is in the following words 
to wit, 

Philadelphia July 18th 1794. 
Dear Sir: 


I have considered the question you state as arising upon 
the law for laying out a Town at Presqu-isle. 

The terms in which you have expressed yourself as well 
as the nature of my office excludes from my view in giving 
an opinion every consideration of policy and expediency. 

In point of Law, I conceive even under the circumstances 
mentioned in the communications enclosed the Executive of 
Pennsylvania cannot justify omitting to conform to the direc- 
tions of the Act of the Legislature, to which you refer tho’ 
the Executive may justify any delay consistent with the 
performance of the duties enjoined within the time prescribed. 

The United States are at War with the Indians, a State 
may therefore raise Troops the law is not contrary to the 
Federal Constitution. The Act is imperative in its Language 
and Obligatory. 

The circumstances you recite, the limitation of the time for 
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allowing bounties &c determine the period beyond which delay 
could not be justified. 

If it shall appear that Measures of General concern will be 
defeated by pursuing the Line of Conduct pointed out by 
the Legislature, as the Governor has no dispensing power 
convening the Legislature, is the only remedy for the incon- 
venience.

A Copy of the same opinion was immediately transmitted 
to the President of the United States, in a Letter from the 
Governor, in which he requested to know from the President 
how long the temporary obstacles which induced him to ad- 
vise the suspension of the establishment at Presqu-isle, are 
expected to continue, for if they should not shortly be re- 
moved the Governor must either direct the Commissioners to 
proceed in laying out a Town, or (restoring to the alternative 
suggested by the Attorney General) convene the Legislature 
upon the occasion, that the latter measure, he should not 
think it expedient to adopt unless expressly requested by the 
President that the Governor has no authority to appoint a 
Commissioner to treat with the Indians upon the subject of 
the Title of Pennsylvania to the jurisdiction, and soil of the 
territory in question—if however the president should be 
pleased on the part of the United States, to authorize a Treaty 
to be held—the Governor will think it his duty to furnish the 
President with all the documents that relate to the title of 
Pennsylvania and its repeated recognitions by Corn planter 
and the other Indians who now presume to deny it.

Tuesday July 22nd 1794, 


A Letter was written to the President of the United States, 
in answer to a letter from Secretary Knox, of the twenty 
first instant which informed the Governor of the Presidents 
intention to appoint a Commissioner for the purpose of hold- 
ing a Treaty with the Six Nations at Canandarquay on the 
fifteenth of September next, asuring him, that with all pos- 
sible dispatch, the documents relatively to the title of Penn- 
sylvania so far as it is founded on a purchase of the Indian 
Claims within the limits particularly designated in the late 
Council at LeBoeuf should be transmitted for his information, 
but at the same time the Governor wished to be clearly under- 
stood as not giving his assent to any proposition, that shall 
bring into doubt or controversy, the rights of the State. 
Letters were at the same time written, to General William 
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Irvine and Andrew Ellicott esquire, the State Commissioners 
and to General John Gibson on the subject of the proposed 
Treaty with the Indians as before mentioned, stating to the 
two former that as the object of the Treaty is so intimately 
connected with their trust—therefore requesting, that one or 
both would repair to the place of meeting at the time pre- 
scribed and pay particular attention to what ever passes 
in relation to the rights of Pennsylvania, without interfering 
as parties to the treaty and requesting the latter on the 
occasion, as having a personal knowledge of the purchases 
made from the Indians in the Years, one thousand seven hun- 
dred and eighty four and one thousand seven hundred and 
eighty eight. 

A Pardon was this day granted by the Governor to Josiah 
Hazzard on condition of his leaving this State forthwith 
not to return; he having been convicted in the County of 
Luzerne in August one thousand seven hundred and ninety 
three, of having been accessary to a Burglary; and sentenced 
to seven years imprisonment at hard labour, with costs of 
prosecution &ca, 


Friday July 25th 1794. 


Copies of some letters which passed between the Governor 
and the President relatively to the Presq-isle establishment, 
and a Copy of a Letter to the Commissioners, on the subject 
were this day enclosed to General William Irvine, with Gen- 
eral Gibsons Statement of the late riot in Allegheny County, 
and of the prospect of immediate hostilities with the Six- 
Nations, 


It being represented that some persons who lately arrived 
in this City, are confined with a malignant fever in the 
House of Employment Doctor Samuel Duffield consulting Phy- 
sician and William Allen Health Officer of the Port of Phila- 
delphia, were requested to make an immediate enquiry and 
Statement upon the subject. 

A Copy of a letter of the eighteenth instant, just received 
from General Gibson, was transmitted to the Secretary at War. 

A Copy of the said letter from General Gibson of the 
eighteenth instant containing information of an alarming riot, 
committed in the County of Allegheny, in opposition to the 
laws of the United States, was this day transmitted by the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth to the Attorney General in 
a letter from the Secretary suggesting to him in the absence 
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of the Governor, the propriety of pursuing some measures to 
ascertain with legal formality, the circumstances of the 
offenders. 

A Circular letter was written to the President, and Judges 
of the Courts of Common Pleas. to every Justice of the Peace 
to the Sheriffs and to the Brigade Inspectors of the four 
Western Counties—Westmoreland, Washington, Fayette and 
Allegheny, requesting them and each of them, to exert all 
their influance and authority to suppress within their juris- 
diction so unwarrantable a Spirit as has lately discovered 
itself in a daring and cruel outrage committed in the County 
of Allegheny by a lawless body of armed men, on the seven- 
teenth instant upon the person and property of General 
Neville—and another letter was written to General John 
Gibson in answer to his letter of the eighteenth instant inti- 
mating if the Civil authority can be supported by the assist- 
ance of the Militia the exercise of his discertion for that 
purpose upon the request of the Magistrates must be highly 
agreeable to the Governor and recommending a conference 
with the Judges of the County of Allegheny on the subject. 





Saturday July 26th 1794. 


A Letter was this day received from the Attorney General 
in answer to the letter which was written to him by the Sec- 
retary of the Commonwealth yesterday communicating the 
information of the riot and outrage which was committed 
on the seventeenth instant upon the property of General Ne-

A Letter was written by the Governor to the President of 
the United States, on the Subject of the recent disturbance, in 
the Western parts of Pennsylvania, stating the measures, 
which in his opinion ought to be pursued by the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania; the Circumstances of the Case re- 
quiring a firm and energetic conduct on the part of the State, 
as well as on the part of the General Government; but as 
they do not preclude the exercise of prudence, and humane 
policy, he enjoys a sincere gratification, in recollecting the 
sentiment of regret with which the President contemplates 
the possible necessity of an appeal to arms. For in mani- 
festing a zealous disposition, to secure obedience to the Con- 
stitution and laws of our Country the Governor too shall 
éver prefer the instruments of conciliation to those of co- 
ercion and never but in the last resort countenance a dire- 
liction of judiciary authority, for the exertion of Military 
force. After stating to the President the steps which were 
taken as soon as the intelligence respecting the riots was 
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received, the Governor proposed to issue a Proclamation in 
order to declare (as far as he can declare them) the senti- 
ments of the Government to announce a determination, to 
prosecute and punish the offenders, and to exhort the Citi- 
zens at large to pursue, a peaceable and patriotic conduct— 
to engage three respective Citizens to Act as Commissioners 
for addressing those who have embarked into the present 
combination, upon the lawless nature and ruinous tendency of 
their proceedings for inculcating the necessity of an immedi- 
ate return to the duty which they owe their Country, and for 
promising as far as the State of Pennsylvania is concerned 
forgiveness of their past transgressions, upon receiving a 
satisfactory assurance that in future they will submit to the 
laws, and if all these expedients, should be abortive, to con- 
vene the Legislature, that the ultimate means of subduing the 
spirit of insurrection, and of restoring tranquility and order, 
may be prescribed, by their wisdom and authority, and under 
the impressions of his federal obligations, the Governor added 
a full and unequivocal assurance to the President, that what- 
ever requisition he may make, whatever duty he may im- 
pose, in pursuance of his Constitutional and legal powers will 
on the part of the Governor be promptly undertaken, and 
faithfully discharged.

Wednesday August 6th 1794. 


Information being received that the Brigade Inspector of 
the first Washington Brigade has completed the draft, re- 
quired by the general orders—of the twenty first of May last— 
the Adjutant General was instructed to furnish the Governor, 
with a General returm of the progress which is made in the 
Several Counties in complying with those orders, in order that 
an early communication may be made to the President on the 
subject. The Honorable Thomas McKean, esquire, Chief Jus- 
tice of the State, and General William Irvine were appointed 
by the Governor, Commissioners, for the purpose of address- 
ing the Inhabitants of the Western Counties in General; and 
especially those who have been engaged in the riots, upon the 
lawless nature and dangerous tendency of such proceedings— 
as have lately taken place, in Allegheny County. 

The Governor this day appointed and Commissioned Wil- 
liam Wood, a Justice of the peace in and for the District of 
Betthel, in the County of Dauphine. 

The Governor this day granted Pardons, to the following 
named Persons, now confined in the Jail of the County of 
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Philadelphia, on condition of their departing the State forth- 
with not to return Vizt, 

To Mary Brown, alias Callahan convicted in Berks County, 
of Larceny, upon two indictments, and sentenced to four 
years servitude at hard labour &ca. To Joseph Bentley con- 
victed in Washington County, in June one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety two, of Burglary, and sentenced to six 
years imprisonment at hard labour—To Nelly Higgins con- 
victed in Philadelphia County of Larceny, and sentenced to 
six months imprisonment at hard labour, and fined Three 
pounds, fourteen shillings with costs &ca, 





Thursday August 7th 1794. 


The following Proclamation of the President of the United 
States relatively to the late combinations in the Western 
parts of this State to defeat the execution of the laws lay- 
ing duties upon spirits distilled within the United States, and 
upon Stills was this day received and is as follows to wit: 


By Authority. 
By the President of the United States of America. 
A Proclamation 


Whereas combinations to defeat the execution of the laws 
laying duties upon Spirits distilled within the United States, 
and upon Stills have from the time of the Commencement of 
those laws, existed in some of the Western parts of Penn- 
sylvania—And Whereas, the said Combinations proceeding in 
a manner subversive, equally of the just authority of govern- 
ment and of the rights of indivduals, have hitherto effected 
their dangerous and criminal purpose; by the influance of cer- 
tain irregular meetings, whose proceedings have tended to 
encourage and uphold the Spirit of opposition, by misrepre- 
sentations of the laws, calculated to render them odious by en- 
deavours to deter those who might be so disposed from ac- 
cepting offices under them through fear of public resentment, 
and of injury to person and property, and to compel those who 
who had accepted such offices, by actual violence to surrender 
or to forbear the execution of them;—by circulating vindic- 
tive menaces against all these, who should otherwise directly 
or indirectly aid in the execution of the said laws, or who 
yielding to the dictates of conscience and to a sense of ob- 
ligation should themselves comply therewith by actually in- 
juring and destroying the property of persons who were un- 
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derstood to have so complied:—by inflecting cruel and hu- 
miliating punishment upon private citizens for no other cause 
than that of appearaing to be the friends of the laws; by 
intercepting the public Officers on the highways abusing as- 
sulting and other wise ill treating them:—by going to their 
houses in the night gaining admittance by force, taking away 
their papers and committing outrages; employing for these 
unwarrantable purposes, the agency of armed banditti, dis- 
guised in such manner as for the most part to escape dis- 
covery :—And whereas the endeavors of the Legislature, to 
obviate objections to the said laws by lowering the duties and 
by other alterations conducive to the convenience of those 
whom they immediately effect (though they have given sat- 
isfaction in other quarters) and the endeavors of the Exec- 
utive Officers to conciliate a compliance with the laws, by 
explanations, by forbearance, and even by particular accom- 
modations, founded on the suggestion of local considerations 
have been disappointed of their effect by the machinations of 
persons whose industry to excite resistance has encreased with 
every appearance of a disposition among the People to relax 
in their opposition and to acquiesce in the laws, insomuch 
that many persons in the said Western parts of Pennsylvania 
have at length been hardy enough to perpetract acts which 
I am advised amount to treason, being overt Acts of levying 
War against the United States, the said persons having on 
the sixteenth and seventeenth of July last past proceeded 
in arms (on the second day, amounting to several hundreds) to 
the House of John Neville Inspector of the revenue for the 
fourth survey of the district of Pennsylvania, haying re- 
peatedly attacked the said House, with the persons there in 
wounding some of them; having seized David Lenox Marshal 
of the district of Pennsylvania, who previous thereto had 
been fired upon while in the execution of his duty by a party 
of armed men detaining him for some time prisoner till for 
the preservation of his life and the obtaining of his liberty 
he found it necessary to enter into stipulations to forbear 
the execution of certain Official duties, touching processes 
issuing out of a Court of the United States:—and having 
finally obliged the said Inspector of the revenue, and the said 
Marshall, from considerations of personal safety to fly from 
that part of the Country in order by a Circuitous route to 
proceed to the seat of Government, avowing as the motives of 
these outrages proceedings an intention to prevent by force 
of arms, the execution of the said laws to oblige the said 
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inspector of the revenue to renounce the said office, to with- 
stand by open violence the lawful authority of Government 
of the United States, and to compel thereby, an alteration 
in the Measures of the Legislature and a repeal of the 
laws aforesaid. 


And whereas by a law of the United States intitled ‘‘An 
Act to provide for calling forth the Militia to execute the 
laws of the Union, suppress insurrections and repel invas- 
ions’ it is enacted that whenever the laws of the United 
States, shall be opposed or the execution thereof obstructed 
in any State by combinations too powerful to be suppressed 
by the ordinary course of judicial proceedings or by the 
powers vested in the Marshal by that Act the same being 
notified by an associate Justice or a district Judge, it shall 
be lawful for the President of the United States, to call forth 
the Militia of such State to suppress such combinations, and 
to cause the laws to be duly executed and if the Militia of 
a State where such combinations may happen, shall refuse or 
be insufficient to suppress the same it shall be lawful for the 
President if the Legislature shall not be in Session, to call 
forth and employ such numbers of the Militia of any other 
State or States most convenient thereto, as may be neces- 
sary, and the use of the Militia so to be called forth may be 
continued if necessary, until the expiration of thirty days 
after the commencement of the ensuing Session, Provided al- 
ways that whenever it may be necessary in the judgment of 
the President to use the Military force, hereby directed to be 
called forth, the President shall forthwith and previous thereto 
by Proclamation command such insurgents to disperse and re- 
tire peaceably, to their respective abodes, within a limited 
time.” An Whereas James Wilson an Associate Justice, on 
the fourth instant, by writing under his hand, did from evi- 
dence, which had been laid before him, notify to me that “in 
the Counties of Washington and Allegheny in Pennsylvania 
laws, of the United States are opposed and the execution 
thereof obstructed by combinations too powerful to be sup- 
pressed by the ordinary course of Judicial proceedings, or by 
the powers, vested in the Marshal of “the district.” 


And Whereas it is in my Judgment necessary, under the 
Circumstances of the Case, to take measures for calling forth 
the Militia in order to suppress the Combinations aforesaid, 
and to cause the laws to be duly executed, and I have ac- 
cordingly determined so to do, feeling the deepest regret for 
the occasion, but withal the most solemn conviction that the 
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essential interest of the Union demands it, that the very 
existence of the Government, and the fundamental principals 
of social order, are materially involved in the issue, and that 
the patriotism and firmness of all good Citizens are seriously 
called upon as occasion may require to aid in the suppression 
of so fatal a Spirit. 

Wherefore, wherefore, and in pursuance, of the proviso above 
recited, I George Washington, President of the United States, 
do hereby command all persons, being insurgents as aforesaid, 
and all others whom it may concern on or before the first day 
of September next to disperse and retire peaceably to their 
respective abodes. And I do more over warn all persons whom 
soever against aiding, abetting or comforting the perpetrators 
of the aforesaid treasonable Acts, and do require all officers 
and other Citizens, according to their respective duties, and 
the laws of the land, to exert their utmost endeavours to pre- 
vent and suppress such dangerous proceedings.

Whereas information has been received that several lawless 
bodies of armed men, have at sundry times assembled in the 
County of Allegheny, Within the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, and being so assembled, have committed various, 
eruel, and aggravated acts of riot and arson, and more par- 
ticularly, that on the seventeenth utlimo, one of the said 
lawless bodies of armed men, attacked the dwelling house of 
John Neville esquire, inspector of the Revenue of the fourth 
Survey of the District of Pennsylvania; and after firing upon 
and wounding sundry persons, employed in protecting and 
defending the said dwelling house, set fire to, and totally 
burned and destroyed the same, together with the furniture 
and effects therein, and the barns, stables and other Build- 
ings thereto adjoining, and appurtenant: 


And Whereas it appears from the Proclamation of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, bearing date this day, as well as 
from other evidence, that the outrages and criminal proceed- 
ings aforesaid have been undertaken and prosecuted by cer- 
tain unlawful combinations of Persons, who thereby design 
to obstruct and have actually obstructed the execution of 
the laws of the United States and that by reason thereof, 
in pursuance of the Authority in him vested, he has resolved to 
eall forth the Militia, for the purpose of suppressing the said 
unlawful combinations and of enforcing the execution of the 
laws so obstructed as aforesaid. 


And Whereas every good and enlightened citizen must per- 
ceive how unworthy it is thus riotously to oppose the Consti- 
tution and laws of our Country, (the Government and Laws 
of the State being herein as much affected as the Government 
and Laws of the United States) which were formed by the 
deliberate will of the people, and which (by the same legiti- 
mate authority) can in regular course, be peaceably amended 
or altered, How incompatible it is with the principles of a 
Republican Government and dangerous in precedent that a 
Minority should attempt to controul the Majority or a part 
of the Community undertake to prescrible to the whole! Now 
indispensable though painful an obligation is imposed upon the 
Officers of Government, to employ the public force, for the 
purpose of subduing and punishing such unwarrantable pro- 
ceedings, when the Judiciary authority has proved incompe- 
tent to the task, and how necessary it is, that the deluded 
rioters aforesaid should be forthwith brought to a just sense 
of their duty, as a longer deviation from it, must inevitably 
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be destructive of their own happiness, as well as injurious 
to the reputation and prosperity of their Country: 

And Whereas entertaining a just sense of my federal] ob- 
ligations and feeling a perfect conviction of the necessity of 
pursuing immediate measures to suppress the Spirit of insur- 
rection, which has appeared as aforesaid, and to restore 
tranqility and order. I have heretofore, given instructions 
to the proper Officers of the Commonwealth to investigate the 
circumstances of the said riot to ascertain the names of the 
rioters, and to institute the regular process of the law for 
bringing the offenders to justice: 


Now therefore I have deemed it expedient, also to issue 
this Proclamation, hereby publicly announcing my determi- 
nation by all lawful means, to cause to be prosecuted, and pun- 
ished, all persons whomsoeyer, that have engaged, or shall en- 
gage in any of the unlawful combinations or proceedings afore- 
said and further declaring that whatever requisition the Presi- 
dent of the United States shall make, or whatever duty he 
shall impose, in pursuance of his Constitution and legal powers 
for the purpose of maintaining the authority and executing the 
laws of the United States, will on my part be promptly under- 
taken, and faithfully discharged; and all Judges, Justices, 
Sheriffs, Coroners, Constables and other Officers of the Com- 
monwealth, according to the duties of their respective sta- 
tions, are hereby required and enjoined to employ all lawful 
means for discovering, apprehending, securing, trying and 
bringing to Justice each and every Person concerned in the 
said riots and unlawful proceedings.

And Whereas it appears to me expedient that on this ex- 
traordinary occasion the General Assembly should be con- 
vened, for the purpose of taking the premises into their serious 
consideration, of devising the necessary means to maintain the 
peace and dignity of the Commonwealth, and of providing more 
effectually, than the existing laws provide for organizing, arm- 
ing and equipping the Militia, in order to insure a prompt and 
faithful compliance with the orders of Government and of 
such requisitions as the president shall make in pursuance of 
his Constitutional and legal powers. Therefore and by virtue 
of the authority in such case to me given in and by the Con- 
stitution of the Commonwealth I have issued this Proclama- 
tion, hereby convening the General Assembly to meet at the 
State-House, in the City of Philadelphia, on Monday the first 
day of September next and of which meeting, all persons 
therein concerned, are required to take due notice.

The President of the United States, having according to 
the purport of his Proclamation issued and communicated yes- 
terday made his requisition, through the Secretary at War, 
for forthwith organizing and holding in readiness a Corps 
of the Militia of this State, amounting to five thousand two 
hundred non commissioned officers and privates, with a due 
proportion of commissioned Officers, according to the Letter of 
the Secretary at War of the nineteenth of May last, armed 
and equipped as completely as possible with the articles in 
possession of the state of Pennsylvania or of the individuals 
who shall compose the Corps. The Governor this day issued 
his instructions to Adjutant General Harmer forthwith to is- 
sue, his General Orders, for calling into actual Service and 
to be held in readiness to March at a moments warning, the 
part of the Militia of this State specified in the following 
Roll—by the classes most convenient to the Citizens and Best 
adapted to a prompt compliance, with the Presidents requisi- 
tion, the part so called not exceeding four classes of the 
Militia of the respective Brigades, and he was further in- 
structed to omit no proper Steps for placing the Corps in a 
state of readiness to march and as soon as it is so, to com- 
municate the same to the Governor. Roll designation the 
Quota of the several Brigades, toward forming a detachment 
of 5200 Militia, officers included agreeably to the Requisition 
of the President of the United States contained in a letter 
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from the Secretary of War, dated the seventh day of August, 
1794.

The Governor having received satisfactory information that 
a pestilential or contagious disease prevails at New Haven 
in the State of Connecticut; this day in pursuance of the 
power vested in him by law issued a Proclamation in the 
following words to wit.

In the name and by the Authority of the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania by Thomas Mifflin Governor 
of the said Commonwealth. 


A Proclamation, 
Whereas, I have received satisfactory information that a 
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pestilential or contagious disease prevails at New Haven in 
the State of Connecticut. 

Therefor, and in pursuance of the Authority to me by law 
given, I have deemed it proper, forthwith to issue this Proc- 
lamation—hereby giving public notice of the information 
which I have received as aforesaid; and directing, that any 
and every Ship or vessel coming from or having touched at 
New Haven, aforesaid or at any port or place, within thirty 
miles thereof shall be stopped and detained in the Stream 
of the River Delaware, opposite to the Health Office on State 
Island, to the intent that the Master or Captain and all 
persons on Board of such Ship or vessel, shall there do, 
execute and perform, such reasonable quarentine, and other 
cautionary measures for preventing the introduction of any 
pestilential or contagious disease into this Commonwealth, 
as the Resident Physician, with the advice of the Consult- 
ing Physician, shall devise and prescribe. 

And the resident Physician, Consulting Physician, Health 
Officer, and Inspectors of the Health Office of the Port of 
Philadelphia; and all other persons whosoever in any wise 
intrusted with the execution of the law for preventing the 
introduction of pestilential or Contagious diseases into this 
Commonwealth, are required and enjoined to be attentive 
and vigilant in discharging the duties of their respective sta- 
tions and more especially in carrying this Proclamation into 
effect.

which they had to struggle.” in order that the Governor 
may take the proper steps to vindicate the honor of the 
State Governoment and remove the delinquent Officer promis- 
ing the severest animadversion upon the conduct of any 
officer whose commission depends on the Will of the Executive 
Magistrate, and who has evinced” a spirit hostile, to the 
execution of the laws” of the Union, or has obstructed their 
operation” by the weight of an unfriendly official influence 
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and where the Commission does not depend on the grant of 
the Executive to recommend the subject to the attention of 
the Legislature.

This day, the Secretary of the Commonwealth, presented to 
both Houses of the Legislature, the several papers and docu- 
ments referred to, in the Governors address to the General 
Assembly, on the second instant. 

The Governor this day accepted the resignation of William 
Nichols of his several Offices of Clerk of the Mayor’s Court 
for the City of Philadelphia and Clerk of the Orphans’ Court 
in and for the City and County of Philadelphia and at the 
same time appointed and Commission Joseph Hopkinson, es- 
quire to the same offices in the room of William Nichols ; 
and the said William Nichols and Joseph B. McKean esqr. 
were accepted as sureties for the said Joseph Hopkinson from 
whom a Bond was taken in due form. 
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Upon recommendation in favor of Doctor Hugh G, Shaw, 
the Governor requested that he would undertake the care of 
the sick at the fort on Mud-Island and informed him that 
a reasonable compensation would be allowed for his services 
as a contingent expence of the Military establishment. 

The Governor having received information of the intention 
of the State Commissioners, Thomas McKean, and General 
William Irvine to return immediately to Philadelphia this 
day requested them to remain at Pittsburgh until the result 
of the Meeting appointed for the fourteenth of this Month 
is known. 





Monday, September 8th 1794. 


A Copy of a letter which was lately received from Brigadier 
John Wilkins junior respecting the murder of a friendly 
Indian by one Robertson near fort Franklin, was this day 
transmitted to Timothy Pickering in answer to his letter of 
the sixth instant 


Mr James Boland a Citizen of this State being about to 
prosecute some private business in foreign Countries this day 
received from the Governor an introductory letter to Mr 
Randolph Secretary of State in order to obtain a passport. 


The Governor conceiving that the honor of the State is pe- 
culiarly interested in manifesting a determination to suppress 
by every legitimate means the insurrection, which exists in 
the Western Counties and having waited with the greatest 
anxiety, for the execution of the instructions that were issued 
in order to organize a body of Militia, to be employed in that 
service, agreeably to the Presidents requisition of the seventh 
ultimo—he this day issued his instructions to the Adjutant 
General, forthwith to renew on the Most pressing terms, his 
orders to the several Brigade Inspectors under the Orders of 
the eighth ultimo, and informed them, that for the whole, 
or for as much of their respective quota’s as cannot be season- 
ably supplied by regular drafts they may admit and return 
the voluntary enrollment of any well disposed Citizens the 
Governor at the same time assured the Adjutant General of 
his readiness, personally to engage in the service which our 
Country at this crisis requires, and accompany his fellow 
Citizens to the scene of duty and alacrity and confidence— 

The foregoing instruction from the Governor to the Adjutant 
General, were then communicated to the Legislature, in a 
Message from the Governor to both Houses. 
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Tuesday September 9th 1794. 
The Governor deeming it proper upon this important occa- 
sion to call a meeting of the Officers of the Militia of the 
City and County of Philadelphia and the other Counties in- 


cluded in the requisition of the eighth of August last to wit, ~

Wednesday September 10th 1794. 


This day a Committee of the House of Representatives, con- 
sisting of Messrs. B. Morgan, Forrest, Wynkoop, Barton and 
Neville, waited on the Governor and presented to him the 
answer of the House of Representatives to his address to 
j the Legislature on the second instant. 


The Governor this day met the Officers of the Militia of the 
City and County of Philadelphia at the City Hall agreeably 
to his appointment of yesterday and addressed them as 
follows. Vizt. 

Fellow Citizens. 


I have convened you upon an occasion as interesting as 
any that has occurred since the establishment of our Inde- 
pendence, or even during the struggle to obtain it. You all 
know the state of the insurrection in the Western Counties. 
The hostile opposition to Government has subverted the 
powers of the Judiciary Department; and there is reason to 
apprehend that every conciliatory effort to recall the Insur- 
gents to a sense of the duty they owe to their Country, will 
prove ineffectual—I declare to you, with the utmost cincerity, 
that I have been anxious, by every honorable means to avoid 
any appeal to arms, but all the General or State Govern- 
ment, can do to restore peace upon other terms, seems likely 
to be in vain, Even those who were employed by the Insur- 
gents to confer with our, Commissioners, have acknowledged, 
that nothing more could be reasonable expected from 
Government. 


Under these circumstances, you are called upon to determine 
as Freemen and Officers, what part you will act. From the 
defects in the Militia System or some other unfortunate 
cause, the attempts to obtain our quota of Militia, by regular 
drafts, have failed—and unles we can supply the deficiency 
by Voluntarily Enlistments, the Honor of the Militia will 
be tarnished, and the Peace of the Commonwealth, perhaps, 
irretrivably destroyed. 

Thus reduced to the embarrassment, of our present unpre- 
pared situation I do not hestitate to declare, that I consider 
every patriotic citizen bound to lend an attentive assistance

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to the measures of government, but with respect to the Militia 
Officers in particular, I am impelled by the most sacred duty 
which a Magistrate can feel to require an explicit and imme- 
diate declaration of their determination to act at this Crisis, 
or a resignation of their Commissions, that others may be 
appointed to perform the indispensable service which our 
Country demands. In proposing this alternative to you, 
Gentlemen, I anticipate a descision the most honorable to 
yourselves, and the most beneficial to the State. I shall 
therefore content myself in that respect, with enquiring, at 
what time you will be prepared, with your quotas to join 
me, in the march to the place of rendezvous. The Presidents 
request for assembling the Militia of Pennsylvania was re- 
ceived yesterday, and we cannot indulge a moments delay, 
in complying with it if we mean to rescue our Militia and 
our Government from the disgrace that threatens. 


You will be pleased, by fellow Citizens to favor Me freely 
and candidly, with your sentiments on this occasion !—With 
respect to my own opinion—it is this—That each officer 
should endeavor either by drafts, or by Voluntary enrollments, 
to raise aS many Men, as he can, before the day fixed for 
their parading and that on the day so fixed the should 
muster at my tent which shall be fixed in the neighbourhood 
of the City, for the purpose of enrolling the Men, and in- 
structing the officers in the route, I shall proceed the same 
way in each County including the present requisition till I 
have completed the stipulated number; and I trust we shall 
yet reach the place of rendezvous, in time to prevent all 
hazard of discredit and reproach. 


The arms, ammunition, camp equipage and rations will 
be punctually and plentifully provided, and I have every 
reason to believe that the Legislature will be enabled to 
allow an additional pay, or an adequate county for the serv- 
ice to which the Militia are now called. Their families will, 
likewise be paid a weekly reasonable sum, out of that allow- 
ance, from the respective county Treasurers. 


Let us not Gentlemen be perplexed by prejudices or partial 
considerations unconnected with the subject. 
It is no matter of enquiry at this time, whether any acts 
of Congress, are politic or not whether they ought to be 
repeated or not; the questions are whether our governments 
are worth preserving and if so whether we will tamely and 
silently see them destroyed, or openly and firmly appear in

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support of them. Listen to the Language of the Insurgents, 
and your spirit will rise with indignation. They not only 
assert that certain laws shall be repealed, let the sense of 
the majority be what it may but they threaten as with the 
establishment of an Independent Government or a return to 
the allegiance of Great Britain. Their cruelly and insolence 
towards General Neville and Major Lenox—the insults which 
they offered to the Commissioner’s on their return from their 
pacific Mission, (surrounding their lodgings, and breaking 
their widows,) and the menances of violence to the family of 
General Neville, should the Government proceed to enforce 
obedience to the laws, are circumstances so flagrant, so in- 
iquitous and so dastardly that for my own part I consider 
the Conduct of the Tories during the War to have been 
temperate and magnanimous, compared with the Course of 
the present opposition. 


For the honor of the Militia, for the sake of our laws, and 
for the preservation of the Republican principle, let us then 
Gentlemen unite! and remember, that if we cannot reform 
it is our duty to punish those who endeavor to plunder us 
of every right and privilege that is dear in the estimation 
of freemen. 


It only remains to repeate my propositions Are You willing 
to serve Your Country? to save Your Constitution? and to 
assist in securing from anarchy, as you did from despotism, 
the freedom and independence of America You will not 
hesitate :—Then Gentlemen, when will your quotas be ready 
to attend. Your immediate decision is necessary to enable 
me to regulate my tour through the other Counties 


Thursday, September 11th 1794. 


This day the Secretary of the Commonwealth received from 
the Clerk of the Senate a Resolution of that body dated 
yesterday requiring him forthwith, to lay before the Senate, 
copies of all official Acts and proceedings of the Executive, as 
well as the Militia Returns that have been made by the Militia 
Officers that have any relation to the late call of the Militia 
of this State under the Requisition of the President of the 
United States of the seventh Ultimo In obedience to which 
the Secretary furnished the Senate with Copies of Returns 
from the City and County of Philadelphia, Bucks, Montgom- 
ery, Chester, Delaware and Dauphin made by the Brigade 
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Inspectors of those Counties to the Adjutant General stat- 
ing their proceedings under the requisition, and he referred 
to sundry documents which were received with the Governor’s 
Message, at the opening of the Session. 


A Message from the Governor was this day presented to 
both Houses of the Legislature informing them that he has 
been requested by the President to Assemble the quota of 
Militia of this State, destined for service against the Western 
Insurgents—of his determination not to withhold an active 
and personal interposition to prevent the disgrace that must 
attend the non-compliance with the Presidents Requisition, 
and that he must necessarily be absent from the City a few 
days, in order to meet the Militia Officers of the several Bri- 
gades agreeably to an appointment on the ninth instant, but 
will return before any Legislature objects, will require his 
consideration. 


The Adjutant General was directed by the Governor to in- 
struct Colonel Clement Biddle Quarter Master General to lay 
out an encampment for the quota’s of Militia from the City 
and County of Philadelphia, now marching under the Presi- 
dent’s requisition on the West bank of the River Schuylkill, 
where the said Militia are to assemble, and to be furnished 
with arms equipments, and camp equipage and to march by 
the way of Reading and Harrisburg to Carlisle. And the 
Adjutant General was further instructed to issue his General 
orders as follows, Vizt 


The President of the United States, having issued his. requi- 
sition for immediately assembling the quota of the Militia of 
this State, drafted in pursuance of the General Orders of the 
eighth Ultimo, the Governor directs that the Adjutant Gen- 
eral forthwith notify the same to the Major General, Briga- 
dier Generals and Brigade Inspectors, of the detachment, who 
will with all possible dispatch, parade their respective quota’s 
and March to the General rendezvous at Carlisle in the 
County of Cumberland, in the following order and route, to 
wit. 

1. The quota for the City and County of Philadelphia, and 
County of Montgomery to assemble at the Camp on the West 
Bank of Schuylkill near Philadelphia where they will be fur- 
nished with arms and equipments and camp equipage, and 
to march by the way of Reading and Harrisburgh to Carlisle— 
2nd The quota for the Counties of Chester and Delaware to 
assemble at Downingtown were they will be furnished with 
arms and equipments and camp—equipage, and to march 
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from thence by the way of Lancaster and Harrisburgh where 
they will join Brigadier General Procters Brigade and pro- 
eeed to Carlisle. . 
34 The quota for the Counties of Bucks, Northampton and 
Berks to assemble at Reading where they will be furnished 
with arms and equipments and camp equipage and march 
from thence by way of Harrisburgh to Carlisle. 

4th The quota of Dauphin County to assemble at Harris- 
burgh, there to receive their arms, and equipments and camp 
equipage and join Brigadier General Murrays Brigade and 
proceed to Carlisle. 


5th The quota of Lancaster County to assemble at Lancas- 
ter, there to receive their arms, and equipments and camp 
equipage and to mare by way of Harrisburgh to Carlisle. 


6th The quota of York County to assemble at Yorktown, 
there to be furnished with arms and equipments and camp 
equipage to proceed drect to Carlisle. 


7th The quota of Cumberland and Franklin Counties to as- 
semble at Carlisle, and there be furnished with arms, equip- 
ments and camp equipage. 


It is expected that each Militia man, will bring with him 
a blanket, and if convenient a knapsack and canteen. 


The Quarter Master General will make the necessary ar- 
rangements for furnishing the several quotas of the Militia 
as they arrive at the places appointed for assembling with 
arms, accoutrements, and camp equipage, and provide for the 
supply of wood straw and forage. 


Each Company complete will be allowed one covered Wag- 
gon, with four horses, which is to carry their tents and camp 
kettles but to be incumbered as little as possible with bag- 
gage, as every man is to carry his own pack, and the Wag- 
gons, finding their own forage and provisions for the driver 
will be paid by the quarter master General of the State, at 
the rates to be established, and he requests that they may 
engage to continue in service, during the expedition. 


Upon returns being made by the Brigadier General of Lan- 
caster Brigade of Militia of the Election of Officers for the 
first, second, fourth fifth and seventh Regiments, and the 
Regiment Commanded by Lieutenant Colonel Stephenson—the

and directed Major General Stewart to Comply with any 
lawful request which the Mayor of the City as Chief Magis- 
trate may make for the aid of the Militia of his division to 
support the civil authority; and lest any supply of am- 
munition should be clandestinely transported to the Insur- 
gents—the Superintendant of the Gunpowder Magazine was 
instructed to deliver no powder without the Mayors previous 
approbation, of these arrangements the Mayor of the City 
was in formed the Governor being persuaded that they will 
receive all the sanction from the Mayor that he can officially 
give them, 

By direction of the Governor, the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth requested information from the Secretary of the 
Treasury, in the absence of the Secretary at War—whether 
it is understood to be within the province of the State Execu- 
tive to appoint a Surgeon General for the State of Penn- 
sylvania, the Militia Acts of the United States, and of this 
State, leaving the Matter in some degree, doubtful—. 

The answer of the officer Commanding at Fort Mifflin relative 
to the French Privateer Petit Republican, was communicated 
to the Secretary at the same time. 





Monday, September 224 1794. 


The Governor by virtue of the power in him vested in and 
by an Act of the General Assembly entitled 

“An Act to provide for suppressing an Insurrection in the 
Western Counties of this Commonwealth passed the nineteenth 
instant this day granted Commissions to the following named 
Gentlemen, 

Vizt—to George Taylor as Captain, William Kidd as first 
Lieutenant, Richard Jones, as second Lieutenant, and James 
Culbertson as Ensign of the Second Volunteer Corps of In- 
fantry, raised for the expedition against the Western Insur- 
gents, from the Militia of this State. 

Upon a Return made according to law by the Brigade In- 
spector of the County of Philadelphia four Commissions were

County Brigade 


The Governor this day appointed and Commissioned Nathan 
Dorsey to be Surgeon General of the Militia of this State and 
Edward Cutbush to be senior Surgeon in the Hospital de- 
partment for the Militia of this State, embodied in pursuance 
of the Requisition of the President of the United States of 
the seventeenth ultimo for the purpose of suppressing the 
insurrection in the Western Counties of this State. 


The Governor being now called, to some necessary Executive 
duties connected with the Western Expedition, this day direct- 
ed Captain Rice or other Officer, commanding at Fort Mifflin 
to comply with such instructions as he shall from time to 
time receive (during the Governors absence) from the Master 
Warden of the Port of Philadelphia, for the purpose of pre- 
serving peace and neutrality, and on any emergency to apply 
to Major General Stewart for a reinforcement of his Gar- 
rison by a Competent draft from the Militia. The above or- 
ders to Captain Rice were communicated to Nathaniel Fal- 
coner Master Warden of the Port of Philadelphia; and to 
Major General Stewart; the latter was requested to attend 
to any application the Commanding Officer may make, as 
aforesaid—but if the service will admit of it that the drafts 
be first made from Delaware County Militia (whose quota 
for the Western Expedition has with that view been made 
proportionally small—) if the same shall be found to be prac- 
ticable and proper—on which he was requested to consult 
General Richard Humpton who was also instructed by the 
Governor in this business—A Letter was written by the Goy- 
ernor to the Inspectors, Health Officers and the Resident and 
Consulting Physician of the Health Office of the Port of Phila- 
delphia instructing them, that if any cases should occur, of 
danger from vessels arriving, either from foreign or domestic 
Ports, to order such quarentine, to be served, and to pursue 
such other cautionary measures as they shall think necessary 
without waiting for a publication of a Proclamation 


A Copy of the Act of Assembly just passed for supressing 
an insurrection, in the Western Counties of this State was 
transmitted to General William Irvine who was informed of 
the Governors Route, through the Counties included in the 
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Requisition and of his intention to be at Carlisle on thursday 
the second day of October—that the omission in notifying 
him of the Orders, of the eighth of August must have been 
the effect of accident; and at all events cannot be imputed 
to the Governor, As the Brigade Inspector ought certainly 
to have laid his orders before the Major General, it being his 
duty, to notify those who are called into actual service, the 
General was further informed that the Governor confidently 
relies upon the full exertion of his influence and talents at 
this important crisis 

The Governor’s warrant on the State Treasurer in, favor of 
Messrs Richard Wells Francis Gurney and Jacob Hiltzeimer 
on account of the Presidents House, was this day transmitted 
to them in a letter from the Secretary of the Commonwealth 


The Governor this day appointed Alexander James Dallas 
esquire, Paymaster General of the Militia of this State A 
Pardon was this day granted to Charles McCann, who was 
convicted of an Assault upon Anne Burch, wife of Hugh 
Burch and Carnally knowing her, without her consent and 
sentenced to two years imprisonment at hard labour to pay 
Costs of prosecution—give security for his good behaviour— 
&ca, 

This day the Governor approved and signed the following 
Acts of the General Assembly and directed the Secretary to 
return them to the House of Representatives in which they 
originated. 

I. An Act enabling certain freeman of the County of North- 
umberland to vote at the first Election District at their 
next General Election 

II. An Act for establishing and building a bridge across the

imprisonment at hard labour, for three years, pay, a fine 
equal to the value of the Horse stolen with Costs of prosecu- 
tion &ca, 

The Governor this day approved and signed the following 
acts and Resolutions of the General Assembly, and directed 
the Secretary to return them to the House, in which they 
respectively originated.

Friday September 26th 1794. 


The Governor this day met the Officers of the Militia of the 
County of Lancaster, at the Borough of Lancaster, agreeably 
to his appointment of the ninth instant and addressed them 
as follows. Vizt 
Fellow Citizens. 

I thank you sincerely for your Compliance with the invita- 
tion to meet me at this time on any other occasion, indeed 
it would have been the greatest gratification that I could en- 
joy thus personally to express the grateful sense, which I 
entertain of the repeated proofs of esteem and confidence, 
that I have received from my fellow Citizens throughout the 
State :—But the immediate object of my present visit is of so 
serious and so painful a nature that I must forbear the in- 
dulgence of my private feelings—in order to direct your whole 
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attention to the support of our Government, which is hostily 
resisted by an armed Combination in the Western Counties 

The Subject is so interesting and the sources of information 
are so numerous, that you are doubtful apprised of the dis- 
graceful events which have recently occurred in that quarter. 
It would be superfluous, therefor to add anything to the exist- 
ing information but a solemn assurance that on the part of 
the general Government, as well as on the part of the State 
every reasonable effort has been -made to bring the deluded 
Insurgents to a sense of their duty which they owe their 
Country. without making the last awful appeal to arms, 

All consiliatory measures have however in effect proved 
abortive, for although a considerable number of the Citizens 
were originally well disposed, though many were intimidated, 
and though a portion of them has acquiesced in the terms of 
Pardon, a lawless multitude still continues in arms, ravaging 
the Country, rejecting every amicable proposition, and bid- 
ding open defiance to all the powers of Government, The 
Commissioners, have returned from their pacific mission. 
with unfavorable impressions of the result; and in the last 
resort, the President has determined to employ the Militia 
of this and if necessary, every State in the Union to enforce 
obedience to the laws. 

The Insurgents vainly presuming upon their own prowess 
or upon the insolent hope that a competent force could not be 
sent against them, have hitherto indulged the Spirit of out- 
rage, without, remorse, or restraint 

Their emmissaries, likewise have endeavored to relax or de- 
feat every public exertion, by reciting tales of injuries and 
oppressions which have never been suffered; or propagating 
fabricated. Statements of Taxes, which have never been im- 
posed, since indeed they have received accounts of the Gen- 
eral resentment, and military preparation, that their conduct 
has produced another mode seems to be adopted; the language 
of submission and peace is held out, to delude us probably 
till the season of exertion has passed away—and a new op- 
portunity shall be given to fortify the standard of Anarchy 

But my fellow-Citizens you have not been intimidated by 
their violence nor will you be betrayed by their arts—-The 
Presidents declaration, that he is satisfied with the nature 
and extent of the submission to government, is the only 
thing that can now dispense, with our exertions; which are 
directed against the seditious, the turbulent and the treach- 
erous insurgent, not against the Meritorious or peaceful Cit- 
izen.—Men of the latter description will be safe wherever they 
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reside, or what ever course shall be pursued ; but their safety 
is not incompatible, with those vigorous measures. which the 
reputation and existence of our government require. To con- 
vey this sentiment forcibly to your minds and to entreat 
every possible aid on your part, to avert the impending evil. 
are the essential objects of this visit:—I am confident, indeed, 
you will concur with me, in thinking, that every good citizen, 
is bound at this crisis, to lend an active assistance to the 
measures of government; but that the Militia officers, in 
particular, cannot, upon any pretext, dispense with the obli- 
gation— 


I have heard Gentlemen, that with respect to the policy 
of those Acts of Congress against which the rage of the 
Insurgents is ostensibly directed, as well as with respect to 
many other objects of Legislature—a diversity of opinion 
exists among our fellow Citizens: But I think no diversity of 
opinion can exist in an enlightened Republican Community, 
with respect to the necessity of obeying them, while they 
continue aS much as any other act, as much as any treaty, 
or even as much as the Constitution itself the law of the 
land—They can be amended if they are imperfect, or they 
may be repealed, if they are pernicious, but consistent with 
the Oath or affirmation of every public officer, and the duty of 
every private Citizen, they cannot be disobeyed or obstructed 
or resisted. 


Reflect for a moment on the fatal consequences of a con- 
trary doctrine upon our public and private prosperity Suppose 
the Inhabitants of the populous Cities throughout the Con- 
tinent, were to refuse to pay the impost. Suppose the collec- 
tion of Taxes upon Carriages, or the tax upon Snuff and re- 
fined Sugar, were to be forcibly resisted. Such a refusal and 
resistance, it is true would be unconstitutional and unreason- 
able but have not the parties interested in those cases as 
great a right to judge for themselves or any other description 
of Citizens? And if a Minority of any kind, can justify an 
attempt to govern the majority, why not a Minority of Mer- 
chants or Manufactarers as well as a minority of any other 
class of Citizens. The Same questions applied, as they may 
fairly be to every instance of taxation, will shew obviously that 
our Government never should be supported if every class of 
Citizens who were interested in opposing any particular duty 
might ensure success, to their opposition by taking arms against 
the state. There could be no revenue raised to protect us 
from any foreign violence or to secure us to the fruits of our 
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industry. Discord and war would soon divide and ravage 
the Continent; and the Republican fabrick which has been 
so honorably established after a seven years contest, must 
inevitably moulder into anarchy, to harden into depotism. 

But if a law may be forcibly opposed, because it is thought 
to be a bad law, it is a very serious enquiry how far the 
example will betray the safety of individuals, and the secur- 
ity of prosperity—What protects a mans life, or warrants the 
quiet possession of his Estate? Is it not law? Then suppose 
one man were willfully to kill another, would it be less a 
murder, because the person slain was of a bad reputation, or 
of a vicious course of life? Again:—Suppose one man were 
forcibly to seize upon the property in another mans posses- 
sion would it be a sufficient excuse that the possessors title 
is doubtful? In both these cases the law would be violated ; 
and any upright jury would certainly punish the violators; 
for this plain reason, that ‘till the law itself pronounces upon 
the crimes of the one man and upon the title of the other, 
it protects them both from outrage. Thus in the case of the 
Acts of Congress to which I have alluded, let them be thought 
ever so bad till the Courts of justice pronounce them un- 
constitutional or until the Legislature repeals them they are 
under the protection of the Constitution, which we are bound 
by the most solemn ties to support. any man therefore who 
violates them, violates that Constitution, upon which like- 
wise, the safety of our lives and the security of our farms 
depend 

But to every candid mind, it must be evident that the 
present question is not confined to the policy of any Acts of 
Congress, but involves the very existence of our government. 
If we mean in any case to enjoy the security of the laws, 
we must in every case assert and maintain their authority; 
for (as I have observed on another occasion if you permit 
them to be resisted or overthrown, with impunity, on any pre- 
text, you in effect set an example to violate them on every pre- 
text. Regarding the subject in this interesting point of view, 
Gentlemen, that lawless perseverance of the Insurgents. 
eannot fail to excite the most painful sensations; for the 
strong sense of duty, which we owe to our Country, to poster- 
ity, and to ourselves, will not permit us under such circum- 
stances to indulge those feelings of affection and attachment, 
which have hitherto guided our conduct toward our deluded 
fellow Citizens. 

The Choice of peace and friendship, or of war and enmity, 
has been left to themselves.—Having determined upon the 
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latter what can the Government do, but prepare for its own 
preservation? What nobler motives can actuate virtuous 
minds than to assist in resisting the violence of lawless men 
and preserving their Country from devastation and dishonor? 
With respect to the motives of the Insurgents, we must search 
further than the indisposition to pay a particular Tax—for 
an explanation of their Conduct. The devastation committed 
on private property by fires, the armed combination that 
marches with Military parade thro’ the Country; the expul- 
tion of every avowed friend to Government ; the seizure of 
the public mail; the insults offered to Commissioners; and 
the threats of establishing an Independent State, or of return- 
ing to the allegience of Great Britian, are circumstances cal- 
culated, not only to rouse an honest indignation, but to 
awaken suspicion of a deep and latent treachery 


It is time therefore my fellowcitizens that the government, 
and every friend to law, and order, should prepare to sup- 
press, by the most effectual means the tyranny that is at- 
tempted to be established by a few over the many by a part 
of the Community over the whole. The Citizens of our Sister 
States are already in arms. Your brethren of the City and 
County of Philadelphia are already on their March. ‘The 
quota of Chester, Delaware, Montgomery, and Bucks, are 
eagerly preparing. Arms, ammunition, camp equippage and 
provisions, are plentifully provided. The Legislature has 
passed a law to raise the pay and to allow a bounty to those 
who are destined for the present service; and of such critical 
importance is the object universally deemed, that an associa- 
tion of patriotic persons has been formed in Philadelphia, for 
the purpose of raising subscriptions to provide for the families 
of the militia of the City who shall be employed in the expe- 
dition. 

But, indeed, there is scarce a principle that can actuate a 
benevolent and and patriotic mind, which does not concur in 
recommending at this time the most firm and energetic 
measures. 

To assist in suppressing so violent a breach of the public 
peace, is only an act of duty in every good Citizen; to shew 
our determination to punish every obstinate delinquent, may 
save our humanity the pain of doing it:—and if the Militia 
of Pennsylvania shall evince not only their disposition but 
their power to aid the civil authority in executing the laws, 
the man of peace, as well, as the patriot, will be relieved from 
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the apprehensions of any necessity for the introduction of a 
standing army. 


Let us look back my fellow Citizens, but a few years, scarce- 
ly more than the term allotted for the life of an individual, 
and we shall be at once, astonished at the prosperity of our 
Country, and ashamed at the ingratitude of any popular dis- 
content. It is but little more than a Century since our an- 
cesters formed the enterprise of settling in America; and some 
have just quitted this worldly scene, who remembered when 
our capital, was distinguished only by a few Indian Huts, and 
our best cultivated farms were a wilderness—Our fathers 
were compelled to constant labor, and exposed to constant 
danger. The hope of transmitting affluence, and tranquility to 
their posterity was their greatest consolation, and mark with 
what a quick, with how great transition it is realized. Scarce 
and Indian inhabits within our territory; the comforts of life 
flow in abundance through all the Channels that Industry can 
invent, our agriculture, commerce and mechanics, already 
rival the antient establishment of Europe; our attainments in 
the arts and science are celebrated throughout the world; in 
questions of religion we have given the first example of 
universal toleration; and as a Government the American Re- 
public stands unrivalled by any ancient or modern political 
fabric; It is a situation to be made the sport of lawless fury? 
What can the most visionary character expect to gain by a 
change—? Is not every man that is honest safe?—is not 
every man that is industrious, comfortable? These questions 
are the touchstone of social happiness, and in no other Coun- 
try but ours can they at this time be fairly answered in the 
affirmative. 


Reflect then my fellow citizens upon the awful crisis with 
regret, but encounter it with fortitude. of the various descrip- 
tion of people that constitute the american nation, none have 
contributed more to its honor and opulence than the Germans 
and none have a greater stake in preserving our Government 
and laws from destruction—The mischief has already gone 
to far, as probably to check the spirit of emigration from 
the distracted countries of Europe to our hitherto tempting 
shores; and in proportion to that effect to any apparent want 
of disposition to support our Constitution to any defect, of 
power to protect our persons, and to any hazard in the posses- 
sion of our Estates, must be the dimunition of the value of 
labour of property, and in short, of every right and previlege, 
that is dear to man, in his separate or in his social Character. 
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To you Gentlemen, who belong to the militia, I now particu- 
larly address myself. to the conduct of the militia of Penn- 
sylvania, the President’s attention, the attention of all the 
citizens of the Union is anxiously directed. I have pledged 
myself that they will now as upon every former occasion, 
manifest their zeal and spirit in the cause of their country. 
—What say you to yourselves? Will you save your Constitu- 
tion? Will you defend your laws? Will you assist to rescue 
from anarchy as you did from despotism, the freedom and 
Independence of America? To these questions will you answer 
as every patriotic citizen has hitherto answered:—you will 
with one voice enable me to assure the Militia of other Coun- 
ties, that you have chearfully united with them in protecting 
our government from violence, and our militia from reproach. 

Is this, then, your resolution. If it is I beseech you, to de- 
clare it :—fix the day when your quota will be ready to muster, 
and march to the place of rendezvous in the succeeding day: 

Upon a return made according to law by the Brigade In- 
spector of Philadelphia County Brigade, Commissions were 
issued to the following named Gentlemen Vizt To John Dyer 
Captain, James Vansant Lieutenant—and Joseph Statts En- 
sign of the fifth Company, in the fifth Regiment of the said 
Brigade, and to Joshua Vandergrift, Lieutenant of the sixth 
Company and to Gabriel Boyer Ensign of the Eighth Com- 
pany in the same Regiment. 

The laws of the Commonwealth past in the last session of 
the General Assembly, as printed in Messr Dunlap and Clay- 
pooles newspaper, were this day transmitted to the several 
counties throughout this state in a circular letter to the sev- 
eral Prothonotaries. 

The Secretary by direction of the Governor acknowledged 
the receipt of various papers sent from Fayette County, by 
captain Lang containing the Submission of the People of that 
County to the Laws and Government of the United States, 
and informed him that the business rests entirely with the 
President of the United States to whom the papers will be 
officially communicated

Saturday September 27th 1794. 
The Governor wrote a letter to Major General Hand at Lan- 
caster, respecting a supply of about one hundred Rifles for 
Captain Seelys Company of Northampton County Militia; and 
from fifty to one hundred, for the Militia of the County of 
York, now employed on the Western Expedition against the 
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Insurgents; which he was informed by Secretary Hamilton 
would be procured at Lancaster for that service—

Monday, September 29th 1794. 


An order was issued by the Governor upon Jacob Welshams 
for delivering to Alexander Russel esquire, Brigade Inspector 
of the County of York one hundred and seventy five Rifles, 
who was instructed to reserve seventy five of them for arm- 
ing a Company of the York County Militia agreeably to his 
letter of the twenty first instant and to forward the remainder 
to Colonel Clement Biddle Quarter Master General at Car- 
lisle for arming a Company of Riflemen, expected from North- 
ampton County; the price of transporting which he should 
receive from Mr. Dallas Pay Master General of the Penn- 
sylvania Militia. 

The Governor having received a very honorable recommenda- 
tion for issuing a Commission to Dr George Wales, as Surgeon 
to the Marsh Creek Troop of Light Horse, on the Western 
Expedition. The Doctor was informed that the same shall 
be complied with on the Governors arrival at Carlisle, and 
that in the mean time, he will consider himself as regularly 
appointed. 

The Governor accepted the resignation of John Sneyder—as 
Major of the first Battalion in the Second Regiment of the 
York Brigade and appointed and Commissioned James Boyd 
in his room during the Western expedition. George Hay was 
also Commissioned Lieutenant of the second Company in 
the first Regiment of the Militia of York County, upon an 
election, and a return being made according to law. 





Thursday October 2nd 1794. 


This day were received from Mr. Zacharian Poulson, two 
hundred Copies of the laws for regulating the General Elec- 
tions of the Citizens; One Copy of which was transmitted to 
the Prothonotary of each County throughout the State for the 
use of the Judges and Inspectors, of the next General Hlec- 
tion, and the remainder were transmitted by express to Car- 
lisle to be distributed to the field officers and Captains of 
the Militia lately called out on the Western Expedition, 
agreeably to the Resolution of the Senate of the twenty 
third of September last.

In obedience to a Resolution of the General Assembly, the 
Secretary of this Commonwealth, this day distributed the 
Acts of Assembly, entitled, “An Act to provide for suppres- 
sing an Insurrection in the Western Counties of this Common- 
wealth; and of an Act to enable such of the Militia of this 
Commonwealth; as may be on service and absent from their 
respective Counties, to vote at the next General Election. 
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Wednesday October 8th 1794. 

Upon a Return of the Election of Thomas Humphrey to be 
third Lieutenant of the Volunteer Company of Artillery from 
the City of Philadelphia a Commission issued to him under 
the Act of Assembly for suppressing an Insurrection in the 
Western Counties of this State. 

Upon a Return being made by the Brigade Inspector of 
the County of Berks Commissions were issued to Lieutenant 
James Reed and Ensign Daniel Kiem of the Light Infantry 
Company of the Sixth Regiment of the Militia of the said

Monday October 13th 1794— 


A Letter containing the opinion of the Attorney General 
respecting the right of persons, who are absent from their 
respective places of residence and in actual service in the 
militia to vote at other places, was now received, and is 
as follows Vizt. 

By an Act of Assembly passed the 22nd of September last 
provision is made that Freemen entitled to Vote at General 
Elections and who shall be absent from their respective 
places of residence, and in actual service shall be entitled 
to exercise their right to Suffrage in the Manner therein 
prescribed. 

Provided that no such election shall be held within half a 
mile of any of the ordinary places of voting. 

An Act of Assembly passed the twenty fourth day of 
September one thousand seven hundred and ninety three, has 
directed the Freemen of the fifth Election District of the 
County of Franklin to hold their annual elections, at the 
House of Andrew Ralston in the Township of Letterkenney 
and Town of Strasburgh where the same has been since held. 

In order therefore to exercise the right of Suffrage, legally 
and regularly it will be necessary that the Election by the 
Military Army be held at the distance of half a mile from 
the said house of Andrew Ralston

The President of the United States has instructed me to 
transmit to your Excellency the enclosed resolve containing 
the unanimous thanks of the House of Representatives to the 
Militia in actual service for the suppression of the late Insur- 
rection. 

The President having personally been a witness to the mili- 
tary merits of the embodied militia experiences the highest 
gratification in communicating this Honorable approbation, 
the most precious recompence that could be offered to en- 
lightened freemen. It is his devout hope that the Militia of 
the United States may ever be found to be the faithful and 
invincible protectors and vindicators of the great principles 
of law and liberty. 

The Citizens of America fixing in their minds as an in- 
delible truth, that obedience to the laws and the defence of 
their Country are sacred and indispensable duties will render 
its freedom and happiness perpetual. 

The President embraces cordially the present occasion to 
tender your Excellency his Sincere thanks for your zealous 
and powerful co-operation in the suppression of the late In- 
surrection as well for your exertions, in calling out the Militia 
as for your services in the field.

A Pardon was granted by the Governor to Nancy alias Jane 
Lawres, who was convicted of Fornication and Bastardy in 
the County of Franklin upon two separate indictments, and 
fined in the whole in the Sum of twenty pounds with Costs 
of Prosecution. 





Wednesday December 24th 1794. 


An Act or Instrument for the Incorporation of the Library 
Company of Hilltown in the County of Bucks, being presented 
to the Governor, and the Judges of the Supreme Court, and 
the Attoney General of the Commonwealth having duly cer- 
tified, that they have respectively perused and examined the 
same and that they concur in Opinion that the objects articles 
and Conditions thereof and therein set forth are lawful, the 
Governor thereupon in pursuance of the Act of Assembly, 
passed the sixth day of April one thousand seven hundred 
and ninety one, entitled “an Act to confer on certain asso- 
ciations of the Citizens of this Commonwealth the powers 
and immunities of incorporations or bodies politic in law” 
in such case made and provided, transmitted the said Act 
or Instrument of Incorporation to Matthew Irwin, esquire, 
Master of the Rolls, and required him to enroll the same— 


A Copy of a letter from the Minister of his Brittanic majesty 
of the twenty third instant, stating that the Ship commanded 
by Captain Brussels now in this Port has contravened our 
Neutrality was this day communicated to the Governor by 
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Henry Knox, esquire Secretary at War, and thereupon the 
Governor instructed the Master Warden to repair to the 
said vessel and taking to his assistance the Surveyor of the 
Port to make the nevessary investigation and report thereon. 

A Report from Nathaniel Falconer esquire, Master Warden 
of the Port of Philadelphia, relative to a Ship now in this 
Port commanded by Captain Joseph Brussels, which is said 
to be arming and equipping contrary to the rules prescribed 
for preserving our Neutrality was now received, and a Copy 
thereof immediately transmitted to Henry Knox, esquire, Sec- 
retary at war for the information of the President of the 
United States. 





Thursday December 25th 1794. 
A Representation from the Surveyor of the Port touching the 
equipments of the Schooner General Green, Captain Hodge, 
was this day communicated to the Governor who immediately 
instructed, the Master Warden, forth with to ascertain and 
report the facts in order that any intended violation of our 
neutrality may be prevented. 





Saturday, December. 27th 1794. 


A Letter was received from the Attorney General stating the 
Case of Stephen Girard who charges a Certain Joseph Larelle, 
with taking by force or fraudulently seducing away a Mulatto 
Boy, (a servant for years) to the State of Virginia, with a 
view to sell him as a Slave or retain him as a Servant. 

The Master Warden for the Port of Philadelphia, made a 
Report to the Governor in the Case of the equipments of 
the Schooner, General Greene, commanded by Captain Hodge ; 
and a Copy of the same, was transmitted to William Rawle, 
esquire Attorney of the United States, for the District of 
Pennsylvania. 





Monday December. 29th 1794. 


A Letter was written by the Governor of this State to Henry 
Lee, esquire, Governor of the State of Virginia, requesting 
that a Certain Joseph Larelle, may be delivered up, (if found 
within that State) to be removed to this State, having juris- 
diction of his offence agreeably to the provision, contained 
in the second section of the fourth Article of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. The said Joseph Larelle being

Wednesday, December, 31st 1794.

A Pardon was granted to Christian Frederick who was 
convicted of Larceny, in the City of Philadelphia, was Sen- 
tenced to one years hard labour, and fined twenty five pounds, 
with Costs. 


Friday, January 24 1795. 

Malcolm Andre, and Robert Alexander, esquires, were ap- 
pointed and Commissioned to be Justices of the Peace in and 
for the district of Armagh, in the County of Mifflin 

The Governor this day granted a pardon, to Joseph Stetler 
who was, convicted of Fornication in the County of North- 
ampton and fined in the Sum of ten pounds, with costs of 
prosecution &ca, 





Saturday, January 3rd 1794. [1795] 


Upon a recommendation from the Inspectors, of the Jail of 
the City and County of Philadelphia, the Governor granted 
Pardons to Mary Davis, Robert Gale, William McFait, and 
Lindia Fabia and Pierra, three French Negroes, all now con- 
fined in the Said Jail on condition of their leaving the State 
not to return. Vizt—Mary Davis convicted at a Mayors Court 
of Larceny, sentenced to two years hard labour, and fined 
thirty nine pounds, one shilling and three pence, with Costs 
of Suit. 

Robert Gale, convicted of Larceny, at Said Court, sentenced 
to one years hard labour and fined five pounds, with Costs 
of Suit. 


William MceFait convicted of Larceny, at said Court, sen- 
tenced to one years hard labour, and fined one hundred and 
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eighteen pounds two shillings and six pence, with costs of 
Suit &ca, 

Lyndia, Fabia and Pierra convicted severally of Felony 
at the said Court and sentenced each of them to a servitude 
of six months at hard labour, and fined each four pounds 
with Costs of Suit &ca. 

The Secretary of the Commonwealth requested that Mr. 
Randolph Secretary of State would furnish Copies of all 
Communications from the General Government, relatively 
to the rise and progress of the late Insurrection, as informa- 
tion to the General Assembly of this State, now sitting agree- 
ably to his promise. 





Monday January 5th 1794 [1795]. 


A Resolution of the House of Representatives of this State 
dated the second instant requiring the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth to furnish copies of all Communications from the 
Commissioners appointed by the State on the Subject of the 
late Insurrection, in the Western Counties of Pennsylvania 
and also Copies of all Communications from the General 
Government, declaratory of the rise and progress of the said 
Insurrection, was this day received—in consequence of which 
resolution the Secretary of the Commonwealth made and 
delivered a Report to the House of Representatives in the 
following words, to wit. 

In obedience to a Resolution of the House of Representa- 
tives, passed the second instant, the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth has the honor to deliver Copies of all communica- 
tions from the Commissioners, appointed by the State on the 
Subject of the late Insurrection—But as the communications 
from the General Government were often made by submitting 
original documents, to the Governors perusal, the Secretary 
has it not in his power immediately and entirely to comply 
with the part of the Resolution that relates to those docu- 
ments. He has applied however, to the Secretary of the 
State for official Copies, and as soon as they are received 
he will lay them before the House.

Pardons were granted by the Governor to Sebastian Wolf 
and George McCorkle, in compliance with a respectable recom- 
mendation the former by the Judges of the Supreme Court 
on Condition of his leaving the State forthwith not to return. 


Sebastian Wolf convicted in Philadelphia County, of passing 
a twenty dollar bank bill, knowing the same to have been 
Counterfeited, and sentenced to two years hard labour, and 
fined twenty dollars with Costs and to find security to be of 
good behaviour for five years, 


George McCorkle convicted of an assault and battery in the 
County of Chester, and also of prison breaking, and Sentenced 
to an Imprisonment of one year and five months and fined 
fifty five pounds with Costs of Suit &ca. 
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Thursday January 8th 1795. 

Andrew Snibley was appointed and commissioned a Justice 
of the Peace in and for the district of Antrim, in the County of 
Franklin. 

The Governor granted a Pardon to Hugh Montgomery, who 
was convicted of Horse Stealing, in the County of Dauphin 
and sentenced to six years imprisonment at hard labour. 

A Message was presented by the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth from the Governor to both Houses of the Legislature 
approving of the following Acts of the General Assembly and 
they were returned to the House of Representatives in which 
they originated. 

Vizt. 
I. An Act for the relief a certain persons having demands 
against the Commonwealth for materials furnished and 
work done at and for the House intended, for the accom- 
modation of the President of the United States. 
II. An Act to erect an additional election district in West- 
moreland County. 


Friday January 9th 1795. 

A Certificate of the division of Bedford Township, in the 
County of Bedford, for the appointment of an additional Jus- 
tice of the Peace was this day received and filed. 

A Message from the Governor was presented to both Houses 
of the Legislature, communicating an application from the 
Corps of Artillery belonging to the Pennsylvania Line in the 
Army employed on the Western expedition, for higher pay 
than is allowed to the Infantry employed in the said EXxpedi- 
tion: and a Report from the Officers of the Land Office, re- 
specting Donation Lands. 





Saturday, January 10th 1795. 

The Attorney Generals opinion in answer to certain queries 
of the Brigade Inspector of the County of Philadelphia and 
others on some doubts entertained respecting the Militia Law, 
was this day received and was in the following words, to wit: 
“Dear Sir. 

In answer to the questions proposed by Major Kerr, I beg 
leave to make the following observations— 
1st I do not consider the word Citizen, in the first section 
of the Militia law, as used by the Legislator, in its legal and 
constitutional sense, but every person who has a permanent

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residence here, (Ambassadors, Members, and Officers of Con- 
gress and those expressly exempted by law, only are excepted) 
are liable to be called upon to do Militia duty. 

2nd Inspectors of the Customs are undoubtedly comprehended 
in the second Section of the Act of Congress of the eighth of 
May, one thousand seven hundred and ninety two, which ex- 
empts Custom House Officers from Militia duty. 

3rd The last call, does embrace minors and servants pur- 
chased bona fide. 


4th As the last call, was for a tour of duty, but not time 
specified, the law ascertains it to have been for two months. 
5th The Courts of Appeal, are to hear and redress any griey- 
ances without being restricted to the instances of inability 
of body and unavoidable absence, otherwise one part of the 
twenty second Section would be inconsistent with the other. 


The proceedings must be the same, against Minors and Ser- 
vants, who are fined as against others. 


When the Militia are called to perform a tour of duty and 
notified by the inspector in the usual way, the fine for not 
performing a tour of duty is at the rate of twelve dollars per 
month, but if the Governor in case of Rebellion or Invasion, 
call the Militia into immediate and actual service, the fine is 
sixteen dollars per month for such offence; how the fact was 
in this particular at the last call, the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth can best inform. 


I do not recollect that I have given any opinion what fine is 
to be imposed, where the duty is call for, is but for one day. 


It is not the time the Militia served but the time for which 
they are called out that regulates the fine. 


I know nothing of the law of the United States which is 
said to specify, that when the Militia are called on service 
by the United States, they are four Months, but in the pres- 
ent instance, I am clearly of opinion, the can be fined for a 
neglect of performing a tour of duty of two months only. 

By permanent residence, in my answer to the first question, 
I mean the residence of persons who are settled here in ex- 
clusion of those who merely sojourn with an intention to 
depart.

A Patent was this day issued to William Todd of Westmore- 
land County and Francis Johnston, of the City of Philadel- 
phia, Esquires for an Island in the River Allegheny nearly 
opposite to and about the mouth of Buffaloe Creek in the 
County of Allegheny containing Twenty nine acres, and one 
hundred and thirty five perches which island the late Su- 
preme Executive Council on the twenty sixth day of Febru- 
ary, one thousand seven hundred and ninety agreed to grant 
and convey unto the said William Todd, at the price of twenty 
five shillings per Acre, who by deed, dated the same day con- 
veyed one moiety or half part of the said Island unto the 
said Francis Johnston in ffee. 





Friday, January 16th 1795. 


The Secretary of the Commonwealth in compliance with the 
request of the Committee of the General Assembly appointed 
to enquire into the causes of the Militia not turning out 
promptly on the late requisition of the President of the United 
States to suppress an Insurrection in the Western Counties 
of Pennsylvania, and by direction of the Governor this day 
made the following Report, Viz— 


In compliance with the Request of the Committee” ap- 
pointed to enquire into the causes of the Militia not turning 
out promptly, on the late requisition of the President of the 
United States to suppress an Insurrection in the Western 
Counties of this State.’ The Secretary of the Commonwealth 
has the honor to furnish copies of all official papers, and 
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documents relative to the Expedition, and in explanation 
thereof, he respectfully 

Reports: That from time to time as the intelligence of the 
rise and progress of the Riots in the County of Allegheny 
was received, the subject was contemplated by the Governor 
in all the aspects, which its nature and importance could 
present: 

1st He viewed it as immediately weaielite the animadversion 
of the Judicial power. 

2nd Ag affecting the rights and jurisdiction of the Federal 
Government: 

3rd As Claiming a prudent interposition of the Executive 
Authority for averting the evils of a civil war: 4th As involy- 
ing the interesting question whether our existing Militia Sys- 
tem was competent to enforce obedience to the laws:—and 
5th as eventually creating a necessity for the personal exer- 
tions of the Executive Magistrate, lest the Commonwealth 
should suffer an irreparable injury 
I. That accordingly, to Stimulate the public officers to an 
exemplary discharge of their duty, the Governor directed a 
circular letter dated the twenty fifth day of July, one thou- 
sand seven hundred and ninety four, (the day succeeding the 
receipt of the intelligence of the of the Riots) to be addressed 
to the President and Judges of the Courts of Common Pleas to 
every Justice of the Peace; to all the Sheriffs—and to each 
Brigade Inspector of the four Western Counties This letter 
(Al) having stated the daring and cruel outrage that had 
been committed in the County of Allegheny by a lawless body 
of armed men “requests in the most earnest manner that those 
to whom it was addressed” would exert all their influence and 
authority to suppress within their jurisdiction so pernicious 
and unwarrantable a spirit, that they would ascertain, with 
all possible dispatch the circumstances of the offence; and 
that they would pursue with the utmost vigilance, the law- 
ful steps for bringing the offenders to Justice’—It declared 
that every honest Citizen must feel himself personally morti- 
fied at the conduct of the Rioters, which (particularly, if it 
passed with impunity) was calculated to fix an indelible stigma 
on the honor and reputation df the state” and it assured all 
the public officers of the Governor’s warmest support and 
approbation—in the prosecution of every lawful measure, 
which their better Knowledge of the facts and other local cir- 
cumstances, might suggest on the occasion.” 

Presuming from fhe state of intelligence at that time, that 
a draft from the Militia might readily be made, and would be 
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sufficient to overawe the riotous disposition of the Mal-con- 


tents, in pursuance of the Governors instructions, a letter of 


the same date was also written to Major General Gibson 
(A2.) declaring a disposition, “to employ all the energy of 
the Government, to bring the offenders to an early exemplary 
Justice’; and intimating, that “if the civil authority, can be 
supported by the assistance of the Militia, the exercise of 
General Gibsons discretion for that purpose, upon the request 
of the Magistrates, must be highly agreeable, to the Gover- 
nor,’ The Attorney General, was likewise, desired “to ascer- 
tain with legal formality—the circumstances of the offence, 
and the names of the offenders as the Governor would be 
anxious to enforce every instrument that could be imployed 
effectually to subdue the lawless spirit of the rioters and to 
bring them to punishment (A838). 

II, That the riots, committed in the course of a lawless 
opposition to execution of certain Acts of Congress, were 
not only deemed offences against the State, but also, against 
the Union. Hence a conference, between the President and 
the Governor, was thought advisable in order to avoid a 
collision of jufisdiction, and to settle the General principles, 
and form a proceeding as far as the State was concerned. 

That Conference gave rise to the correspondence, which 
was laid before the Legislature at the opening of the last 
Session (B 1, 2. 3. 4.) and from which it appears, that the 
Governors conduct was influenced by the following consider- 
ations :— 

Ist. In regard to his character, as an Executive Magis- 
trate, no positive law existed under the authority of the 
State, defining the exigency that would justify an appeal 
from the judicial to the military power or regulating and 
prescribing the evidence, that should prove the occurrence of 
that exigenuy—Whatever, therefore, might eventually, be the 
obligation resulting from the Constitutional injunction to “take 
care that the laws be faithfully executed” it was thought 
that not only the non-execution of the laws, and the incom- 
petency of the Courts of Justice to punish offenders should 
first be authoritatively declared by the Judicial Magistrates, 
but that the act of interposing the aid of Military power 
should likewise be founded upon their requisition—At the time 
of the conference, alluded to the Judicial Magistrates of Penn- 
sylvania, had not made any such authorative declaration and 
requisition: The Governor therefore did not then think it 
justifiable upon principle to sanction the interposition of the 
Militia in any other manner than that suggested in the above 
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mentioned letter to General Gibson; and a variety of argu- 
ments in point of policy and conveniency, occurred to fortify 
his opinion. 


But the determination of the General Government to pursue 
the most vigorous measures, for suppressing the Insurrection, 
and punishing fhe Insurgents, seemed to preclude the State 
Government from any choice upon the subjects. The Constitu- 
tion of the United States imposed upon the President (as 
the Constitution of the State imposes on the Governor) the 
same general trust to “take care that the laws be faithfully 
executed”—and an Act of Congress has defined the exigency, 
that would justify an appeal from the judicial to the Military 
power of the Union, as well as the evidence to prove the 
occurrence of that exigency when therefore a Judicial Magis- 
trate of the General Government had declared the incompe- 
tency of the officers of Justice, to execute the laws, and the 
President had declared his determination to enforce obedi- 
ence by the aid of the Military power it was thought that 
the Governor paying a reasonable attention to a sysematic 
and an efficient course of proceeding ought to forbear issu- 
ing any order for an immediate, a separate, and an uncon- 
nected call of the Militia—But 2nd, In regard to his character, 
as an officer responsible in certain cases to the Federal 
Government, it was observed, that all the purposes of dis- 
patch and energy would as readily be obtained by obeying 
the call of the President, as by acting upon the Governors, 
original authority. Hence a full and unequivocal assurance 
was given that Whatever requisition the President might 
make, whatever duty he might impose, in pursuance of the 
Constitutional and legal powers, would on the part of the 
Governor, be promptly undertaken, and faithfully discharged. 


III. That with a view to the reputation and Stability of 
the Republican System, as well as from the actual State of 
our foreign and domestic affairs, it was thought expedient 
not only to try the full effect of Judicial animadversion, but, 
likewise to make a solemn and liberal appeal to the good sense, 
and virtue of the people, before the hazard of a civil war, 
should be encountered. On the part of the State therefore 
(and a similar measure was adopted on the part of the Gen- 
eral Government) Commissioners were appointed for the pur- 
pose of addressing the inhabitants in General of the Western 
Counties, and especially those who had been engaged in the 
Riots upon the lawless nature and dangerous tendency of 
such proceeding (C. 1.) The Commissioners were instructed 
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particularly “to exert themselves in developing the folly of 
a riotous opposition, to those Governments and laws which 
were made by the spontaneous authority of the people, and 
which by the same legitimate authority may in a peaceable 
and orderly course be amended or repealed in explaining how 
incompatible it is with the principles of a Republican Govern- 
ment, how dangerous it is in point of precedent that a minor- 
ity should attempt to controul the Majority or a part under- 
take to prescribe to the whole in demonstrating the painful 
but indispensable obligation imposed upon the Officers of 
Government, to employ the public force, for the purpose of 
subduing and punishing the offenders; and in exhorting the 
deluded rioters to return to that duty, a longer deviation from 
which must be destructive of their happiness as well as in- 
jurious to the reputation and prosperity of their County.” The 
Commissioners were earnestly requested to promote the views 
of the General Government, on the same occasion and should 
their exertions produce a satisfactory assurance of future 
submission to the laws, they were authorized, as far as the 
State of Pennsylvania was concerned to promise an Act of 
Pardon and oblivion for the past—’ To obtain likewise, the 
aid of Legislative wisdom and authority on this emergency, 
as well for devising the means of conciliation as for strength- 
ening the last resort, the instruments of coercion, the Gov- 


ernor summoned an extraordinary meeting of the General 
Assembly. 


IV. That, as the accounts from the scene of Insurrection 
soon evinced the incompetency of the Judicial power to exe- 
cute its functions, and it was necessary to prepare, at all 
events to maintain the authority of Government, the Presi- 
dent, while the Commissioners were employed in their pacific 
mission issued his requisition dated the seventh (but received 
on the eighth) of August, one thousand seven hundred and 
ninety-four. (D 1) “for organizing and holding in readi- 
ness to march at a moments warning a Corps of the Militia 
of Pennsylvania, amounting to Five thousand two hundred 
commissioned Officers non commissioned Officers, and pri- 
vates” Accordingly on the eighth of August, as soon as 
the plan for organizing the Corps could be formed, the Gover- 
nor, in conformity to the mode prescribed by law, transmitted 
his general orders to the Adjutant General (D 2.) for calling 
into actual service and holding in readiness to march at 2 
moments warning, the part of the Militia specified in the 
Roll which designated the quota of the several Counties, 
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by the classes most convenient to the Citizens, and best 
adapted to a prompt compliance with the Presidents requisi- 
tion: the part so called not exceeding four classes of the 
respective Brigade—” agreeably to the restrictions contained 
in the seventeenth section of the Militia act, These General 
Orders were immediately transmitted by Express, to the 
respective Brigade Inspectors. (D 3.) 


The period limited by the Presidents Proclamation, for the 
dispersion of the Insurgents, expired on the first of Sep- 
tember, the Governor repeatedly expressed the greatest solici- 
tude that the Corps, thus directed to be drafted and or- 
ganized, should be in readiness to march on that day; and 
in pursuance of his instructions the Adjutant General ad- 
dressed another circular letter to the Brigade Inspectors dated 
the twenty seventh day of August (D 4.) in which they were 
intreated to make an immediate report of the progress that 
had been made in executing the preceding General orders. 
This opportunity was likewise, taken to convey the Governor’s 
Ideas of the Importance of the service to the Brigade In- 
spectors and the Militia in General; for it was represented 
to them that “the eyes of their fellow-citizens throughout the 
Union as well as in Pennsylvania were fixed upon their con- 
duct; that they must be sensible, therefore, that the slightest 
appearance of a want of zeal, or energy, to embark in the 
support of the violated authority of the laws, would produce 
that reproach and disgrace which it was the duty of the 
public officers, if possible to prevent; and which it would be 
their misfortune, more than any other part of the Community 
to encounter; and that the occasion was interesting to every 
man who felt his obligations to society, and was desirous to 
preserve from the fury of anarchy as well as from the en- 
croachments of despotism the independence of a Freeman.” 
The first of September having arrived the recent intelligence 
from the commissioners placed the success of conciliatory 
measures, in a very doubtful point of view. The want of in- 
formation respecting the progress, which has been made in 
preparing the Militia to march, became therefore, more and 
more painful, and the receipts of the following returns seemed 
to extinguish every hope of seasonably complying with the 
Presidents Requisition by means of the ordinary process of 
law. 


(D. 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12) 


1st The Inspector of the City of Philadelphia Brigade, al- 
most daily, called at the Secretarys Office with representations 
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of the embarrassment which he experienced in complying with 
the Requisition, and repeatedly expressed his doubt of success, 
in consequence of the defects in the existing Militia law. 


2nd A Return was received from the County of Philadelphia 
datéd the twenty ninth day of August, one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety four stating inconveniences in comply- 
ing with the Requisition on account of the effects of the 
exoneration Laws, formerly past and a general disapproba- 
tion of the Militia law; and concluding with a declaration 
that there is “very little prospect of commanding the quota 
of the County.” 


3rd A Return was received from the County of Bucks dated 
the fifth of September, one thousand seven hundred and ninety 
four, stating that “the pay of the Militia is so universally 
objected to, that there is no hope of completing the quota 
of the County, upon the present terms of service’— This 
County did not send its quota into the Field. 


4th A Return was received from the County of Montgomery, 
dated the third of September one thousand seven hundred 
and ninety four stating that agreeably to the orders of the 
eighth of August one thousand seven hundred and ninety 
four—for drafting three hundred and thirty two Militia Of- 
ficers included, the said Corps is held in readiness to March 
at a Moments warning” The first part of this Return, how- 
ever states such difficulties, as greatly diminish the probability 
of success, of obtaining an actual organization of the Corps, 
Nor did this County send its quota into the field. 

oth A Return was received from the County of Chester, 
dated the twenty eighth of August, 1794—stating that some 
officers had actually resigned, and other wish to resign, and 
concluding with this remark’— 

“The West and North-west parts of the County, seem to 
dislike the service, they are now ordered upon, and a great 
number in the other quarters are people—who, as they say, 
are principled against taking up arms on any occasion, so 
that I believe unless the laws are rigourously executed it 
will be with great difficulty, I shall make up our quota; but 
be assured, no exertions shall be wanting—&ca. 

6th A Return was received from the County of Delaware, 
dated the sixth day of September one thousand seven hun- 
dred and ninety four, stating a Variety of difficulties that 
left little hope of procuring by regular drafts, the quota of 
this County. 

7th A Return was received from the County of Dauphin, 
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dated the twenty ninth of August 1794, Stating that drafts 
had been made, and orders given to hold the quota in readi- 
ness, to march, but concluding with this remark—“according 
to the information, I have received from the several parts 
of the County, it appears that the militia are not willing 
to March, to quell, the insurrection in the Western parts of 
Pennsylvania,” They say that they are ready to march, ac- 
cording to the former orders, against a foreign enemy, but 
not against the Citizens of their own State, so that from 
circumstances, I have great reason to believe—they will not 
turn out on the last call— 


8th A Return was received from York County dated the 
sixth of September 1794—stating that too great a delay 
has taken place in drafting the quota of Militia required 
by the orders of the eighth of August last, not so much 
from backwardness in the Militia of this County to step 
forward on the present important occasion, as from the 
unprepared state of the Brigade Inspector, to make a draft, 
through the former negligence or non-compliance of some 
Regiments with the Militia Law particularly respect to class- 
ing the Men’—The Brigade Inspector adds, that he expects 
the required quota to be in readiness in the course of the 
ensuing week; but concludes his report with a declaration. 
“that the law ag it stands” he is sorry to say “holds forth 
no encouragement, but rather appears calculated to have a 
contrary tendency” 


9th A Return was received from Franklin County, dated 
the fourth of September, 1794, stating that Notwithstanding 
the urgent measures taken to draft and organize the quota 
of this County. ‘Seven Captains had made no returns, and 
the number returned, who are willing to hold themselves in 
readiness to March—does not amount to more than twenty 
nine privates, and they without arms and equipments &ca. 

The Brigade Inspector concludes his report with a dec- 
laration “that he has reason to believe, that few of those 
who are returned as holding themselves in readiness to march, 
Will March when the orders are given. 


10th A Return was received from Northampton County, 
dated the fourteenth of September, 1794 Stating that all 
the attempts to have the quota of this County Compleated, 
had proved unsuccessful, ‘The Brigade Inspector observes 
that until now he has not been able, to procure, particular 
returns, of which the enclosed general, though the incom- 
plete one is composed; and he is apprehensive, that even 
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those men in the same except the volunteers (of which 
denomination the men in the fifth Regiment chiefly consist) 
will not March’—with a view to shew the disposition of 
the people of Northampton County generally, the Brigade 
Inspector annexed to his report the copy of a letter from the 
Lieutenant Colonel, of the first Regiment and asserts “that 
the same spirit prevails in almost every Regiment, conse- 
quently under the present Militia System he fears the quota 
of his Brigade will not be compleated.” 


The letter referred to contains the following language—‘I 
have received a writing of some of the Captains and others 
by word, on the fifth of September 1794—who informs me 
that the first class of all and every Company, were met on 
purpose to turn out to do military duty, but as the matter 
is, they are called to fight against their own fellow-subject 
and brethren at fort Pitt on account of the excise-law which 
people in that part are very much against, and will not 
submit to be under the same, which makes much disturbance, 
and disunion in our United States. they are not willing to 
turn out. 


But whenever called upon to fight against the Enemy or 
others whatever they are willing to do duty as then the 
matter may require—’” 

This County did not send its quota into the field— 

V. That the intelligence which was received from the Com- 
missioners, continuing to render the Success of Government, 
without the use of coercive measures, more and more doubt- 
ful—the season for military operations passing rapidly away 
and an ultimate requisition for the march of the Militia, 
being hourly expected, the Governor did not hesitate to con- 
clude from the documents above stated as well as from other 
general sources, of information, that a Strict adherence, to 
the forms, of the existing Militia system, would not enable 
him to furnish that prompt and efficient aid to enforce obedi- 
ence to the laws which he conceived all the principles of 
duty, policy, and honor claimed from the Government of 
Pennsylvania. 

It would not indeed, have been consistent with his ideas 
of the Executive authority with his Official Character or 
perhaps, with his personal security to deviate from those 
forms, until their inefficacy was fairly ascertained: but after 
the experiment was made, he thought himself justifiable in 
resorting to any means within the Spirit of the law, lest the 
Commonwealth should suffer an irreparable injury, Consider- 
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ing, therefore that the nineteenth section of the Militia Act 
declares “that it shall be lawful for any person, called to 
do a tour of duty to find a sufficient substitute’ the Governor, 
determined, on the Spirit of that provision to invite the Citi- 
zens to supply the deficiency in the regular drafts, by a 
voluntary enrollment as substitutes, Accordingly he success- 
fully convened the officers of the Militia of the City of 
Philadelphia, and the several Counties—and publicly ad- 
dressed them on the State of the Insurrection, and the neces- 
sity of an immediate patriotic exertion. (EI.) 

The determination to pursue this Measure, was communi- 
cated to the General Assembly in the Governors Message 
of the second of September, (FI.) and it received a Legisla- 
tive Sanction, by the Act that was passed, on the nineteénth 
of the same month, (GI) The Necessity of undertaking it, 
appeared not only from the General State of the Militia 
under the Requisition to prepare for marching, but from, the 
urgent terms of the call, for the immediate March of the 
Troops, On the ninth of September, that call was communi- 
cated to the Governor (H.I.) It stated “that the last in- 
telligence from the Western Counties leaves the issue of 
measures, for an amicable accommodation, so very doubtful, 
and the season for Military operation is wearing away so 
fast, that the President, with great reluctance, finds himself 
under the necessity of putting in motion without further 
delay all the Militia which had been called for*= It 
requested “that the Governor would immediately cause, 
the quota of this State to assemble.” and it concluded with 
declaring that” the President is making this final call enter- 
tains a full confidence that Pennsylvania will, upon an occa- 
sion which so immediately effects herself as well as the Gen- 
eral interests display such zeal and energy, shall maintain 
unsullied her character for discernment, love of order, and 
true patriotism; and that the part she shall act is of peculiar 
consequence, to the welfare and reputation of the whole 
Union.” On the sixteenth day of September, another letter 
Was transmitted from the War department representing that 
“every moment brings fresh proofs of a spirit extensively des- 
seminated, fatal to the principles of good order—that dis- 
agreeable symptons had appeared in the two most Western 
Counties of Maryland, &ca, that every thing was done to push 
forward the Jersey Militia to Carlisle &ca. That it is of the 
highest moment, that the spreadings of so mischievous a spirit 
should be cheaked by every practicable effort and that the 
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President is convinced that the Governor will omit, nothing 
that can contribute to this desirable end”. The next day 
brought a repetition of the solicitude of the General Govern- 
ment, for the March of the Troops, The latter states that is be- 
comes every moment more and more urgent that the junction 
between the Pennsylvania and Maryland Militia at Carlisle, 
should be accelerated and to this end, that the Corps should 
march successively as fast as they can be made ready; that 
Governor Howell of New Jersey, was in motion with the van of 
the Militia of that State, That if the Cavalry and Infantry of 
Philadelphia could be hastened onward, it would be partic- 
ularly desirable; and that the Artillery Corps should be 
taken under their care, all the pieces of Artillery were ready 

“On the twentieth of September the result of the Meetings 
of the People in the Western Counties as far as the thirteenth 
to give the stipulated test of their submission to the Govern- 
ment was announced to the Governor in a letter from the 
War Department; according to which it was become the more 
indispensable and urgent, to press forward the forces, destined 
against the Insurgents, with all possible activity and energy ; 
for the advanced season left no time to spare; it was extreme- 
ly important to afford speedy protection to the well disposed 
and to prevent the preparation and accumulation of greater 
means of resistance, and the extention of combinations to 
abet the Insurrection.” It is proper here to recollect, that 
while these interesting and urgent communications were re- 
ceived from the General Government the reports of the Bri- 
gade Inspectors (dated nearly at the same period) were cal- 
culated to excite, the most painful apprehensions, of dis- 
appointment and defeat in every attempt to embody our 
quota of the militia. Under such inauspicious circumstances, 
therefore, the Governor commenced his tour through the Coun- 
ties—but the scene quickly changed—For according to the 
representation contained in the last address to the Legisla- 
ture, “as soon as the situation of our Country was truly 
described and understood; the daring and crewel career of the 
malcontents, the subversion of the judicial authority; the 
failure of every conciliatory effort and the resulting necessity 
of an appeal to arms, produced in perfect unison with the 
Governors anticipations, one common sentiment of resentment 
one common determination to defend the peace and order of 
society against the Machinations of licentiousness and an- 
archy.” Still however the critical season of the years with 
respect to commercial and agricultural pursuits, and the 
limited period for assembling the Troops made it impracti- 
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cable to complete the quota of the State; a circumstance 
which adds to the proofs that demonstrate the necessity of 
the Governors personal exertions. The number of Pennsyl- 
vania Militia that served during the campaign, will appear 
from the following table, taken from the pay Rolls of the 
respective Corps, which however can only be regarded as 
giving a general idea of the Subject, and not as strictly ac- 
curate, either in respect of the number of Officers and Privates

The Secretary having thus elucidated the documents relating 
to the conduct of the Executive in order to satisfy, as far 
as that conduct is concerned an enquiry into the causes of 
the Militia not turning out promptly on the requisition of 1 
the President of the United States, begs leave to subjoin a || 
short digest of those causes, which according to the official i 
reports and other sources of information, appear to have i 
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operated in producing delay and difficulty upon the late 
occasion. 


1. The Nature of the service was, at first represented, by 
some of the Brigade Inspectors, as a ground of objection, 
but this, if it ever existed in fact was soon removed by 
the good sense and patriotism of the Citizens. 


2. The nature of the General Orders for calling the Militia 
into actual service, and for holding them in readiness 
to march at a moments warning, seems in some instances, 
to have been misunderstood, by the Brigade Inspectors 
for it appears, by several of the Returns that the requi- 
sition was barely repeated, without taking any active 
measures to class the Corps and draft the respective 
quotas. 


3. The disorganized state of the Militia, must have pro- 
duced considerable embarrassment. The Militia act has 
not been long in existence, and the system which it in- 
troduced was not only difficult to be executed on account 
of its novelty, but likewise, on account of the indisposition 
to militia duties, which the old System had created, and 
encouraged, Hence it appears that at the time of the 
requisition, some corps had not elected their officers, 
others had not made the returns of their Elections; and 
many had never been formed into classes, 


4. The imperfections of the Militia law, appear to have 
been the principle causes of delay, and difficulty in ex- 
ecuting the Presidents requisition; and indeed, they had 
excited discontent and complaints, almost as soon as the 
law was passed. Of these imperfections, the following, 
have been considered, as particularly detrimental. 

(a) The want of an efficient rule for enrolling the 
Militia; for making the official returns of such enroll- 
ment, and for obtaining an accurate list of delinquents. 

(b) The want of an adequate fine to compel, the Militia 
to arm and equip themselves; and of some regulation, 
to circumscribe the discretion of the Officers in exonerat- 


ing paupers from that duty. 

(c) The want of a Sufficient number of training days; 
the present number being too few either to produce a 
habit of attending to Militia duties, or a knowledge of 
field discipline. . 
(d) The want of energy by fines or other adequate 
means to enforce the duties imposed on particular offi- 
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cers, to induce officers elected to serve, and to secure 
the Collection of fines incurred by delinquents. 

(e) The want of an adequate compensation to the Brig- 
ade Inspectors, and other officers actively employed in 
executing the militia law; and the want of a proper 
distribution of duties among those officers, so that they 
shall not be required, (as in the case of Brigade Inspector 
who is also Brigade Major) to perform distinct services 
possibly at the same time and at distant places. 

(f) The want of a productive fund, independent of the 
Militia fines to pay the salaries and compensations of 
Militia Officers and the contingent expences which are 
unavoidably incurred in executing the various provisions 
of the law. 

(g) The want of a public magazine of arms and Mili- 
tary stores to supply on emergencies the neglect or inca- 
pacity of individuals to arm and equip themselves. 

(h) The want of a legislative provision to describe the 
emergency, and the evidence by which the emergency. 
may be proved, that shall justify the Executive in em- 
bodying the Militia for the support of the Civil authority. 
All which the Secretary respectfully submits—

A Pardon was granted to Pamelia McCloskey who was con- 
victed of Larceny, in the County of Bucks. 





Tuesday, January 20th 1795. 
The Governor this day accepted, the resignation of Abraham 
Stout of the Office of Justice of the Peace in the district of 
Rockhill, and Bedminster, in the County of Bucks. 





Wednesday, January 21st 1795. 


A Warrant having been drawn in favor of the State Treas- 
urer on the President and Directors of the Bank of Pennsyl- 
vania for the sum of Fifty thousand Dollars, the amount of 
the devidend on the shares owned by the State in the Capital 
Stock of the Bank of Pennsylvania, the same was trans- 
mitted to the Treasurer and Communicated to the Bank, 
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Thursday, January 224 1795. 


The Governor upon a respectable recommendation this day 
appointed and Commissioned Robert Smith, and Everard 
Foulke to be Justices of the Peace in the County of Bucks, 
the former for the district of Rockhill, and Bedminster in 
the Room of Abraham Stout resigned, and the latter for 
the district of the Township of Richland and Milford, in the 
room of Theophilous Foulke who was elected a Member of 
Assembly. 

The Attorney General’s opinion on the proposition of John 
Nicholson to Cut a Canal at the falls of Schuylkill—&ca was 
this day received, and was in the following words to wit :— 


Philada, January 224 1795. 
Dear Sir, 


A Letter from Mr Nicholson to the Governor, dated the Sixth 
of December last, containing a proposal, for opening a Canal, 
along the side of the Schuylkill and for erecting and main- 
taining a lock at the falls on certain conditions has been 
referred to me by the Governor. 

It appears to me, that the public would be benefited if the 
proposals of Mr Nicholson, were carried into execution, but 
their is no law which authorises the Governor to make a 
contract such as is offered. 

Mr Addisons letter has also been put into my hands by 
the Governor. 

The Case of John McFall, is a matter which requests the 
discretionary exercise of the power of Pardon, vested in the 
Executive, about which I have no right to give an opinion. 

The writ of error for Honeyman, you will please to argue, 
I think the judgment erroneous, and shall not oppose a 
reversal. 

The circumstances of—Moode have never been communicated 
to me, 

The inquiry made by Mr Addison respecting the practice 
of our Court of Common Pleas, in recommending persons for 
Tavern Licences and fixing their number.

Pennsylvania, as settled and declared by the decree of the 
Commissioners or Judges of the United States at Trenton, 
on the thirtieth day of December, one thousand seven hun- 
dred and eighty two, and also in contempt of the laws and 
judicial proceeding of this Commonwealth, and whereas it 
appears to me expedient as well for preserving the public 
peace as for affording a just protection to the property, of 
the real owners, of the said lands, that the said ill-disposed 
persons, their aiders and abettors, should be warned of the 
danger, to which they will inevitably expose themselves, and 
the tranquility of the State by persevering in such unlawful 
conduct, and that collectively and severally, they should be 
enjoined forth with to desist therefrom: therefore, I have 
issued this Proclamation, hereby enjoining all persons whom- 
Soever, aS they regard their own safety, and the public wel- 
fare, to forbear from intruding upon, surveying, occupying 
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and settling any of the lands in the County of Luzerne 
aforesaid or any other lands, within this Commonwealth, 
unless the same be done peaceably and in due course of 
law, and all Judges, Justices Sheriffs and other public Offi- 
cers according to the duties of their respective Stations are 
hereby directed vigilantly to enquire after, and by all lawful 
means to prevent any proceedings of the illegal nature and 
dangerous tendency herein before set forth.

Whereas, I have received satisfactory information that a 
pestilential or contagious disease prevails in the West India 
Islands, and there is great cause to apprehend the introduc- 
tion of the said disease into this Commonwealth by Vessels 
arriving either directly from the said Islands or circuitously 
from the Spanish Main, and other Spanish, French, and Dutch 
Settlements in America. 

Therefore and in pursuance of the authority to me by law 
given, I have deemed it proper forthwith to issue this Proc- 
lamation; hereby giving public notice of the information 
which I have received, and in pursuance of the regulations 
heretofore lawfully made and established by the Inspectors 
of the Health Office, of the Port of Philadelphia, I do hereby 
proclaim direct and require that any and every ship or vessel 
arriving from any foreign Country shall undergo a strict ex- 
amination, before the same shall pass the Health Office; that 
all vessels arriving at the Health Office in a healthy state, 
from any of the West India Islands, the Spanish Main or any 
other Spanish, French or Dutch Settlements in America shall 
undergo a quarantine of five day, from the time of their 
arrival respectively; that all vessels arriving at the Health 
Office, in a healthy state from any port or place at which the 
yellow fever or any other pestilential or contagious disease 
prevailed at the time of their respectively leaving the same, 
shall undergo a quarantine aforesaid for so many days after 
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their arrival respectively, at the Health Office as will make 
the term or period, since they left their respective ports or 
places of departure, amount to twenty five days; that if any 
Ship or Vessel arriving at the Health Office in a Healthy 
State, shall have lost on her passage thither any mariner 
passengers, or other persons belonging to the same in conse- 
quence of any disease, which the Resident Physician shall 
deem to have been of a pestilential or contagious nature, such 
vessel shall undergo a quarantine for the term or period of 
twenty days, to be computed from and after the day of the 
disease of such mariner passenger or other person: that the 
Chests, Clothing, Bedding and other effects of any mariner 
passenger or other person who shall die with a pestilential or 
contagious disease on the voyage, and all other goods wares 
and merchandize supposed to be infected on board of the 
Ship or Vessel shall be landed at the Health Office in order 
that the same may be fumigated and properly cleaned; and 
that all Ships or vessels arriving at the Health Office in a 
sickly state shall be forthwith be reported by the Resident 
Physician to the Inspectors of the Health Office and shall be 
subject to such detention, order and regulations as they shall 
in such cases respectively devise and prescribe. And and the 
Resident Physician Consulting Physician Health Office of the 
Port of Philadelphia and all other persons whosoever in any 
wise intrusted with the execution of the laws for preventing 
the introduction of Pestilential or Contagious diseases into 
this Commonwealth, are required and enjoined to be attentive 
and vigilant in discharging the duties of their respective sta- 
tions and more especially in carrying this Proclamation into 
effect.

An Opinion of the Attorney General respecting unauthorized 
surveys of land, belonging to the Population Company by 
persons intending to improve the same was received and 
is in the following words to wit :— 


Philadelphia June 8th 1795. 
Dear Sir:— 

The Governor has referred to me a letter written by the 
Surveyor General respecting Inconveniences, sustained by ir- 
regular and unauthorized Surveys made by Improvers on 
Land of the Population Company. 

If the Deputy Surveyor is opposed by force in the execu- 
tion of his Office redress may be had by application to a 
Magistrate who will arrest and bind to their good behaviour 
any person transgressing in this respect. 

The Confusion resulting from Surveys made by Persons 
not regularly deputed, is not Made the Subject of a Criminal 
prosecution by any law that I can recollect—a party grieved 
would recover the damages by an Action if he suffers less, 
by a removal of his land marks, and a penalty of ten pounds 
is imposed by an Act of Assembly passed in one thousand 
seven hundred, 

A specifick remedy for the Mischief cannot be obtained 
but from the Legislature.

Pounds, to the same use and to the like imprisonment and 
security for good behaviour, 


Jane Henry the Elder and Jane Henry the Younger who 
were severally convicted of Felony in the County of Phila- 
delphia upon two indictments and sentenced each to pay a 
fine of nine pounds five shillings with Costs of Suit and 
undergo one year and six months Imprisonment at hard 
labour on Condition of their leaving the State forthwith not 
to return. 


William Duncan who was convicted in Dauphin County 
in June one thousand seven hundred and ninety five, of 
Fornication and Bastardy, and sentenced to pay a fine of

Saturday August 22nd 1795. 


The Attorney General’s opinion relatively to instructions on 
lands reserved for the use of the State at Presquisle Le Beuff, 
Conewango, and Fort Franklin, was this day received in 
the following words to wit:— 

Dear Sir :— 

I am clearly of opinion that the repeal of the two laws 
of April the eighth, one thousand seven hundred and ninety 
three, and April eighteenth one thousand seven hundred and 
ninety four which repeal is contained in the last Section of 
the Act passed April eighteenth one thousand seven hundred 
and ninety five does not in the leasf affect the reservation 
made in the thirteenth Section of an Act passed the third of 
April one thousand seven hundred and ninety-two, of the 
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Island which forms the harbour of Presqu-isle at Lake Erie, 
and the adjoining tract of Hight miles by three Miles 

If any persons intrude on this land thus reserved for the 
use of the Commonwealth, by the Act of April 1792, applica- 
tion must be made to them by the Governor direction to 
remove and if they resist by force application must be made 
to the Magistrates and proceedings of Forcibly Entry and 
Detainder or perhaps Hjectments be prosecuted to effect 
their removal

day requested by the Governor. 

The President of the United States having by his proclama- 
tion dated the — day of August instant, thought proper to 
extend the Pardon of the Government of the United States 
to all persons who have been guilty of the Treasons or Mis- 
prisons of Treason in his said Proclamation mentioned, or 
who have been otherwise concerned in the late Insurrection 
within the four Western Counties of this State, who have 
not since been indicted or convicted thereof:—The Governor 
this day took the same into consideration and being desirous 
on his part to pursue a like policy as well on account of 
its humanity as for the sake of preserving uniformity in the 
proceedings of the General and State Governments in rela- 
tion to the same important object accordingly issued his 
Proclamation in the Words following to wit :—

A Proclamation 


Whereas at the Commencement of the late Insurrection in 
the Western part of this State, constituting the fourth Sur- 
vey thereof, I deemed it expedient, to attempt a vindication 
of the violated authority of the laws and a restoration of 
peace harmony and order, by the influence of reason and 
lenity upon the minds of the deluded and refractory, Insur- 
gents: And Whereas, the better to promote so desirable an 
object, I appointed, authorised, and employed, the Honorable 
Thomas MeKean, Chief Justice of this Commonwealth and 
Major General William Irvine (with full confidence in their 
wisdom prudence and patriotism) as Commissioners to con- 
fer with the said Insurgents and on behalf of the Govern- 
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ment of Pennsylvania to promise to them, and every of them 
an Act of Pardon and oblivian for all past transgressions 
upon receiving a satisfactory assurance of a future submis- 
sion to the laws; And Whereas the said Commissioners in 
pursuance of the trust thus reposed in them, did by an In- 
strument under their hands bearing date the twenty fourth 
day of August in the year one thousand seven hundred and 
ninety four promise upon certain terms and Conditions of 
Submission to the laws of this State and of the United States 
to be made in the manner and within the time in the said In- 
strument specified that if the people of the said Western 
Counties should keep the peace, and be of good behaviour 
until the first day of June, now last past, an Act of free and 
general Pardon and oblivion of all treason jnsurrections arsons 
riots and other offences inferior to riots committed perpe- 
trated councelled or suffered by an person or Persons comply- 
ing with the terms and conditions aforesaid within the Coun- 
ties by the said Commissioner’s specified since the fourteenth 
day of June, in the Year one thousand seven hundred and 
ninety four, should be granted so far as the Said Offences 
concerned the State of Pennsylvania, or the Government there- 
of: And Whereas, it appears by a Proclamation heretofore 
issued by the President of the United States that he has 
through proper to extend the Pardon of the Government of 
the United States to all Persons, who have been guilty of the 
Treasons, or Misprisons of Treason in his said Proclamation 
specified, or who have been otherwise concerned in the said 
Insurrection, within the said Survey, but who have not since 
been indicted or Convicted thereof: And I am desirous on my 
part to pursue a like policy as well on account of its human- 
ity as for the sake of preserving uniformity in the proceedings 
of the General and State Governments, in relation to the same 
important object. Therefore, I Thomas Mifflin, Governor of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania have granted and by these 
Presents do grant a full free and entire Pardon to all per- 
sons (not included in the exception herein after declared) 
of all treasons insurrections arsons riots and other offences 
inferior to riots committed within the said fourth Survey 
between the said fourteenth day of July, and the twenty 
second day of August in the year one thousand seven hun- 
dred and ninety four and which may have been and are 
indictable of offences against the said State of Pennsylvania ; 
together with a free and entire remission and release of all 
fines forfeitures, and penalties consequent thereon: Except- 
ing and excluding always nevertheless from all the benefit 
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and advantage or any claim to the benefit and advantage of 
the Pardon, hereby granted: every person who has either 
refused to give the assurance of submission stipulated and 
required as aforesaid, or who having given the same shall 
afterwards have deviated therefrom and now actually stands 
indicted or convicted of any offence, against the State of 
Pennsylvania

A Proclamation 


Whereas, the Board-of Inspectors of the Health Office of 
Philadelphia have reported to me that it appears from au- 
thentic information, to them exhibited, that an infectious or 
Contagious disease exists in the City of New York, in the State 
of New York, and that there is reason also to believe that a 
similar disease exists in the Town of Norfolk, in the State of 
Virginia so that the safety and health of the Citizens of Phila- 
delphia require a stoppage of intercourse with the said in- 
fected places, Therefore in pursuance of the duty in such cases, 
on me enjoined by law, but with a sincere regret for the un- 
happy occasion, I the said Thomas Mifflin, Governor of the 
Said Commonwealth, Have deemed it expedient to issue this 
Proclamation hereby prohibiting, form the term of one month, 
or until such prohibition shall be by proclamation lawfully 
revoked, all intercourse between the said City of Philadelphia 
and the said City of New York, and the said Town of Norfolk 
—and any place or places within five miles thereof respective- 
ly as well by land as by water, under the penalty of three 
hundred Dollars, to be recovered from and paid by each 
and every Person transgressing the said prohibition in the 
manner herein after specified agreeably to the terms and 
directions of the Act of the General Assembly in such case 
made and provided—And to the intent that suitable and effi- 
cient measures may be taken and pursued, for carrying into 
effect the said Prohibition I have further deemed it expedient 
Hereby to request that as well the Mayor Aldermen and other 
Officers of the City as the Inspectors of the Health Office of 
the Port of Philadelphia, shall and will with all possible 
vigilance and lawful authority and power guard the various 
avenues or entrances into the said City of Philadelphia by 
land and by water:—so that any Person or Persons having 
been in the said City of New York or the Said Town of Nor- 
folk, within the Space of ten days and attempting to trans- 
gress the said Prohibition by approaching nearer the City of 
Philadelphia, than five miles shall be forthwith remanded to 
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the place or places whence such Person or Persons respec- 
tively came or shall be conveyed (at the discretion of the 
said Mayor and Aldermen or of the said Inspectors) to the 
Hospital on State Island and there kept as long as the case 
may require—And all citizens particularly those who have 
been in any wise concerned in or shall be acquainted with 
the intercourse between the said City of Philadelphia, and 
the Said infected places are earnestly exhorted and enjoined 
to give to the Mayor or some other Magistrate of the said City 
or to the Inspectors of the Health Office the earliest informa- 
tion of any and every attempt, which shall be made to trans- 
gress or evade the prohibition aforesaid in order that the 
offender and offenders may be dealt with according to law.

the safety and health of the Citizens of Philadelphia require 
that further suitable and efficient measures should be taken 
to carry into effect the said Prohibition :—Therefore, and in 
pursuance of the Authority in me, by law vested, I have 
deemed it expedient to issue this Proclamation hereby ex- 
tending the term heretofore prescribed for the continuance 
of the said prohibition, for one month from the date hereof, 
or until the same shall be lawfully revoked under the regu- 
lations and penalties in the said recited Proclamation set 
forth and declared 


And I do hereby authorise empower and require all 
the Magistrates Constables, and other officers of the City, 
and County of Philadelphia, and the Board Inspectors 
of the Health Office of the Port of Philadelphia effectu- 
ally to Stop all intercourse between the said City of 
Philadelphia and the said City of New York, and Town of 
Norfolk agreeably to the prohibition aforesaid:—and in so 
doing to prevent all travelling between, the said infected 
places and the said City of Philadelphia by land or water 
earriage, to stop all stages and other vehicles; sloops and 
other vessels employed therein; and generally to take all 
such suitable and efficient measures, as may be found neces- 
sary to carry into effect the said prohibition according to 
the true intent and meaning of the Act of General Assembly, 
in such case made and provided: And all the good Citizens 
of the City and County of Philadelphia particularly those 
who have been in any wise concerned, in, or shall be ac- 
quainted with, the intercourse between the said, City of Phila- 
delphia, and the said infected places are ernestly exhorted 
and enjoined to give to the Mayor or some other Magistrate 
of the said City and County of Philadelphia or to the In- 
spectors of the Health office, all useful and necessary aid in 
the Premises as well in guarding and securing the avenues 
of the said City of Philadelphia as in furnishing the earliest 
information of any and every attempt which shall be made 
to transgress or evade the prohibition aforesaid in order that 
the offender and offenders may be dealt with according to law.

In obedience to your Excellency’s instructions of the twenty 
third Ultimo, we have viewed the Philadelphia and Lancaster 
Turnpike Road from the fourteen mile Stone near the Sign 
of the spread Eagle to the Borough of Lancaster—We were 
accompanied by some of the Managers, and the Superintend- 
ant, who informed us that they had ageed with sundry 
persons to make the said Road and that by their Contracts 
they were bound to make the paved or stone part thereof 
twenty four feet wide, instead of twenty one feet as provided 
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by law from repeated and Careful measurement, in different 
parts of the Road we found that in some parts it measured 
twenty four feet and in no one instance, was less than twenty 
one feet. With respect to the depth we were informed by 
the same Gentlemen, that the Contracts were generally, that 
it should be made eighteen inches thick in the Centre and 
twelve inches at the sides of the Pavements, in some parts 
we found disputes had arisen between the Company and the 
Contractors in consequence, of the latter not having fully 
complied with their respective Contracts. The effect of this 
may be that the road will not last so long and the repairs 
more expensive to the Company, but the law, not specifying 
any particular depth but only that it shall be of sufficient 
thickness to secure a solid foundation so as to prevent the 
Wheels of Carriages from cutting into the soil, We are 
unanimously of opinion that the Road is so far executed in 
a Masterly and workmanlike manner as to be fully within 
the intent and meaning of the act of corporation, and there- 
fore do report accordingly.

Section I. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in General 
Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the authority of 
the same, That if any person shall after the passing of this 
Act, take possession of, enter intrude or settle on lands with- 
in the limits of the counties of Northampton, Northumberland 
or Luzerne by virtue or under colour of any conveyance of half 
share right or any other pretended title not derived from the 
authority of this Commonwealth or of the late proprieataries 
of Pennsylvania, before the Revolution such person upon be- 
ing duly convicted thereof upon Indictment in any Court of 
Oyer and Terminer or Court of General quarter Sessions, to 
be held in the proper County, shall forfeit and pay the sum 
of two hundred dollars, one half to the use of the County, 
and the other to the use of the informer and shall also be 
subject te such imprisonment not exceeding twelve months 
as’ the Court before whom such conviction is had may in their 
discretion direct.

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and for the use of the militia generally the surplus to wait 
the future appropriation of the assembly. 

By the Constitution the Governor has a power to remit fines 
and forfeitures 

It has been expressed in an opinion given by the Judges of 
the Supreme Court that where the fine is appropriated to 
the use of the Overseers of the Poor as a particular institu- 
tion the Governor cannot permit the fine. 

I am of opinion that in the present instance as the ap- 
propriation is for the use of the Commonwealth the Governor 
may remit and pardon the fines imposed by virtue of the 
Militia law passed the eleventh of April 1793—altho’ the ap- 
propriation is for the use of the Militia of the Commonwealth 
—yet as any deficiency must be supplied by the State, I think 
the case within the general principle not the exception, and 
therefore that the Governor may pardon the fine

stood and declared that the regulations aforesaid shall not 
extend to the Officers of the United States, nor to the Offi- 
cers and Servants of the Health Department lawfully em- 
ployed in the performance of their respective duties; nor 
to any person or persons, who, shall, in writing, be specially 
licensed and permitted to visit the said Hospital, or any 
vessel under quarantine—by the Board of Inspectors, the 
Resident Physician, or the Health Officer of the Port—And 
I do hereby warn and prohibit all persons whomsoever, 
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under the severest penalties of the law from transgressing 
and evading or attempting to transgress and evade, the said 
regulations or any of them and I require and enjoin the 
good Citizens of this Commonwealth but more especially the 
public officers thereof, according to the duties of their respec- 
tive stations, to be vigilant in carrying the said regulations 
into effect and in apprehending and prosecuting accordingly 
to law any and every person who shall be found offending 
against the same.

The Opinion of the Attorney General in answer to the 
questions stated by the Secretary of the Commonwealth on 
the twenty second instant under instructions from the Gover- 
nor relative to the Office of State Treasurer was this day 
received, and was as follows Vizt :— 


Philada Septr 24th 1796. 
“Sir 


I have considered the two questions stated in your favor of 
the 224 instant. 

The eighth Section of the second Article of the Consitu- 
tion of this Commonwealth, directs that the Governor shall 
appoint all officers whose offices are established by the Con- 
stitution, or shall be established by law, and whose appoint- 
ment are not therein otherwise provided for. 

The fifth Section of the fifth article provides that the State 
Treasurer shall be appointed annually by the joint vote of 
the members of both Houses. All other Officers in the Trea- 
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sury Department may be appointed as shall be directed by 
law. 

I do not find any other part of the Constitution relative 
to this question. 

It appears to me therefore that there is not any constitu- 
tional provision for the present case and that the Governor 
cannot supply a vacancy happening in the Office of State 
Treasurer, when the Legislature is not in Session. 

I do not know that the Governor has any power to apply 
the funds of the State even agreeably to existing appropria- 
tions, but by giving his orders on the Treasurer according 
to law. 

Whether the Legislature ought to be convened is a question 
of expedience not of law. 

It appears to me that the measure you suggested that is 
to lodge the Warrants with the Bank of Pennsylvania they 
to advance the money is the most probable mode of relief 
than can be adoptel in the present exigency.

An opinion of the Attorney General, relative to the vacancy 
in the Office of State Treasurer occasioned by the death of 
Christian Febiger Esquire, was received and was in the words 


following, to wit :— 
Harrisburg October 13th 1796. 


‘Sir 
“T have reflected upon the question, respecting the power 
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of the Governor, to appoint a Treasurer when a vacancy hap- 
pens in the recess of the Legislature 


I have also conversed with many of the Gentlemen of the 
law upon the subject. I find the Judges of the Supreme Court 
are all of opinion that the Governor does possess such power. 


A temporary appointment in such vacancy tho’ not of abso- 
lute necessity is at any rate of great convenience—arrange- 
ments of some kind are indispensably necessary, perhaps 
none can be taken more likely or equally so, to answer the 
purpose as that by a temporary appointment. 


If such appointment is to be made as no express provision 
is contained in the Constitution it of courses devolves upon 
the Governor. 

Upon the whole I think that the Governor may consider 
himself as authorised to make such appointment altho’, in 
general the Constitution ought to be observed with very strict 
construction as to any powers confered upon either branch 
of Government.

The opinion of the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of 
this Commonwealth as to the qualification of the Members 
of the Select and Common Council of the City of Philadelphia, 
was this day requested by the Governor; and an opinion was 
received as follows Vizt :— 


“That the part of the laws for incorporating the City of 
Philadelphia, which respected the Qualifications of the Com- 
mon Council, remained unrepealed; and that it was there 
provided, that the qualifications should be administered by 
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the Mayor. In consequence of the recent change, however, 
in the Constitution of the Corporation it has happened that 
no Mayor ean, at this time, be in actual existence. But 
although the case does not seem to be within the positive 
provisions of any law, it must be governed by higher prin- 
ciples; since the law never requires any thing to be done, 
which is impossible to do, and yet the failure of the City— 
jurisprudence, ought to be prevented. Hence it is to be 
considered, that the Executive Magistrate is charged by the 
Constitution to see that the laws be faithfully executed ; 
and it is a principle of all, governments, that its officers must 
in cases of necessity, So act to prevent an injury to the 
Republic.” Upon these principles the Chief Justice is of 
opinion that the duty of administering the qualifications de- 
volved on the Governor, but recommended ex abundanté 
cantali, that, After the election of the Mayor, the Members 
of the Select and Common Council should be again qualified 
before that officer, which would obviate all doubts as to the 
validity of the ordinance that might afterwards be passed.” 
See letter Book Vol 2. page 457.

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The opinion of the Chief Justice was received this day as 
to the manner of Administering the oaths of Office, and of 
fidelity, an the United States, and the State of Pennsylvania 
to the Select and Common Council and to the Presidents 
thereof, was transmitted to Francis Gurney as Chairman of 
the Select Council, and to Samuel Hodgdon as Chairman of 
the Common Council for their information.

places for holding Elections for the Electors of a President 
and Vice President of the United States,” being now received 
from all the Counties of the State (except the Counties of 
Westmoreland Fayette and Greene) the Governor took the 
same, and the said Act Assembly into consideration with an 
opinion which was given by the Judges of the Supreme Court 
and the Attorney General in the year one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety two in relation to certain embarrassments 
that arose in the Election of Hlectors held in that year, and 
finding similar embarrassments to arise as to the late Elec- 
tion, this day, directed the Secretary of the Commonwealth 
to transmit to the Judges of the Supreme Court, the Presi- 
dent of the first district of Common Pleas and the Attorney 
General a copy of the said opinion; and to request them to 
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compare the several Acts of Assembly, under which the Hlec- 
tions have been held, and to report to him whether any 
and what variance exists between them, which might lead 
to a change of the opinion. 

The opinion of Judges Shippen and Smith of the grants 
Court, Judge Biddle President of the first district of the 
court of Common Pleas, and the Attorney General was re- 
ceived accordingly, in the following words, to wit :— 

“Sir. 

“We have considered and compared the two Acts of As- 
sembly, respecting the Election of Electors of President and 
Vice President of the United States. 

The Act of 1792, directs the Sheriffs of the several Coun- 
ties, to transmit to the Governor returns of the Election 
within twelve days after the Election. 

By the law of the first of April 1796, the Prothonotary 
of the proper County is directed to transmit to the Governor 
a Return of the Elections so as the same may be delivered 
within fourteen days after the Election. 

We are of opinion, that no variance exists between those 
Acts that can lead to a change of sentiment and that apply- 
ing the same principal in the present case the Governor should 
postpone any decision on the Election of Electors until the 
morning of Wednesday the twenty third instant, the last 
Wednesday of the month in the year 1792, being the 28th and 
in the present year, the thirtieth of the Month of November.

mit acts of plunder and depredation during the conflagration: 
Therefore, I have deemed it expedient to issue this Proclama- 
tion:—hereby offering a reward of five hundred dollars, to 
any person or persons, who shall discover the said conspiracy 
and the parties therein wickedly concerned, so that the in- 
cendiaries, or any of them may be apprehended secured, tried 
and convicted; which reward shall be accordingly paid, on 
the conviction of all or any of the offenders: and if the per- 
son or persons making such discovery hath, or have been, 
concerned in any attempt heretofore made, or in any con- 
spiracy with a view hereafter, to set fire to the said City or 
Suburbs.

quainted; and by his deportment and conversation has uni- 
formly manifested a warm attachment to the honor interest 
and prosperity of the French Republic.

of Philadelphia, and the Counties of Bucks, Montgomery and 
Delaware, in the room of James Biddle Esquire lately decd. 





Tuesday June 20th 1797. 


Upon recommendation in favor of Samuel Jago from seven 
Members of the House of Representatives in the Congress of 
the United States for Pennsylvania, the said Samuel Jago 
was appointed and commissioned to be a Justice of the 
Peace in and for the townships of Hallam and York in the 
County of York. 

A Licence to follow the employment of a Hawker and Ped- 
lar for one year within this Commonwealth with one Horse 
was this day granted to John Alford upon recommendation 
from the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the Peace 
of the County of Lancaster and Bond given according to law. 

The Attorney General wes requested to favor the Governor, 
with his opinion on the Bill entitled “An Act for regulating

Colonel Gurney was at the 
same time informed thereof and requested to favor Colonel 
Biddle with an early conversation in order to fix the prin- 
ciples of the Report.

By direction of the Governor, the Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth transmitted to Josiah Harmer Esquire Adjutant 
General of the Militia of Pennsylvania, a copy of a Letter

Therefore, and in pursuance of the authority to me by law 
given I have deemed it proper to issue this Proclamation 
hereby giving public notice, of the information which I have 
received as aforesaid, and directing that any and every ship 
or vessel coming from any of the said West India Islands, 
from New Orleans, or from any French, Dutch, or Spanish 
Port on the Main, shall be stopped and detained in the Stream 
of the River Delaware, opposite the Health Office on State 
Island, to the intent that the Master or Captain and all per- 
sons on board such Ship or Vessel, shall there do, execute 
and perform a Quarantine of five days and for such longer 
term as the Resident Physician, with the advice of the Con- 
sulting Physician and the Inspectors of the Health Office shall 
devise and prescribe: And the Resident Physician, Consult- 
ing Physician Health Officer, and the Inspectors of the Health 
Office of the Port of Philadelphia and all other persons in 
any wise entrusted with the execution of the law for pre- 
venting the introduction of pestilential or contagious diseases 
into this Commonwealth, are required and enjoined to be at- 
tentive and vigilent in discharging the duties of their respec- 
tive Stations and more effectually in carrying this Proclama- 
tion into effect.

Health Office, to William Allen Health Officer and to Doctors 
Duffield and Mease, consulting and resident Physicians of the 
Port instructing them to take immediate measures for carry- 
ing the said Proclamation into complete effect, as far as de- 
pends on the duties of their respective Offices; the alarm oc- 
casioned by the yellow fever having made its appearance in 
Penn Street was communicated to them by the Governor and 
they were instructed to investigate the facts and to take 
every precaution in their power to avert the calamity, and to 
relieve the public mind; also to make an early communica- 
tion to the Governor of any important intelligence. 

A letter was written to Dr. John Redman President of the 
College of Physicians on the same subject.

A Licence to follow the employment of a Hawker and 
Pedlar, on foot, for one year, within this Commonwealth, was 
granted to Thomas Bailey, upon recommendation from the 
Court of General Quarter Sessions of the Peace of the County 
of Philadelphia; and Bond given according to law. 

The Governor wrote a letter to Doctor John Redman Presi- 
dent of the College of Physicians informing him of the alarm 
that prevails of the fever having made its appearance in the 
neighbourhood of Penns Street, and requesting, that he will 
obtain from his Brethern of the College of Physicians a state- 
ment of the facts that have occurred in the course of their 
practice and an opinion on the best mode of averting the 
calamity that threatens.

The Inspectors of the Health Office having represented to 
the Governor, that from the information which they have 
received it would be proper to impose a Quarantine on Ves- 
sels arriving in this Port from any British Port or Ports on 
the Main and requesting that a Proclamation might be issued 
to extend to Vessels arriving from such Ports.

A Licence to follow the employment of a Hawker and Ped- 
lar, on foot, for one year, within this Commonwealth was 
granted to James Strong, upon recommendation; and Bond 
given according to law. 

John Brien was appointed and Commissioned a Justice of 
the Peace in and for the district of Codorus and Manheim 
Townships in the County York. 





Wednesday August 234 1797. 


A remission was granted to John Wardner, who was con- 
victed of in the County of Berks, and sentenced 
by the Court of General Quarter Sessions of the Peace of 
the said County, to pay a fine of ten pounds with Costs &c. 

The Inspectors of the Health Office of the Port of Phila- 
delphia having represented to the Governor, that they have 
reason to apprehend that opposition will be given to the 
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persons employed by them in removing the sick and that 
other measures and regulations, which they have deemed 
proper and necessary, at this time, will be opposed; and 
requested the aid of the Governor in adopting such means 
as he may deem expedient by Proclamation or otherwise to 
enforce the regulations adopted by them from time to time, 
agreeably to law. The Governor thereupon, this day issued

A Proclamation. 


Whereas, it is provided in and by an Act of the General 
Assembly entitled “An Act to amend and repeal certain pro- 
visions in the health laws of this Commonwealth,” That 
the Governor, or in his absence a majority of the Board of 
Inspectors shall have full power and authority to prohibit 
all intercourse with infected places within the United States 
under any penalty not exceeding three hundred dollars on 
each person transgressing the said prohibition, to be recovered 
by action of debt or by Indictment one half to be paid to 
the Inspectors for the benefit of the Hospital on State Island, 
and the other half to the benefit of the informer, and to 
direct the removal of any person or persons infected, or who 
from their exposure to the operation of contagion are liable 
to become so, and to order the quarantine to be performed 
by any Vessel, and to direct the removal and purification of 
any Vessel goods, wares, and merchandize, and to take such 
suitable and effecient measures as may be found necessary 
to prevent all such intercourse, and to carry into complete 
effect the aforesaid provisions, and to cause such persons 
as transgress or disobey the same to be conveyed to the 
Hospital on State Island, and there kept for one month, 
or such shorter time as the case may require,” And whereas 
it unhapily appears the malignant and contagious fever 
exists in Penns Street, and the vicinity thereof, in the City 
of Philadelphia, and it becomes necessary for the general 
safety of the Citizens, that all intercourse should be prohibited 
with the said infected places or with any other place or 
places to which the contagion may and shall extend; and 
that any and every person or persons infected with the said

malignant and contagious fever or exposed to the operation 
thereof, within the said City of Philadelphia should be re- 
moved to some convenient place out of the City: And where- 
as, the following are deemed suitable efficient and necessary 
measures and regulations to prevent all intercourse with the 
infected place aforesaid and to effectuate the wise and be- 
nevolent purposes of the law: that is to say :— 


I. That all communication with the wharves houses, and 
inhabitants situated between Spruce and South Streets to 
extend from the River to the west side of Front Street, ex- 
cept by the necessary attendance, be cut off by placing poles 
or fences across all the Streets and avenues within the said 
distance, that the Shipping be removed from the wharves 
from Spruce to South Street, and that Yellow flags be placed 
at the corner of each of the Streets communicating to this 
part of the City 


II. That every person infected with a contagious fever 
(whose particular case will admit of removal) shall be re- 
moved by the friends of the deceased, or by the Health Officer 
to a proper situation distant from the City. 


III, That the Inhabitants of all houses adjoining or op- 
posite to those which contain sick, or in which the sick may 
have been shall immediately remove on notice from the In- 
spectors, or be removed under the direction of the Health 
Officer. 


IV. That a Yellow flag shall be suspended from all houses 
which contain sick persons, or from which the sick have 
been removed; and that except the necessary attendants no 
person all be allowed to enter the same until the said house 
shall be properly cleansed. 

Vv. That the Physicians of the City and Liberites be re- 
quested, when any case of contagion shall come within their 
knowledge, to give notice to the Health Office or to either of 
the Inspectors. 

Now therefore, I have deemed it a duty, highly interesting 
to the safety and welfare of the community to issue this 
Proclamation, hereby recognizing, authorizing and establishing 
all and singular the measures aforesaid to be pursued and 
enforced in such manner as the Inspectors of the Health Office 
shall deem most beneficial and effectual for the purposes 
thereby designed: And, if any person or persons whosoever, 
(other than the Officers of the Health Office, Physicians, 
and necessary attendants by them respectively employed) 
shall hold any intercourse with the infected place described 
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and enclosed as aforesaid, or with any other house or houses, 
place or places, within the City aforesaid from which a 
yellow Flag or Flags from any house or houses place or places, 
which the said Inspectors or their agents shall deem to be 
infected as aforesaid, or shall forcibly resist or prevent mak- 


ing such inclosure or suspending such Flag or Flags and 


after such inclosure has been made or Flag or Flags has or 


have been Suspended, shall without the direction and authority 
of the Inspectors, remove and abate such inclosure, or take 
down, destroy, or conceal such Flag or Flags from public 
view; or shall refuse or resist, delay or prevent, the said In- 
spectors and other Officers of the health Office and their assist- 
ants or any of them in the removal of any persons or persons 
in conformity to the foregoing measures and regulations or 
in performing any other act or thing whatsoever which they 
may lawfully do to prevent all intercourse with any infected 
place or places aforesaid and to carry into complete effect 
the aforesaid measures and regulations, shall be forthwith 
conveyed to the Hospital on State Island, and there kept for 
one month, and shall be liable to further prosecution and 
punishment as the law directs. And the Resident Physician, 
Consulting Physician Health Officer and the Inspectors of 
the Health Office and all other persons in anywise entrusted 
with the execution of the law for the preventing the intro- 
duction of pestilential or contagious diseases into this Com- 
monwealth and all the Executive and Judicial Officers, accord- 
ing to the duties of their respective stations, and all the 
good citizens of the Commonwealth are required, enjoined 
and exhorted to be attentive and vigilent in discharging their 
respective duties on this important occasion, and particularly 
in carrying this Proclamation into effect.

A Return of the General Election of Sheriffs of the City 
and County of Philadelphia, being presented to the Governor, 
it appeared that Jonathan Penrose and William Calladay, 
were duly elected; whereupon Jonathan Penrose was ap- 
pointed and commissioned Sheriff of the City and County of 
Philadelphia ; and a Commission was issued accordingly ; and 
a Bond was taken from Thomas Penrose and Joshua Hum- 
phreys Shipwrights and William Robinson the Elder, Esquire 
of the district of Southwark, and Sharp Delaney Esquire of 
the City of Philadelphia, as sureties, for the faithful per- 
formance of the duties of the said Office of Sheriff according 
to law. 

Returns of the General Blections of the Counties of Bucks 
and Dauphin, held for Sheriffs, were presented to the Gover- 
nor with a Return of Coroners elected in the first mentioned 
County, from which it appears that the following Gentleman 
were duly and fairly elected vizt: Daniel Thomas and Phineas 
Paxson Sheriff of the Counties of Bucks, and Cephas Childs 
junr and Abner Buckman Coroners of the said County: and 
Henry Orth and Anthony Kelker Sheriff of the County of 
Dauphin, whereupon the Governor appointed and commis- 
sioned Daniel Thomas to be Sheriff of the County of Bucks, 
and Cephas Childs junior Coroner of the said County, also 
Henry Orth to be Sheriff of the County of Dauphin. 

The following Gentlemen were then accepted by the Gover- 
nor, as sureties, for the said Officers, vizt :—for Daniel Thomas, 
Isaac Thomas and Joseph Thomas. For Cephas Childs junr 
Cephas Childs senr and Jonathan Worthington: and for Henry 
Orth, John Andre Hanna, and John Kean Esquires, from 
whom Bonds were taken in due form. 
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A Certificate signed Kearney Wharton President of the Com- 
mon Council, and by Francis Gurney President of the select 
Council, of the City of Philadelphia, certifying to the Gover- 
nor the election of Hilary Baker Esquire as Mayor of the 
City of Philadelphia, for the ensuing year was this day pre- 
sented to the Governor; whereupon the Governor administered 
to the Mayor, the usual oaths of fidelity and of Office. 





Wednesday October 18th 1797. 

A Return of the Election of Sheriffs held in the County of 
Northumberland was presented to the Governor, by which 
it, appeared, that. Robert Irwin and Robert Brady were duly 
elected; whereupon Robert Irwin was appointed and com- 
missioned Sheriff of the County of Northumberland, and a 
Commission was issued according :—William McAdams was 
also appointed and commissioned coroner of the said County, 
he having had the highest number of votes, for that Office, 
at the General Election.

A Proclamation. 


Whereas, the Inspectors of the Health Office of the Port of 
Philadelphia, have reported to me, that in their judgment, 
it is no longer necessary to impose a general quarantine on 
Vessels arriving in this port, from any of the West India 
Islands, from New Orleans, or from any British, French, 
Dutch, or Spanish Ports on the Maine. Therefore I have 
issued this Proclamation, hereby revoking the Proclamations 
heretofore by me issued, bearing date the eleventh and fif- 
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teenth days of August last; and allowing and permitting all 
Vessels whatsoever arriving from any Port beyond Seas, to 
enter the Port of Philadelphia, without being subject to the 
performance of quarantine, unless the Resident Physician 
shall, on visiting any such Vessel, deem the same to be in 
a dangerous and sickly state, when such reasonable Quaran- 
tine shall be performed, as the Inspectors of the Port shall 
direct and establish.

The Governor being desirous of laying before the Legis- 
lature a statement of the circumstances attending the calamity, 
which has recently visited the City of Philadelphia requesting 
answers to the following enquiries, from the President of the 
College of Physicians. What measures ought to be pursued 
to purify the City from any latent infection? and what pre- 
cautions are best calculated to guard against the future oc- 
currence of a similar calamity? 

From the Inspectors of the Health Office of the Port of 
Philadelphia. 

At what time and what place did the disorder made its 
appearance, and to what quarters of the City did its ravages 
extend? 

How many Citizens have died since the commencement of 
the disorder, how many recovered, who had been afflicted 
with it and what number of Orphans have been deprived of 
their parents on this occasion? 

What accommodation and supplies were provided for the 
sick and the poor, what monies have been disbursed and 
what debts have been incurred? 

What is the amount of the charitable contributions, for 
the relief of the sick and poor? 

What measures are necessary to purify the City from 
any latent infection; and what general precautions ought to 
be taken to guard against a similar calamity in future? 
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Wednesday October 25th 1797.

this day reported answers to the Governor’s enquiries as 
follows vizt :—

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“The Board having under consideration the Governor's 
letter of 26th October. Report following as answers to his 
several enquiries.” 


“No the first, That the disorder commenced early in August, 
and first made its appearance in the neighbourhood of Penn 
Street, it also appeared at Kensington about the 15th August, 
from those places it spread to the different parts of the City, 
but principally from pine Street Southward so as to include 
Southwark. At Kensington proportioned to the number of 
Inhabitants, the disorder raged with considerable violence, in 
several of the Streets in the lower parts of the city and 
Southwark few families who remained in their Houses 
escapted an attack.” 


“To the second, That about twelve hundred and fifty per- 
sons including children, have died during the months of 
August, September and October; (a considerable number were 
new comers and persons not entitled to maintenance as Resi- 
dents in the City and County of Philadelphia) about one 
thousand of those we presume were carried off with the 
prevailing fever. No just estimate can be formed of the 
number recovered, who were seized with the disorder; but 
probably about 4000 persons; about twenty children have 
come under the notice of the Board, who were deprived of 
their parents or left distitute; those were placed with the 
overseers of the Poor, who have provided a house and neces- 
saries for their accommodation.” 


“To the third, That the buildings at the Wigwam belong- 
ing to the public, were fitted up for the reception of the sick 
and convalescents, those buildings with a brick house adjoin- 
ing (hired for the purpose) were sufficient to accommodate 
with convenience from sixty to eighty patients—During the 
prevalence of this disorder the expenses of the Health Office 
(not including State Island Hospital) will from the _ best 
estimate, that can now be made amount ‘to nineteen thousand 
Dollars; about twelve thousand Dollars of which has been 
paid by Loans from the Bank of Pennsylvania, amounting 
to six thousand dollars and by appropriating about six thou- 
sand dollars of the monies raised for building an Hospital.” 

“To the fourth, That the Board of Health have received 
no donations, the Citizens having forwarded the monies raised 
for the use of the Poor to the Commissioners appointed by 
law for distributing the ten thousand dollars granted in so 
prompt a manner, by the Legislature, to the amount of about 
eighteen thousand Dollars, to Samuel Coates and others, who 
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assisted to afford relief to the sick and Poor to the amount 
of three thousand one hundred dollars, and to a Committee 
of Citizens, who voluntarily took charge of the tents erected 
for the reception of families, removing from the seat of the 
disorder to amount of about two thousand dollars probably 
the whole sum contributed will amount to 23,100 Dollars.” 


“To to fifth, That several reputable citizens have employed 
themselves in having the buildings (where the sick had been 
seated) properly cleaned, the board also strongly recommended 
to the Citizens to employ persons to air and cleanse their 
houses, previous to the return of their families.” 

“The Board having replied to all the Queries proposed by 
the Governor except the last, vizt:—‘What general precau- 
tions ought to be taken to guard against a similar calamity 
in future? feel it a duty in their reply, to embrace this op- 
portunity of expressing their opinion fully on the subject hav- 
ing had experience of the operation of the present system of 
laws for the regulation of the Health Department, and per- 
ceiving in it many and great defects and that the existing 
laws are quite inadequate to produce the benefits contem- 
plated by the Legislature—They therefore suggest some amend- 
ments and alterations, which they consider of the utmost 
consequence, and which they are convinced would have a 
happy operation in preventing the introduction or the spread- 
ing of contagious disorders when they appear in the City or 
Liberties ; and as the laws are to operate on many uninformed 
Citizens and Strangers, it is necessary they should be as 
clear and perspicuous as possible—they therefore recommend 
that all the existing laws, or those parts of them thought 
necessary to be retained, together with any new matter, be- 
consolidated into one intire law; and all former ones repealed.” 


“Ist A Quarantine of five days ought to be laid from the 
15th June to the 15th October on all Vessels arriving from 
New Orleans the West Indies and the Maine.” 


“2d During that period an experienced Ship Master shall 
be appointed: by the Board to reside at the Marine Hospital, 
who shall visit with the resident Physician every Ship or 
Vessel arriving (except coasters who are not compelled to 
receive a visit unless they have sick on board) and who 
shall together with the Resident Physician make the strictest 
seach and examination on Board—no visit shall be made but 
in this manner.” 

“3d That on all vessels from any Port or place having 
sick on board, or from a port which is declared to be sickly 
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a quarantine of five days shall be imposed and be pro- 
longed at the discretion of the Resident Physician with 
the approation of the Board of Health, the Vessel bedding 
and clothing, shall be properly cleansed, and if thought neces- 
sary the spare sails washed and fumigated the cargo taken 
out, and such part of it as maybe necessary shall be aired 
and cleansed before it be permitted to be sent to the 
City—all vessels while detained opposite the Marine Hos- 
pital during dry weather, to have their Hatches and cabbins 
constantly open during the day.” 


“Coasting Vessels who may arrive with any sick on 
board, from 15th June to 15th October, shall stop opposite the 
Marine Hospital to receive a visit and be subject to the same 
regulations as those from foreign ports.” 


“4th Passengers and Crews of Vessels detained opposite 
the Marine Hospital shall be allowed to reside within the 
bounds thereof during such detention Masters of Vessels 
shall be compelled to land every person belonging to their 
Vessels and Passengers at the Marine Hospital at least five 
hours in each day when the Weather permits. Owners and 


‘Masters to be compelled to supply their crews with fresh 


provisions and vegetables sufficient for their maintenance 
during the detention—and in case of neglect, shall be fur- 
nished by the Steward of the Hospital, at the expense of 
the Masters and Owners—Masters to allow no persons to 
go on board their Vessels while under Quarantine, except 
the Passengers and crew, that belong to them, the Resi- 
dent Physician or Ship Master appointed to visit with him— 
neither shall they suffer passengers nor crew to land at 
any place, except at the Marine Hospital, nor permit any 
person to have communication with them—any Master neg- 
lecting or refusing to comply with any of these regulations 
shall forfeit and pay the sum of one hundred Dollars, Pilot 
and Passengers fifty dollars, and any of the Officers or crew 
twenty dollars.” 


“5th That if any Master, Officer, any of the Crew Pilot 
or Passengers of any Vessel bound to Philadelphia and sub- 
ject to the laws of the Port, previous to such Vessels re- 
ceiving a Bill of Health from the Resident Physician shall 
be found any where within the State of Pennsylvania 
(except within the jurisdiction of the Marine Hospital) such 
person shall forfeit and pay the sum of five hundred dol- 
lars for the payment thereof the Vessel from which said 
person may have landed, the Master and Owner shall be 
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liable except where such person may have eloped from the 
limits to be prescribed by the Board of Health on State 
Island.” 


6th That the Master of every Vessel arriving at the Port 
of Philadelphia and such of the Passengers Pilot and Crew, as 
the Resident Physician may deem proper be examined on 
Oath or Affirmation, and if any Master or Person so examined 
be convicted of giving false statements or shall be concerned 
in secreting any person on board such person shall forfeit 
and pay a fine of one thousand Dollars, and suffer one year’s 
imprisonment at hard labour. That the Consulting Physi- 
cian and Health Officer visit every Vessel, except coasters, 
at fartherst, within twenty four hours after their arrival 
before the City and Liberties previous previous to their haul- 
ing to any Wharf, landing any Passengers or any of their 
Crew from 15th June to 15th October whether they have 
been under detention or not, and if found sickly, or in an 
unclean state, report their particular situation to the Board, 
who shall take such Order thereon as they shall judge 
proper—and that if any Master, Pilot, Passenger or any of 
the Crew shall land from said Vessel previous to such Visit 
the Master shall forfeit and pay a fine of five hundred dol- 
lars.” 


“qth That as these regulations will increase the number 
of Vessels to be visited, the fee of the Resident Physician 
and Consulting Physician should not exceed two dollars for 
each Vessel visited.” 


“8th For the accommodation of persons arriving in Vessels 
detained at the Marine Hospital the buildings occupied by 
the Resident Physician should be appropriated to the Officers 
and Passengers and a suitable one prepared for the Crews— 
Additional and more convenient Storehouses built for the 
reception of cargoes which may require cleansing—An ad- 
ditional quantity of land from eight to ten acres procured 
adjoining the present precincts, and another house build for 
the Resident Physician.” 

“In addition to the foregoing regulations which are calcu- 
lated chiefly to prevent the introduction of contagious dis- 
eases from abroad under which description the board are 
clearly of opinion are to be considered the fevers of 1793 
and 1797.—It appears indispensibly necessary that the Of- 
ficers imployed in the business should believe in the doctrine 
of contagious diseases being imported, as persons possessing 
that belief will be likely to be the most guarded in their 
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examinations—That the Consulting and Resident Physicians 
and the Health Officers, be liable to a fine of four hundred 
dollars for neglect of duty and to dismissal from Office on 
the request of a majority of the Inspectors.” 


“In the event of a contagious disease being introduced 
into the City the Board are of opinion that if prompt and 
efficient measures could be immediately pursued under the 
Sanction of the laws that it might be intirely extinguished 
in its first stage, or at any rate much of its fatality avoided, 
to this end they recommend.” 


“Ist That the present Hospital be sold, and a large com- 
modious one, with a number of small separate buildings be 
erected, on high and healthy ground, sufficient to contain 
four or five hundred patients—That a Steward and Matron 
shall constantly reside there, the Hospital and out build- 
ings to be at all times ready to receive such persons as 
may be sent there.’ | 


“94 The Board to have authority to raise by loan when 
the exigencies of the City and Liberties may require it such 
sums as may be necessary to be repaid by a tax to be re- 
paid by a tax to be laid on the Citizens.” 

“3d Every occupier of houses for the reception and ac- 
commodation of sea faring people, or strangers coming from 
on ship board from the 15th June to 15th October shall re- 
port to the Health Officer or Consulting Physician every 
person who may be taken sick in their Houses who shall 
immediately visit such person—Any occupier of Houses afore- 
said neglecting or refusing shall forfeit any pay the sum of 
one hundred dollars.” ' 

“4th The owners of Docks from Pooles bridge to the 
upper side of Almond Street, should be compelled without 
delay to have them properly cleansed out, and deepened so 
as that at low water the bottom thereof may be covered, 
and where this cannot be done such dock to be filled up.” | 

“5th The City and County Commissioners to see that the 
Streets lanes, buildings and lots are kept properly cleansed 
in the city and Liberties.’ 

“Gth The Board strongly recommend that measures be im- 
mediately taken to have a supply of pure water introduced 
into the City and Liberties, as well for family uses. as to 
purify and cleanse the City.” 

“?th That whenever there is reason to apprehend the exist- 
ence of a contagious disease (other than small pox or 
measles) the Board shall be authorised.-to-select*five Physi- 
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cians, who will take the subject into serious consideration 
and give an opinion thereupon If a majority shall agree 
that a disease exists in the City or Liberties, in its nature 
contagious or likely to become so, The Board to have full 
power and authority to adopt such regulations to remove 
or arrest its progress as they may deem expedient; they 
shall have power to remove the sick, when it can be done 
consistent with humanity and propriety to remove all per- 
sons who may be in danger of receiving or spreading the 
contagion to prevent all intercourse with infected places and 
persons, except what they shall deem absolutely necessary.” 

“The Goveror at the request of the Board to issue his 
Proclamation ordaining and directing all persons to conform 
to the rules and regulations of the Health Office, and com- 
manding all Officers civil and Military to aid the Inspectors 
to carry their regulations into effect, all persons opposing 
them to be liable to a fine of One hundred dollars or three 
months Imprisonment.

In compliance with the request contained in the Gover- 
hors letter the twenty fourth of last month the President 
of the College of Physicians of Philadelphia, this day, re- 
ported answers to the Governors enquiries as follows vizt :— 
“Sir 

“We have have duly considered your letter of the 24th 
Ulte and shall chearfully comply with the requisitions con- 
tained therein.” 

“The measures to be pursued for purifying the City from 
any latent Infection are such us We have heretofore recom- 
mended. vizt:—A_ strict attention to cleanliness, washing, 
whitewashing and ventilating the infected Houses, Bedding 
and Clothing; and fumigating them with Charcoal and Sul- 
pher or a mixture of oil of vitriol and saltpetre—These with 
the frost we believe will be found sufficient entirely to 
destroy any latent contagion,” 

“But the latter part of your enquiry viz: What Precau- 
tions are best calculated to guard against the future occur- 
rence of a similar calamity, is, an Object of such magnitude 
as to demand a more particular reply.” 

“We have on former occasions communicated our senti- 
nents on this head, but as you now inform us, that it is 
intended to establish a foundation for future regulations, 
we willingly enter into the detail, and though this will 
principally consist of repetition, yet it maybe useful to have 
our ideas presented in one view, for your consideration. 
And as these Sentiments have been more fully confirmed 
by recent events, we are again induced earnestly to recom- 
mend a strict adoption of the measures we advised in our 
communication of August 18th 1797 as being the best ecaleu- 
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lated to guard against the future introduction of contagious 
diseases. We now recapitulate those advices with some ad- 
ditions,”’ 

“Let an entire new health law be made constituting a 
Board of Health to consist of five persons two of whom to 
be practitioners of Physic—The smallness of the number will 
ensure responsibility and a constant, residence in the City— 
and Professional knowledge will be necessary to assist in di- 
recting the measures of the Board. Let no person whose 
private interest may be affected by Quarantine laws be a 
member of this Board.” 


“Let a sufficient sum of money per annum be subject to 

the Drafts of the Board; who shall render to the Assembly | 
a yearly account of their expenditures—Let this board sit . 
daily during the Months of July, August, September and 
October, and during these months let every Vessel from the 
Mediterranean Coast of Africa. West Indies, and continent 
of America to the Southward of Florida, perform an effectual 
Quarantine. Let the Cargoes of suspicious Vessels be un- 
loaded, and with the Vessels be purified at the Island.” 


“Let a Resident Physician, or Health Officer be appointed, 
who shall never be absent from the Island during the above \t 
mentioned Months, and a Consulting Physician, who shall il 
reside at Philadelphia.” 

“Let the Punishment of a Master of a Vessel, who evades 
the law, by landing Cargo, Crew or Passengers contrary to 1 | 
the intent and meaning of it, be the same as for murder of ) 
the second degree. Let no Vessel of War be allowed to | 
come above the Fort.” 

“Let co-operative laws be procured from the neighbouring 
Legislatures or from Congress.” 

“Let the Board of Health have full power with the con- 
currence of the Governor, to cutt off the intercourse with 
infected persons and _ places.”—Let the long projected Hos- 
pital be erected.” 

“Let the most diligent and scrupulous attention be given 
to cleaning and watering the Streets, Gutters and Wharves, 
throughout the City and Liberties” 

“Such are the precautions which we believe best calculated 
to guard against the future occurrence of calamities similar 
to those we have experienced. If further discoveries shall 
happily add to our knowledge on this important subject we 
Shall not fail to make such communications to the Governor 
without delay.”

To John Poyk, who was convicted of an Assault and Bat- 
tery and sentenced to pay a fine of ten dollars with costs 
of prosecution, and to give security for good behaviour &c. 





Tuesday November 9th 1797. 


A Resolution of the Board of Inspectors of the Health Office 
of Philadelphia expressing an opinion unanimously that the 
Resident Physician and Consulting Physician of the Port 
are improper persons to fill the stations they now do, was 
this day received and the same was immediately communi- 
cated to Doctors Duffield and Mease in a letter written by 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth by direction of the Gov- 
ernor, for their information, and to give them an opportunity 
of making any remarks, or giving any explanation which the 
oceasion suggests. 

A Letter was written by the Governor to the President of 
the United States informing him that a Contract has been 
concluded with Messrs Thomas and John Ketland for sup- 
plying the State of Pennsylvania with ten thousand stands 
of arms; and requesting that the president will favor the 
Executive of this State, with a letter to the American Minister 
at the Court of London, in order to obtain the necessary 
permit for exporting the arms from Great Britain. 
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Friday November 10th 1797. 


A Licence to follow the employment of a Pedlar with one 
horse, for on year, within this Commonwealth was granted 
to Alexander Phillips, upon recommendation from the Court 
of Quarter Sessions of Philadelphia County; and Bond given 
accordingly. 





Saturday November 11th 1797. 


The Governor, this day accepted the resignation of Ben- 
jamin Brooke, Esquire, of his Office of Justice of the Peace, 
for the district of Upper and Lower Merion Townships, in 
the County of Montgomery; and thereupon in compliance, 
with a respectable recommendation, appointed and commis- 
sioned John Curwen, to fill the the vacancy occasioned by the 
said resignation. 





Wednesday November 15th 1797. 

A contract was, this day, concluded with Thomas and John 
Ketland of the City of Philadelphia Merchants, for import- 
ing ten thousand stands of arms for the use of the Com- 
monwealth, under an Act of the General Assembly, passed 
the twenty eighth day of March last as follows vizt:— 

Articles of Agreement, made and entered into on the fif- 
teenth day of November, in the Year of our Lord one thou- 
sand seven hundred and ninety seven Between Thomas Mif- 
flin Governor of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in be- 
half of the said Commonwealth of the one part; and Thomas 
Ketland and John Ketland of the City of Philadelphia in 
the said Commonwealth Merchants of the other part; Where- 
as, the General Assembly of this Commonwealth, did in and 
by an Act entitled “An Act to provide arms for the use of 
the Commonwealth,’ passed the twenty eighth day of March 
last authorize and empower the Governor to procure by pur- 
chase, as speedily as may be, ten thousand stands of arms 
of a size and quality best adapted for field service to be of 
the fashion or pattern of the French Charleville Musquet 
and of the dimensions following, to wit :—the length of each 
barrel to be three feet eight inches and to receive a ball of 
the size of eighteen to the pound; each barrel to undergo 
the same degree of proof as is now in use, for the proof 
on those made for the service of the United States, and to 
be stamped or marked near the breech with the letters C EF: 
the locks to be upon the best construction, double briddled 
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on a flat plate and marked with the letters aforesaid; the 
mounting Iron with the bands and swivels and spring to 
each band; the ramrods to be of well tempered steel; the 
bayonets to be fifteen inches in the blade made of steel well 
tempered and polished; the stocks to be made of well sea- 
soned walnut; the length of the butt of the Musquet to be 
fifteen and a half inches from the breech end of the barrel 
to the heel plate; the side pins, the breech pins and trigger 
to be case hardened; the weight of the Musquet and bayonet 
thus compleated not to exceed eleven pounds: And Whereas, 
the said Thomas Ketland and John Ketland have made pro- 
posals for importing into this Commonwealth from foreign 
parts the ten thousand stands of Arms before mentioned, 
agreeably to the true intent and meaning of the Legislature, 
which proposals the said Thomas Mifflin, deems it for the 
interest of the said Commonwealth to accept. Now these 
Articles witness, that for the consideration herein after 
mentioned they the said Thomas Ketland and John Ketland 
have and by these presents do, and each of them doth agree 
undertake and contract to and with the said Thomas Mifflin 
and his successors Governors of the said Commonwealth in 
manner and form following, to wit:—that they the said 
Thomas Ketland and John Ketland shall and will well and 
truly furnish ten thousand stands of arms agreeably to pat- 
terns (of which two are to be delivered to them, one to 
be deposited with the Secretary of the Commonwealth, to 
remain in the City of Philadelphia, and the other to be 
send to England for the purpose of being compared with 
the arms at the Manufactory) and in all respects conformably 
to the description before recited; that they shall and will 
deliver the said Arms in the City of Philadelphia at their 
own risque cost and charge, within twelve months from the 
date of the present contract; that the said Arms shall be 
of good quality and workmanship, at least equal to the 
standard Patterns aforesaid; and that the barrels shall be 
proved at the expense of the said Thomas Ketland and John 
Ketland according to the standard proof made use of at 
the tower of London in proportion to the ecaliber of said 
Muskets by such person or persons as shall be appointed by 
them, and of whose skill judgement and fidelity satisfactory 
certificates and proofs shall from time to time be exhibited 
to the Governor by the said Thomas and John Ketland on 
the delivery of the Arms; and that they shall and will cause 
the said Arms to be stamped on the barrels and locks as 
the said recited Act prescribes, and also the Stocks to be 
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branded with the words Pennsylvania, in small Roman capi- 
tals: And the said Thomas Ketland and John Ketland each 
for himself his heirs, executors and administrators, and each 
for the other and their respective heirs executors and ad- 
ministrators covenant promise and agree, to and with the 
said Thomas Mifflin and his successors Governors of the 
said Commonwealth, that they and each of them will well 
and truly do execute and perform all and singular the agrec- 
ments undertakings and contracts aforesaid. And the said 
Thomas Mifflin on behalf of the said Commonwealth in con- 
sideration of the undertakings and contracts herein before 
specified covenants promises and agrees to and with the said 
Thomas Ketland and John Ketland and each and every of 
them, that on delivery of the said Arms agreeably to con- 
tract, they the said Thomas Ketland and John Ketland shall 
have and receive at the rate of ten dollars and twenty five 
cents for each stand that shall be found to be complete 
agreeably to the standard Pattern and the description herein 
before recited to be paid on the delivery of each parcel of 
not less than one thousand stands of such arms, that the 
said Thomas Mifflin Governor of the said Commonwealth 
shall and will procure letters from the Executive of the 
United States to their Minister in London, to obtain permis- 
sion from the Court of London for the Shipment of the 
said ten thousand stands of Arms and will cause the per- 
mission for that purpose to be delivered to the Agent of 
the said Thomas Ketland and John Ketland in that behalf 
by them appointed and that the Governor shall and will 
also procure the said Arms to be imported and entered here 
free of duty, otherwise, that the duties shall be paid by the 
said Commonwealth. In Witness whereof the parties to 
these presents have set their hands and seals, the day and 
year first herein written.

A letter was this day received by the Governor from the 
Minister of Spain complaining ef certain libellous publica- 
tions; and a copy of it, with the report of the Attorney 
General, on the subject, was immediately transmitted to the 
Chief Justice of the Commonwealth, under a persuasion that 
the most respectful attention will be paid to the Minister’s 
complaints, the Governor submitting to him the adoption of 
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all proper and legal measures for instituting and supporting 
of prosecution of which the Minister was informed in a 
letter from the Governor. 

The Secretary of the Commonwealth by direction of the 
Governor, requested the Comptroller and Register General 
of Accounts to report a State of the finances of the Common- 
wealth, ending with the last day of the present Month in 
order that the same maybe communicated to the Legislature 
at their next Session in december. 

The Governor, this day, upon the recommendation of the 
Inspectors, of the Jail of the City and County of Philadel- 
phia, granted Pardons to the following named Persons vizt :— 

Hugh Baine convicted of Involuntary manslaughter in 
Philadelphia and sentenced to two years servitude at hard 
labour, and to give security for his good behaviour &c.

Saturday November 18th 1797. 


Information was this day given to William Fitzgerald to 
the Governor, that an Escheat hath happened to the Com- 
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monwealth, of Personal Estate in the District of Southwark, 
in the County of Philadelphia, by the death of Susanna Hun- 
ter, late of that place, intestate, and without heirs or known 
kindred. 

A Pardon was granted by the Governor to Jacob Miller, 
who was convicted of Adultry, and was sentenced by the 
Court of General Quarter Sessions of Berks County to pay 
to the use of the Commonwealth a fine of Twenty pounds 
with costs of suit &e. 





Monday November 20th 1797. 


Upon a Return made according to law a Commission was 
issued to William Connel as Captain of an Artillery Company 
belonging to the Dauphin County Brigade of Militia. 

The application of Mark John Biddle and Daniel Clymer 
in favor of Benjamin Bailey convicted of Murder of the 
first degree, in the County of Berks, for a stay of execution, 
in consequence of an exception, which they have taken to

Governors instructions already given to them relative to the 
sale of Islands. 





Monday November 27th 1797. 


The Governor, this day appointed and commissioned Doctor 
Christian Espick to be a Justice of the Peace in and for 
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the township and district of Potters in the County of North- 
umberland. 


The Governor, this day, granted Pardons to the following 
named Persons—vizt:—Jacob Schaffer, Frederick Singlin and 
Andrew Willour, convicted of Riot and Assault in North- 
ampton County, and sentenced to one months imprisonment 
at hard labour and fined each in the sum of eight dollars, 
with costs of prosecution &e. 


James Sceely convicted of Larceny in the City of Philadel- 
phia, and sentenced to undergo a servitude at hard labour 
for one year, and to pay a fine of ten dollars, with costs 
of suit. 

Charles Cassady, convicted of Larceny in the City of Phila- 
delphia, and sentenced to an Imprisonment at hard labour 
for one year, and fined three pounds, with costs of suit &c. 

Ned Caton (a Negro) convicted in Dauphin County of 
Larceny; and sentenced to an imprisonment at hard labour 
for eighteen Months, and fined three pounds seven shillings 
with costs of suit &e.

Licences to follow the employment of Hawkers and Pedlars, 
within this Commonwealth, for one year from this date, were 
granted to Solomon Levy, Thomas Orr, and Arthur ONiehl, 
upon recommendation from the Court of General Quarter 
Sessions of the County of Philadelphia; and Bonds given 
according to law, the two former on foot, and the latter with 
one Horse. 

A Return of the election of a Representative in Congress, 
for the district composed of the Counties of Berks and Lu- 
zerne, by which it appeared that Joseph Heister was duly 
elected in the first mentioned County, was received from 
the County of Berks, by hands of the Sheriff of that County. 
But the Sheriff of the County of Luzerne, having neglected 
to make a Return, from that County of the said Election — 
by order of the Governor the Secretary wrote a letter re- 
quiring him to make such return without delay. 
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The forfeiture incurred by James Gibson’s non-appearance

A Return of the Election of a Representative in Congress, 
for the district of the Counties of Berks and Luzerne, which 
was received from Berks County yesterday was this day 
transmitted to Jonathan Dayton, Esquire, Speaker of the 
House of Representatives of Congress, together with a copy 
of Mr Ege’s resignation, and a copy of the writ issued by 
the Governor, for holding a new Election, at which election 
Joseph Hiester Esquire, was elected. 





Friday December 1st 1797. 


The Governor granted a Pardon to William Poston con- 
victed in Chester County, upon two Indictments, of Riot 
Assault and Battery, and sentenced to an imprisonment of 
twenty days, and fined forty dollars, with costs of suit &e. 





Saturday December 24 1797. 

The resignation of George Lamb, Esquire, of his Office of 
Justice of the Peace, for Buliskin district in the County of 
Fayette,—was this day accepted by the Governor. 





Monday December 4th 1797. 


The Governor, this day, in compliance with the recommenda- 
tion of the Inspectors of the Jail of the City and County of 
Philadelphia, granted Pardons to the following named per- 
sons, confined in the said Jail vizt: 

Charles MeNiff convicted of receiving the property of Dun- 
can McPhail, knowing the same to have been stolen and sen-

Tuesday December 5th 1797. 


The Governor, this day, accepted the resignation of John 
Starbird, Esquire, of his Office of Justice of the Peace in and 
for the district of Lower Smithfield township in the County 
of Northampton in consequence of his election to a seat in 
the General Assembly. 

In compliance with a respectable recommendation the Gov- 
ernor this day, granted a Pardon to Edward McClosky and 
Patrick McClosky, who were severally convicted, in Chester 
County, upon two indictments of Assault and Battery and 
were sentenced each of them by the said County’s Court of 
General Quarter Sessions of the Peace, to undergo an Im- 
prisonment for the space of twenty days, and were fined, the 
said Edward McCloskey, in the sum of one hundred dollars, 
and the said Patrick McCloskey in the sum of forty dollars, 
with costs of suit &¢ 

In compliance with the request contained in the Governor’s 
letter of the 6th day of November last Doctor Benjamin Rush 
and his Associate Physicians of Philadelphia reported an 
answer to the enquiries contained in that letter, as follows, 
vizt: 

“Sir. 

In compliance with your request the subscribers have de- 
voted themselves to the investigation of the origin progress 
and nature of the fever, which lately prevailed in our city, 
and we have now the honor of communicating to you the re- 
sult of our enquiries and observations.” 

We conceive the fever which has lately prevailed in our 
City, commonly called the yellow fever, to be the bilious re- 
mitting fever of warm climates excited to a higher degree of 
malignity by circumstances to be mentioned hereafter. 

Our reasons for this opinion are as follows, vizt: 

1st The sameness of their origin both being the offspring 
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of putrifaction. Of this there are many proofs in the histories 
of the yellow fever in the West Indies. Where there is no 
putrifaction the West India Islands enjoy a perfect exemp- 
tion from that disease, in common with northern climates. 

“2Qdly The yellow fever makes its appearance in those 
months chiefly in which the bilious fever prevails, in our 
county and is uniformly checked and destroyed by the same 
causes, viz heavy rains and frosts.” 

“Sdly The symptoms of the bilious and yellow fever are 
the same in their nature. They differ only in their degree. 
It is no objection to this assertion, that there is sometimes a 
deficiency or absence of bile in the yellow fever. This symp- 
ton is the effect only of a torpid state of the liver, produced 
by the greater force of the disease acting upon that part of 
the body. By means of depleting remedies this torpor is 
removed and the disease thereby made to assume its original 
and simple bilious character.” 

4thly The common bilious and yellow fever often run into 
each other. By depleting remedies the most malignant yellow 
fever may be changed into a common bilious fever, and by 
tonic remedies, improperly applied, the common bilious fever 
may be made to assume the symptons of the most malignant 
yellow fever. 

Sthly The common bilous and yellow fevers are alike con- 
tagious, under certain circumstances of the weather and of 
predisposition in the body. That the common bDilous fever 
is contagious we assert from the observations of some of us 
and from the authority of many Physicians, who have long 
commanded the highest respect in medicine. 

6thly The yellow and mild bilious fevers mutually propagate 
each other. We conceive a belief in the unity of these two 
states of fever to be deeply interesting to humanity inasmuch 
as it may lead to the early application for medical aid and 
physicians to the use of the same remedies for each of them, 
varying those remedies only according to the force of the dis- 
order. It is no objection to this opinion that, that state of 
bilious fever called the yellow fever is a modern appearance 
in our country. From certain revolutions in the atmosphere 
as yet observed only but not accounted for by Physicians, 
diseases have in all ages and countries alternatively risen and 
fallen in their force and danger. At present a constitution 
of the atmosphere prevails in the United States, Which dis- 
poses to a fever of a highly inflamatory character. It began 
in the year one thousand seven hundred and ninety three. Its 
duration in other countries has been from one to fifty years. 
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It is not peculiar to the common bilious fever to have put 
on more inflammatory symptons, than in former years. There 
is scarcely a disease which has not been affected in a similar 
way by the late change in our atmosphere, and that does not 
call for a greater force of depleting remedies than were re- 
quired to cure them before the year, on thousand seven hund- 
red and ninety three. 


Tthly And lastly—The yellow fever affects the system more 
than once, in common with the bilious fever. Of this there 
were many instances during the prevalence of our late 
epidemic. 

The fever which lately prevailed in our City appears from 
the documents which accompany this letter to have been de- 
rived from the following sources. 


1st Putrid exhalations from the gutters streets ponds and 
marshy grounds in the neighbourhood of the City. From some 
one of these sourses we derive a case attended by Dr Caldwell 
of the 9th of June—one attended by Dr. Pascalis on the 224d of 
July and two cases attended by Dr Rush and Dr Physic on 
the 5th and 15th of the same month; and also most of those 
cases of yellow fever, which appeared in the northern parts of 
the City and near Kensington Bridge, in the months of August 
September and October. We are the more satisfied of the truth 
of this source of the fever from the numerous accounts Wwe 
have received of the prevalence of the same fever and from 
the same causes, during the late autumn in New York and in 
various parts of New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia and South Carolina, not only in sea ports but inland 
towns—The peculiar disposition of these exhalations to pro- 
duice disease and death was evinced early in. the season by 
the mortality which prevailed among the cats and during 
every part of the season by the mortality which prevailed in 
many parts of our Country among horses. The disease which 
proved so fatal to the latter animals is known among the 
farmers by the name of the yellow water. We conceive it to 
be a modification of yellow fever. 


2dly A second source of our late fever appears to have been 
derived from the noxious air emitted frum the hold of the 
snow navigation, Captain Linstrovm, which arrived with 
healthy crew from Marseilles on: the 25th of July and _ lis- 
charged her cargo at Latimers wharf after a passage of eighty 
days. We are led to ascribe the principal part of the disease 
which prevailed in the South end of the City to this noxious 
air and that for the following reasons 
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1st The fever appeared first on board this Vessel and in 
its neighbourhood, affecting a great number of persons nearly 
at the same time and so remote from each other, that it could 
not be propagated by contagion. 


2dly There was in the hold of this vessel a quantity of 
vegitable matters such as prunes, almonds, olives, capers and 
several other articles some of which were in a state of putri- 
faction. 


3dly A most offensive smell was emitted from this vessel 
after she had discharged her cargo which was perceived by 
persons several hundred feet from the wharf where she was 
moored. 

A similar fever has been produced from similar causes in 
a variety of instances: we shall briefly mention a few of them. 


At Tortola a fever was produced in the month of June in 
the year 1787, on board the ship Britannia Capt James Welch, 
from the noxious air generated from a few bushels of Pota- 
toes, which destroyed the Captain, Mate and most of the crew 
in a few days. 

The sailors were affected with a malignant fever on board 
the Captain Thomas Egger in the Month of March 1797, 
from the noxious air produced by wine that had putrified in 
the hold of the Ship, one of whom died soon after her arrival 
in Philadelphia. 

In the Month of June 1793 the yellow fever was generated 
by the noxious air of some rotten bags of pepper on board a 
french Indiaman, which was carried into the Port of Bridge- 
town, by the British Letter of Marque Pilgrim. All the 
whitemen and most of the Negroes employed in removing this 
Pepper perished with the Yellow fever, and the foul atmos- 
phere affected the town where it proved fatal to many of the 
Inhabitants, 

On board the Bushbridge Indiaman a yellow fever was pro- 
duced in the Month of May 1792. on her passage from England 
to Madrass, which affected above two hundred of the crew. 
It was supposed to be derived from infection, but many cir- 
cumstances concur to make it probable that it was derived 
from noxious air. The absence of smell in the air does not 
militate against this opinion for there are many proofs of the 
most malignant fevers being brot’ on by airs which produce 
no impression on the sense of smelling. This is more fre- 
quently the case when the impure air has passed a consider- 
able distance from its source and become diluted with the 
purer air of the atmosphere. 
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Several cases are related by Dr. Lind in his treaties upon 
fever and infection of the yellow fever originating at sea, 
under circumstances, which forbade the suspicion of infec- 
tion, and which can only be ascribed to the impure air gen- 
erated from putrid vegitables. 

So well known and so generally admitted is this source 
of yellow fever in warm climates that Dr. Shannon a late 
writer upon the means of preventing the disease of warm 
climates, in enumerating its various causes expressly men- 
tions the putrid affluvia from a Ship’s hold. 

We wish due attention to be paid to these facts not only 
because they lead to the certain means of preventing one of 
the sources of this fever, but because they explain the reason 
why sailors are so often its first victims, and why from this 
circumstance the origin of the disease has been so hastily 
but erroneously ascribed solely to importation. 

The fever which prevailed along the shore of the Delaware 
in Kensington and which proved fatal to Mr. Jos. Bower and 
two of his family, we believe originated from the noxious air 
emitted from the hold of the ship Huldah Captain William 
Warner. This air was generated by the putrefaction of 
Coffee, which had remained there during her voyage from 
Philadelphia to Hamburgh and back again. 

In the course of our inquiries we were led to suspect, one 
source of our late fever to be of foreign origin. The sails of 
the armed ship Hynd on board of which several persons had 
died with yellow fever on her passage from Port fu Prince, 
and which arrived on the fourth of August were sent to the 
sail store of Mr. Moyse. Four persons belonging to loft were 
soon afterwards affected with symptons of bilious yellow 
fever. We shall not decide positively upon the origin of the 
fever in these cases; but the following facts render it prob- 
able, that it was not derived from the persons who had died 
with it on board the suspected vessel 1st The sails emitted 
an offensive smell. 2dly Three of the cases of the persons 
affected in the sail loft, were of a mild grade of the fever. 
3dly The fever was not propagated by contagion from any 
one of them. 4thly The sail loft was within the influence 90f 
the noxious air which was emitted from the hold of the Snow 
Navigation being not more than fifty yards and was in the 
direction of the wind, which blew at that time over her. The 
extent of this air has not been accurately ascertained, but 
many analogies give us reason to believe that it may be con- 
veyed by the wind in its deleterious state from half a mile 
to a mile. 
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In support of the opinion we have delivered of the origin 
of our late fever we must add further that, in that part of 
the city which lies between Walnut and Vine Streets and 
which appeared to be free from the effects of exhalations, and 
the noxious air of the ships, there were but few cases of the 
fever which appeared to spread by contagion, even under the 
most favorable circumstances for that purpose. 


Having pointed out—the nature and origin of our late fever 
we hope we shall be excused in mentioning the means of pre- 
venting it in future. These are— 


First a continuance of the present laws for preventing the 
importation of the disease from the West Indies and other 
parts of the world where it usually prevails, 


Secondly. Removing all those matters from our Streets, 
gutters, cellers, yards, vaults, ponds &¢ which by putrefaction 
in warm weather afford the most frequent remote cause of 
the disease, in all countries. For this purpose we recommend 
the appointment of a certain number of Physicians whose 
business it shall be to inspect all such places in the City and 
Northern Liberties and Southwark as contain any matters, 
by putrifaction of producing the disease and to have them 
removed. 

Thirdly. We earnestly recommend the frequent washing of 
all impure parts of the City in warm and dry weather by 
means of the pumps, until the water of the Schuylkill can 
be made to wash all the Streets of the City; a measure 
which we conceive promises to our citizens the most durable 
exemption from bilious levers of all kinds of domestic origin, 

Fourthly. To guard against the frequent source of yellow 
fever from the noxious air of the holds of ships, we recom- 
mend the unloading all ships with cargoes liable to putrifac- 
tion at a distance from the City during the months of June, 
July, August, September and October. To prevent the gen- 
eration of noxious air in the ships we conceive every vessel 
should be obliged by law to carry and use a ventilator, and 
we recommend in a particular manner, the one lately con- 
trived by Mr Benjamin Wynkoop. We believe this invention 
to be one of the most important and useful that has been 
made in modern times; and that it is calculated to prevent 
not only the decay of ships and cargoes, but a very frequent 
source of pestilential diseases of all kinds in commercial 
cities. 

In thus deciding upon the nature of our late fever, we 
expect to administer consolation to our fellow Citizens, upon 
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the cause of our late calamity for in pointing out its origin 
to the senses we are enabled immediately and certainly to 
prevent it. But while the only source of it is believed to 
be from, abroad, and while its entrance into our city is be- 
lieved to be in ways so numerous and insidious as to elude 
the utmost possible vigilence of health Officers, we are led 
in dispair to consider the disease as removed beyond the 
prevention of human power or wisdom. It has been by 
adopting measures similar to those we have delivered for 
preventing pestilential diseases, that most of the Cities in 
Europe, which are situated in warm climates, have become 
healthy in warm seasons and amidst the closest commercial 
intercourse with nations and Islands constantly afflicted with 
those diseases. The extraordinary cleanliness of the Hol- 
landers, was originally imposed upon by the frequency of 
pestilential fevers in their Cities. This habit of cleanliness 
has continuel to characterize those people after the causes 
which produced it have probably ceased to be known. 

In thus urging a regard to the domestic sources of the 
yellow fever, we are actuated by motives of a magnitude 
far beyond those which determine ordinary questions in 
science. Though we feel the strongest conviction, that the 
value of property, the encrease of commerce and the general 
prosperity of our city will be eminently forwarded by the 
adoption of the foregoing propositions yet these are but little 
objects in our view when compared with the prevention of the 
immense mass of distress, which never fails to accompany a 
mortal epidemic. We consider ourselves moreover as de- 
ciding upon a question which is to affect the lives and hap- 
piness not only of the present inhabitants of Philadelphia, 
but of millions yet unborn in every part of the globe.

Thursday December 7th 1797. 


A contract was this day concluded, with Owen Evans of 
Providence township in the County of Montgomery for sup- 
plying the Commonwealth with twelve hundred stands of 
Arms, part of the ten thousand stands of arms which by an 
Act of the General Assembly, passed the 28th of March 1797, 
are to be manufactured in the United States. The Contract 
was in the words following, to wit :— 

Articles of agreement made and entered into on the seventh 
day of December in the year of our Lord one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety seven, Between Thomas Mifflin Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in behalf of the said 
Commonwealth, of the one part; and Owen Evans of Provi- 
dence Township in the County of Montgomery, in the said 
Commonwealth gunsmith of the other part. Whereas, the 
General Assembly of this Commonwealth, did in and by an 
Act entitled “An Act to provide Arms for the use of the 
Commonwealth,” passed the twenty eighth day of March last, 
authorize and empower the Governor to procure by purchase 
as speedily as may be ten thousand stands of Arms to be 
made or manufactured within the United States, of a size 
and quality best adapted for field Service to be of the fashion 
or pattern of the French Charleville Musquet and of the 
dimensions following to wit—the length of each barrel to 
be three feet eight inches, and to receive a ball of the size 
of eighteen to the pound; each barrel to undergo the same 
degree of proof as is now in use for the proof on those made 
for the service of the United States and to be stamped or 
marked near the breech with the letters C P. the locks to be 
upon the best construction double bridled on a flat plate 
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marked with the letters afores¢; the mounting Iron with 
bands and swivels and spring to each band; the ramrods to 
be of well tempered steel; the Bayonets to be fifteen inches 
in the blade, made of steel well tempered, and polished; the 
stock to be made of well seasoned walnut; the length of 
the butt of the musket to be fifteen and a half inches from 
the breech end of the barrel to the heel plate; the side pins, 
the breech pins and trigger to be case hardened; the weight 
of the musket and bayonet thus compleated not to exceed 
eleven pounds, and whereas the said Owen Evans hath made 
proposals for manufacturing twelve ‘hundred stands of the 
said Arms before mentioned, agreeably to the true intent 
and meaning of the Legislature, which the said Thomas 
Mifflin deems it for the interest of the Commonwealth to 
accept. Now these articles witness that for the considera- 
tion hereinafter mentioned he the said Owen Evans hath 
and by these presents doth, agree undertake and contract 
to and with the said Thomas Mifflin and his successors Goy- 
ernors of the said Commonwealth, in manner and form fol- 
lowing to wit—that he the said Owen Evans, shall and will 
well and truly manufacture and furnish, twelve hundred 
stands of the said Arms, agreeably to the pattern deposited 
with the Secretary of the Commonwealth, and in all respects 
conformably to the description herein before recited to be 
inspected by a person to be appointed by the Governor ; that 
he shall and will deliver the said Arms in the City of Phila- 
delphia, at his own risk cost and charge, within twelve 
months from the first day of January next; that the said 
Arms shall be of good quality and workmanship at least equal 
to the standard pattern aforesaid; and that he shall and will 
cause the said Arms to be stamped on the barrels and locks 
as the said recited Act prescribes and also the stocks to 
be branded with the word Pennsylvania in small Roman 
Capitals. And the said Owen Evans for himself his heirs 
executors and Administrators doth covenant promise and 
agree to and with the said Thomas Mifflin and his Successors 
Governors of the said Commonwealth, that he will well and 
truly do execute and perform all and singular the agreements 
undertakings and contracts aforesaid. And the said Thomas 
Mifflin on behalf of the said Commonwealth, in consideration 
of the undertakings and contracts herein before specified 
covenants promises and agrees to and with the said Owen 
Evans, that on delivery of the said Arms agreeably to Con- 
tract, he the said Owen Evans shall have and receive at 
the rate of thirteen dollars and one third of a dollar, for 
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each stand that shall be found to be complete agreeably to 
the standard pattern and the description herein before re- 
cited— that the said Arms shall be proved at the expense 
of the state, at the place of making them, by a person to 
be appointed by the Governor for that purpose; that the 
expense of porterage and boxing the said arms, shall be paid 
by the State; that the said Owen Evans shall have and re- 
ceive in advance from time to time, during the said twelve 
months, one third of the amount of the Arms contracted for 
as aforesaid; and that at the expiration of the said twelve 
months, and upon the completion of this contract, the said 
Contractor shall have a preference for any subsequent Con- 
tract, on equal terms with other proposals made at that time. 
In witness whereof the parties to these presents have set 
their hands and seals. Dated the day and year first herein 
written.

dence and esteem which your public services have long 
merited and obtained from your fellow-Citizens.” 

“Actuated by similar feelings we do not hesitate to assure 
you of our most zealous co-operation in every measure that 
can promote the honor and safety of our Country; nor can 
we doubt the success of the general exertion of the Citizens 
of the Union, when we reflect that a display of the same 
patriotic virtues which established our national Independence 
must be competent to protect our national rights.” 

“As it has been authoritatively announced, that our Goy- 
ernment is compelled by France to relinquish the hope of 
peace, we shall, in our official and private characters, pre- 
pare, with alacrity for the painful alternative of war.” 

“The accomplishment of the objects of your address will, 
therefore, command our earliest and most vigilant attention; 
and we anxiously hope, that the spirit and patriotism of the 
Great Body of the Militia of the Union (in addition to the 
other resourses, which the wisdom of Congress may employ) 
will be found competent to repel every hostile attack upon 
our Country, and to perpetuate that great political blessing a 
Free Republican Government

I perceive, in the answer, that you have given to my cir- 
cular Address, the strongest evidence of that public spirit, 
which has always been characteristic of the Freemen of Penn- 
sylvania; and which, I am confident, will be found, at this 
crisis, to pervade the whole body of the Militia. 

And here, permit me, more particularly, Gentlemen, to 
entreat, that you (and I earnestly hope that all our Fellow 
Citizens) will take advantage of the present momentous 
period, to disseminate in every class of the community, the 
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principles of mutual deference and confidence; to revive the 
harmony of Society; and to perpetuate, upon the basis of our 
common interest, that unanimity, which is essential to render 
us happy at home, and respectable abroad. 

It will be apparent, likewise, to the world, that whatever, 
diversity of opinion may be produced upon political specula- 
tions by an exercise of equal rights, which, as citizens, we 
enjoy, there can never arise a difference, in design, or deter- 
mination, when the object contemplated, is the protection of 
the liberties and rights of our Country.

mitted for his consideration how far it might be proper to 
prohibit their landing, in a neighbouring State, and whether 
it would not be necessary to extend the prohibition to White- 
men, and requested of the President such co-operation of the 
Federal Government as he may deem expedient for the gen- 
eral safety. 

The Secretary of the Commonwealth by direction of the 
Governor, wrote a Letter to Timothy Pickering, Esquire, 
Secretary of State requesting him to consider how far it 
would be proper to direct that a guard from the Garrison 
of Fort Mifflin should be stationed so as to prevent any out- 
rage on the part of the Negroes, who are now on Board the 
Vessels at or near the Fort should they attempt to land. 

The Governor deeming it necessary to prosecute the most 
expeditious and effectual measures for placing the Militia of 
the State in a perfect state of preparation, issued instructions 
to Colonel Clement Biddle to pay every attention to the 
arrangements which fall within the Quarter Masters Depart- 
ment and particularly to provide on the following points vizt:

Foreigners have no right to enjoy the municipal privileges 
of Citizens—what is the proper measure of this disqualifica- 
tion in point of expedience is not for me to say—it has not 
been declared by any law of the United States— it might 
perhaps be difficult to trace the precise line. 

I ean however find no difficulty in saying that an Alien 
cannot execute any Office concerning the administration of 
the laws. I am therefore of opinion that a Commission of 
the Peace, cannot be held by an Alien.”

The Governor of Maryland was then informed of the fore- 
going instructions having been given to the Sheriff relating 
to Delasere. 


The Governor, this day, wrote a Letter to Josiah Harmer, 
Esquire, Adjutant General of the Militia of the Common- 
wealth, containing the out line of a plan for organizing 
arming and equipping the Pennsylvania Quota of the body of 
Kighty thousand Militia, which the Act of Congress requires 
to be held in readiness to march at a moment’s warning leav- 
ing to his judgement to fill up the outline, so as to produce 
an immediate and exemplary effect corresponding with mili- 
tary reputation of Pennsylvania, and the present exigencies 
of our Country, and adding a wish to receive an early com- 
munication of the measures that are pursued in the depart- 
ment of the Adjutant General, and of the cooperation which 
the Governor is confident will be found in the spirit and 
patriotism of every member of the militia. For the letter at 
large see letter Book of this date.

each of the said Counties, on Tuesday the ninth day of 
October next for choosing a Representative for the said Dis- 
trict, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the said resignation :—

Monday, September 34 1798. 

A Letter from the President and Board of Managers of 
the Marine and City Hospitals to the Governor, communicating 
an address from the said Board to the Citizens, stating that 
every expedient has been resorted to, which former experience 
could dictate or zealous investigation suggest to check the 
progress of the malignant disease, in the City or meliorate 
the sufferings of the sick; and that ordinary measures hav- 
ing proved ineffectual, of those of respectability and affluence 
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to afford pecuniary aid on this important occasion seem in- 
dispensably necessary, was this day received—in the following 
words to wit vizt: 





“Health Office 1st September 1798. 
“Fellow Citizens 


“TImpelled by the awful progress, and unparrelled malignity 
of the prevailing fever, we are constrained to address your 
feelings, as well as your reason, in order to avert the fatal 
distruction which with rapid strides is prevading our ill fated 
City & Suburbs,” 

“The best skill of our Physicians and all the powers of 
medicine it must be acknowledged have proved unequal in 
the contest with this devouring poison.” 

“With the most affecting sympathy and anxious solicitude, 
we have to the best of our judgements endeavoured to 
employ, as circumstances appeared to require, the power and 
the means entrusted to us, in arresting its progress and 
alleviating its concomitant miseries, we shall continue to 
employ them with unremitting zeal; but we have neither the 
power nor the means to accomplish all the measures neces- 
Sary to check its extension, or provide for the pressing exi- 
sencies of the moment. The powers delegated and appro- 
priations made by law, to the institutions under our direction 
are impotent indeed, when compared to the magnitude of the 
occasion.” 

“It remains for our fellow Citizens to attain by their 
energy the ends which alone can stop its progress and 
diminish its horrors.” 

“We have in conjunction with the Guardians of the Poor, 
caused tents to be erected on the east Bank of the Schuylkill, 
for the accomodation of the indigent, where near twelve 
hundred are already provided for, out of the fund appro- 
priated for the ordinary relief of the Poor. This but a partial 
mitigation of the evils which environs thousands, who have 
a claim upon the Philanthrophy of those who are in more 
fortunate circumstances.” 

“The difficulty of procuring a place of refuge at present 
in the country, is too well known; and the expense attending 
the removal of a family, has discouraged many from the at- 
tempt, who are in circumstances to live comfortably at home.” 

“What remains to be done? Citizens of respectability and 
influence, come forward and form yourselves into a Com- 
mittee, for the purpose of erecting on the west bank of the

Schuylkill all the tents that can be collected; let the tents 
be floored with Boards, and made as comfortable as possible. 
If tents cannot be had, board in abundance may be procured 
for the erection of Sheds. Admonish those citizens, who have 
no place of refuge to take shelter their, particularly those 
from the east part of the City; the district of Southwark, 
and the Northern Liberties, in short all who can leave their 
homes without nanifest injury, except those who are neces- 
sary for the protection of the City and Liberties.” 

“The Committee should have the general superintendance 
and regulation of the tents, and authority to preserve order, 
contract for certain supplies of bread, meat, vegetables Wood 
&e at the lowest possible rates. Those who are not in cir- 
cumstances to pay must be supplied by public bounty.” 

“Tt is at least an unequal perhaps an unjust mode of rais- 
ing money, by an appeal to the humanity of generous indi- 
viduals, but if on any occasion it may be justified the present 
may be assumed without hesitation.” 

“We call your attention to the actual and undisguised state 
of our City; consider the mortality and rapid encrease of 
the sick, at so early a period. View the list of our Physicians 
and mark how few are at their posts; and we believe you 
will think with us, that the preservation of health is only 
to be attained by flight.” 

“Do not flatter yourself, fellow Citizens, that this picture 
is too highly colored; we speak from a conviction and a 
knowledge of facts, and doubt not, but the lives of hundreds, 
perhaps of thousands, may be prevented by the adoption of 
those or similar measures.”

“TI have read with the severest grief the address, which 
the Board of Managers of the Marine and City Hospitals 
propose publicly to make to their Fellow Citizens upon the 
subject of the calamity that at present afflicts the City 
and Suburbs of Philads, Of the zeal, humanity and fortitude 
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which actuate the Board every day produces new instances: 
and above all the plan contained in your communication of 
this date for the relief of the indigent benevolent and judi- 
cious. In this, and in every act that can alleviate the miser- 
ies of the scene before us, be assured Gentlemen, of my 
most cordial approbation and support.” 


“It is to be seriously lamented that the propositions for 
averting the present calamity (from whatever source it 
may proceed) which were recommended to the attention of 
the Legislature at the opening of the last Session were not 
adopted: But I am confident that on every principle of 
policy justice and Philanthrophy, a provision will be grate- 
fully made to defray every expense which shall be incurred 
and sanctioned by the Board of Managers. I trust too, that 
a just sense of the true Interest of the State will assure a 
liberal patriotic and effectual attention to the future health 
opulence and prosperity of our Capital.” 

“Should any thing occur to me which will tend in any 
degree to facilitate your labours, I will promptly and candidly 
communicate it. And in the mean time, let me intreat you, 
Gentlemen, to command my services in any way that your 
observation and experience shall enable you to suggest.”

to apprehend the Villains—Where upon the Governor, im-

A Proclamation. 


Whereas, it hath been stated to me by the President and 
Directors of the Bank of Pennsylvania, That on the night 
of Saturday the first instant, the House now occupied by the 
said Bank, commonly called Carpenters Hall was burglariously 
entered, by some villain or Villains, unknown, and therefrom 
a considerable number of Bank Notes of various descriptions 
and denomination were stolen and carried away: ‘To the 
intent, that the perpetrator or Perpetrators, of so great a 
crime, and the Accessaries thereto, may be discovered and 
brought to condign punishment, I have deemed it expedient 
to issue this Proclamation, hereby offering and promising a 
Reward of one thousand Dollars, to any person or persons 
who shall discover the Perpetrator or Perpetrators of the 
said Crime, or any of them, or any accessary thereto, before 
or after the fact, to be paid on the conviction of all or any 
of the Offenders: And I do hereby further offer and promise 
a free and entire Pardon unto any one of the Perpetrators or 
Accessaries aforesaid, in the Commission of the said crime, 
who shall make a full and satisfactory disclosure of all the 
circumstances relative to the contriving and accomplishing 
the same, and of the names and places of abode of his or her 
Associates, so that such Associates may be apprehended and 
convicted: And all the Judges, Justices, Sheriffs, Constables, 
and other public Officers of this Commonwealth (according to 
the duties of their respective stations) are hereby required 
and enjoined to use all lawful means to detect and bring to 
Justice each and every person concerned in contriving or 
perpetrating the crime aforesaid.

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Agreeably to certain proposals made to the Governor by 
John Miles of the Township of the Northern Liberties in the 
County of Philadelphia, Gun Maker, for manufacturing and 
supplying the State with two thousand stands of arms for 
public use; a contract was this day concluded between the 
Governor, in behalf of the Commonwealth and the said John 
Miles—as follows, vizt: 

Articles of Agreement, made and entered into on the third 
day of September in the year of our Lord one thousand 
seven hundred and ninety eight. Between Thomas Mifflin 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania on behalf of 
the said Commonwealth of the one part, and John Miles 
of the Township of Northern Liberties, in the County cf 
Philadelphia, in the said Commonwealth Gun Maker of the 
other part: Whereas, the General Assembly of this Com- 
monwealth, did in and by an Act entitled “An Act to pro- 
vide arms for the use of the Commonwealth,” passed the 
twenty eighth day of March 1797 authorise and empower the 
Governor to procure by purchase as speedily as may be ten 
thousand stands of arms to be made or manufactured, within 
the United States of a size and quality best adapted for field 
service to be of the fashion or pattern of the French Charle- 
ville Musquet and of the dimensions following, to wit:— 
The length of each barrel to be three feet eight inches, 
and to receive a ball of the size of eighteen to the pound ; 
each barrel to undergo the same degree of proof as is now 
in use for the proof on those made for the service of the 
United States and to be stamped or marked with the letters 
C. P. The locks to be upon the best construction double 
bridled on a flat plate and marked with the letters afore- 
said; the mounting Iron with bands and swivels and spring 
to each band; the ramrods to be of well tempered steel; the 
bayonets to be fifteen inches in the blade well tempered 
and polished; the stocks to be made of well seasoned walnut; 
the length of the butt of the Musquet to be fifteen and an 
half inches from the breech end of the barrel to the heel 
plate; the side pins, the breech pins and trigger to be case 
hardened; the weight of the musket and Bayonet thus com- 
pleated not to exceed eleven pounds: And Whereas, the 
said John Miles has made proposals for manufacturing two 
thousand stands of the said Arms before mentioned, agree- 
ably to the true intent and meaning of the Legislature, which 
proposals the said Thomas Mifflin deems it for the interest 
of the Commonwealth to accept. 

Now these Articles Witness, that for the consideration here- 
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in after mentioned he the said John Miles hath and by 
these presents doth agree undertake and contract to and with 
the said Thomas Mifflin, and his Successors Governor’s of the 
said Commonwealth, in manner and form following, to wit :— 
That the said John Miles shall well and truly manufacture 
and furnish two thousand stands of the said Arms, agreeably 
to the pattern deposited with the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth and in all respects conformably to the description 
herein before recited, to be inspected by a person to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor; that he shall and will deliver the 
said Arms in the City of Philadelphia, at his own risque 
cost and charge within two years from the date of this con- 
tract, as follows, vizt:— 

Six hundred stands part thereof within one year, and one 
thousand four hundred stands, the remainder of said Arms 
within two years: That the said Arms shall be of good 
quality and workmanship, at least equal to the standard 
pattern aforesaid; and that he shall and will cause the said 
Arms to be stamped on the barrels and locks as the said 
act prescribes and also the stocks to be branded with the 
word Pennsylvania, in small Roman capitals. And the said 
John Miles for himself his heirs executors and administrators 
doth covenant promise and agree to and with the said Thomas 
Mifflin and his successors Governors of the said Common- 
wealth, that he will well and truly execute and perform all 
and singwiar the agreements undertakings and contracts afore- 
said. And the said Thomas Mifflin on behalf of the said 
Commonwealth, in consideration of the agreements undertak- 
ings and contracts herein before specified covenants promises 
and agrees to and with the said John Miles, that on the 
delivery of the said Arms agreeably to Contracts, he the said 
John Miles shall have and receive at the rate of thirteen 
Dollars and one third of a Dollar for each stand that shall 
be found to be complete, agreeably to the standard pattern 
and the description herein before recited; that the said arms 
shall be proved at the expense of the State at the place of 
making them by a person to be appointed by the Governor 
for that purpose, that the expense of porterage and boxing 
the said Arms, shall be paid by the State, that at the execu- 
tion of this Contract, the said John Miles shall have and 
receive the sum of six hundred Dollars on loan, which shall 
be repaid to the Commonwealth by a deduction of one Dollar 
from the price of each stand of the first six hundred stands 
of the said arms, that are to be delivered under this contract, 
so that twelve Dollars and one third of a Dollar, shall be 
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paid to the said John Miles for each stand, from time to 
time, until the whole number of six hundred stands shall be 
delivered; and that on the delivery of every further number, 
not less than twenty, at any one time, the said John Miles 
shall receive payment therefor at the time of delivery, until 
the delivery of the whole of the remaining number of one 
thousand four hundred stands shall be completed.

bridled on a flat plate and marked, with the letters aforesaid ; 
the mounting Iron with bands and swivels and spring to each 
band; the ramrods to be of well tempered steel; the bayo- 
nets to be fifteen Inches in the blade made of steel well 
tempered and polished; the stock to be made of well seasoned 
walnut; the length of the butt of the Musquet, to be fifteen 
and an half Inches from the breech end of the barrel 
to the heel plate; the side pins, the breech pins, and trigger 
to be case hardened; the weight of the Musquet and Bayonet 
thus compleated, not to exceed eleven pounds :—And Whereas 
the said John Fondersmith hath made proposals for manu- 
facturing five hundred stands of the said Arms before men- 
tioned, agreeably to the true intend and meaning of the Legis- 
lature, which proposals the said Thomas Mifflin deems it 
for the interest of the Commonwealth to accept. Now these 
articles witness, that for the consideration hereinafter men- 
tioned, he the said John Fondersmith, hath and by these 
presents doth, agree undertake and contract to and with 
the said Thomas Mifflin and his Successors of the said Com-

at the option of the contractor, within the term of two years 
from this date—which contract was in the following words, 
vizt: 

Articles of Agreement made and entered into on the fifth 
day of February, in the year of our Lord one thousand seven 
hundred and ninety nine, Between Thomas Mifflin Governor 
of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in behalf of the said 
Commonwealth of the one part, and Albert Gallatin of the 
County of Fayette in the said Commonwealth, Esquire, of the 
other part :—Whereas, the General Assembly of this Common- 
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wealth did in and by an Act entitled, ‘An Act to provide Arms 
for the use of the Commonwealth.” passed the twenty eighth 
day of March, one thousand seven hundred and ninety seven 
authorise and empower the Governor, to procure by purchase 
as speedily as may be ten thousand stands of arms to be made 
or manufactured within the United States of a size and 
quality best adapted for field service to be of the fashion or 
pattern of the french Charleville Musket, and of the dimen- 
sions following to wit :—the length of each barrel to be three 
feet eight inches, and to receive a ball of the size of eighteen 
to the pound, each barrel to undergo the same degree of proof 
as is now in use for the proof on those made for the service 
of the United States, and to be stamped or marked with the 
Letters C. P. the locks to be upon the best construction, 
double bridled on a flat plate, and marked with the letters 
aforesaid; the mounting Iron with bands and swivels, and 
spring to each band; the ramrods to be of well tempered steel ; 
the bayonets to be fifteen inches in the blade made of steel 
well tempered and polished; the stocks to be made of well 
Seasoned walnut; the length of the butt of the Musket to be 
fifteen and an half inches, from the breech end of the barrel 
to the heel plate; the side pins, the breech pins and trigger 
to be case hardened the weight of the Musket and bayonet 
thus completed not to exceed eleven pounds. 

And Whereas the said Albert Gallatin, hath made proposals, 
for manufacturing two thousand stands of said arms before 
mentioned, agreeably to the true intent and meaning of the 
Legislature, which proposals the said Thomas Mifflin deems 
it for the interest of the Commonwealth. Now these Articles 
Witness that for the consideration herein after mentioned 
he the said Albert Gallatin hath and by these presents doth 
agree undertake and contract to and with the said Thomas 
Mifflin and his Successor’s Governor’s of the said Common- 
wealth, in manner and form following to wit:—That the 
said Albert Gallatin shall well and truly manufacture and 
furnish two thousand stands of the said Arms agreeably to 
the pattern to be deposited with the Brigade Inspector of the 
County of Fayette and in all respects conformably to the 
description herein before recited, to be inspected by a Person 
to be appointed by the Governor for that purpose; That he 
shall and will deliver the said arms either at New Geneva 
in the said county of Fayette or in the City of Philadelphia 
(to be at his option) at his own risk, cost and charge, within 
two years, from the first day of March next, as follow, 
vizt :— At least five hundred stands thereof shall be delivered 
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on or before the first day of March one thousand eight hun- 
dred, and the remainder thereof, on or before the first day 
of March, one thousand eight hundred and one; That the 
said arms shall be of good quality and workmanship, at least 
equal to the standard Pattern aforesaid, and that he shall 
and will cause the said arms to be stamped on the barrels 
and locks as the said act prescribes; and also the Stocks to 
be branded with the word Pennsylvania in small Roman 
Capitals. And the said Albert Gallatin for himself his heirs 
executors and administrators doth covenant promise and agree 
to and with the said Thomas Mifflin and his Successor’s 
Governors of the said Commonwealth; that he will well and 
truly execute and perform all and singular the agreements 
undertakings and contracts aforesaid. And the said Thomas 
Mifflin on behalf of the said Commonwealth, in consideration 
of the undertakings and Contracts hereinbefore specified 
covenants promises and agrees to and with the said Albert 
Gallatin, that on the delivery of the said Arms, agreeably to 
contract, he the said Albert Gallatin, shall have and receive, 
at the rate of thirteen Dollars and one third of a Dollar 
for each stand that shall be found to be complete agreeably 
to the Standard Pattern and description herein before recited ; 
That the said Arms shall be proved at the expense of the 
State, at the place of making them by a Person to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor for that purpose; That the expense 
of porterage and boxing the said Arms shall be paid by the 
State; That the said Albert Gallatin shall have in advance 
Six thousand dollars, on the execution of this contract, and 
shall on the delivery of every two hundred stands of said 
Arms receive payment therefor, at the time of delivery, ex- 
cept for so many of said arms last to be delivered as shall 
meet the said sum of Six thousand Dollars in advance. And 
at the expiration of the said two years and upon the com- 
pletion of this Contract, the said Contractor, shall have a 
preference for any subsequent Contract, on equal terms with 
other proposals made at that time, for arms which may be 
wanted, to be delivered in any of the Counties West of the 
Allegheny Mountain. In Witness whereof the said Parties have 
interchangeably set their hands and seals. Dated the day and 
year first above written.
